pollution, strips them of local 
authority over land use, under- 
mines landowners’ rights and 
forces state zoning to be im- 
plemented in a county that has 
no county-wide zoning. 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Elwood L. Groves I, who 
also serves as an ex-officio 
member of the Planning Com- 
mission, stated, ‘‘You can talk 
about the details all day but our 
greatest concern is that this has 
every appearance of being a 
clear state intervention of the 
local planning process.” 

Another complaint voiced by 
several residents and county of- 
ficials was that not enough time 
had been allowed by the growth 
commission to review the 
report or to implement changes 
necessary to accommodate the 
plan 

Under the draft legislation 
issued by the growth commis- 
sion, new residential 
developments would be re- 
quired to have a density of at 
least 3.5 homes per acre, rural 
areas would be restricted to no 
more than one residence per 20 
acres, and development in en- 
vironmentally sensitive areas 
would be completely halted 

An official response to the 
county's appeals for revisions 
or exemption is expected by the 
first part of next week. County 
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Local Inn, Garage Destroyed By 
Fires; Damages Total $300,000 


Two structure fires resulting 
in a total of approximately 
$300,000 in damage occurred 
this past week, as a restaurant 
along Rt. 135 just east of Mtn 
Lake Park was gutted early 
Monday and a _ two-story 
building along Rt. 38 at Sand 
Flat was leveled early this mor- 
ning 

Oakland, Deer Park, and Gor- 
man fire fighters were called to 
the Trottin’ Inn at 1.02 a.m 
Monday and, upon their arrival, 
discovered flames coming from 
the rear of the one-story struc- 
ture. 

The blaze was discovered by 
the owner of the establishment, 
Vicki Berry, 42, who resides ina 
house behind the Inn. She told 
fire investigators that she was 
awakened by a crackling noise. 
She looked out the window, saw 
the fire, and called 911 for 
assistance. 

Firemen brought the blaze 
under control in about less than 
an hour and kept most of the 
fire from spreading into the 
front dining area of the 
building. However, there was 
extensive heat and smoke 
damage in that area, while the 
kitchen was totally gutted. 

Berry told James Martin, fire 
investigator for Garrett and 
Allegany counties, that she had 
closed the business at 8 p.m. 
Sunday. Martin determined 


that the fire was accidental in 
nature and probably was caus- 
ed by combustible material 
located too close to a wall 
heater in the ‘‘coffee room." 

Property loss was estimated 
to be $175,000. Martin said 
Berry has insurance 

Also responding to the scene 
was the county air cascade 
vehicle, currently being housed 
at Bittinger VFD, and the 
Southern Rescue Squad. There 
were no injuries reported. 

The same fire departments 
were summoned this morning 
at 2:24 a.m. to the residence of 
Gerald Broadwater after a 
passerby noticed that Broad- 
water's 40-by-42-foot, two-story 
garage was ablaze. By the time 
it was discovered and fire 
fighters arrived on the scene, 
the wood-frame structure with 
metal siding was fully involved 
in flames and about halfway 
down 

Guy Carola, fire investigator 
for Garrett and Allegany coun- 
ties, said this morning that the 
only heat source Broadwater 
had in the building was a wood 
stove. 

“There were a lot of 
materials in the building that 
could have caused flammable 
vapors, or possibly some other

Two men from West 
Virginia and one Maryland 
man were arrested Tuesday 
after police executed a search 
warrant and stolen merchan- 
dise was discovered. 

Arrested on theft charges 
were Michael C. Amoroso, 
29, Piedmont, W.Va., Chris- 
topher B. Beavers, 19, Key- 
ser, W.Va., and Edward L.

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Commissioners Propose Legislation; 
Braskey Seeks Limited Sunday Sales 


During a meeting held this 
week between the Garrett Coun- 
ty Commissioners and District 
1-A Delegate George C. Ed- 
wards and District 1 Senator- 
elect John Hafer, legislation 
was proposed by Commissioner 
John G. Braskey to institute 
limited Sunday sales of 
alcoholic beverages in the coun- 
ty. 

Braskey cited the fact that 
Garrett is the only county in the 
state that does not have some 
form of Sunday alcohol sales, 
and stated that tourism promo- 
tion was a factor in the in- 
itiative, which would allow for 
only limited alcohol sales on 
Sunday in restaurants and 
clubs. 

The initiative was opposed by 
Commissioners Brenda J. 
Butscher and Elwood L. Groves 
0. 

Braskey also stated that if the 
legislators felt it should be plac- 
ed on a referendum, he would 
like to see it introduced by 
districts. 

Delegate Edwards stated that 
he would give the initiative 
some consideration, adding that 
the only way he would consider 
its introduction would be by 
referendum. Senator-elect 
Hafer was in agreement with 
Edwards about the manner in 
which the proposal shouid be in- 
troduced. “I campaigned on 
that and I guarantee that it will 
only be done by referendum,” 
he said. 

A legislative initiative was re- 
quested by all three commis 
sioners that would provide for a 
member of the Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners to serve 
in the ex-officio capacity on the 
Garrett County Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Under the proposal, a com- 
missioner serving in that 
capacity would have no voting 
power but would be allowed to 
sit through executive sessions. 

The proposal was introduced 
by Commissioner Butscher, 
who stated, ‘‘I promised this in 
my election campaign and feel 
it’s important — especially in 
regard to financial matters. 
The reason I came up with this 
idea was the constant bickering 
between the two boards.” 

Braskey and Groves were in 
full support of the proposal. 
“There is definitely a need on 
the part of both entities to work 
on better communication and 
coordination. We have similar 
mechanisms in place on other 
county boards, and we have 
found it to be a real asset,” 
stated Groves. 

Two other legislative in- 
itiatives proposed by Butscher 
were not met with agreement 
by Commissioners Braskey and 
Groves. The first would limit 
the number of consecutive four 
year terms that a member of 
the Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners can serve to 
two, and to place on referendum 
during the 1992 Presidential 
Legislation a proposal to cap 
the commissioners’ salary at 
the present salary level of 
$23,000 per year. 

“This would allow the voters 
to participate in deciding if the 
commissioners’ salary would 
eventually get to $28,000 per an- 
num in 1994, as scheduled,” 
stated Butscher. 

Both proposals were opposed, 
not only by Commissioners 
Braskey and Groves, but also 
by Delegate Edwards, who ad- 
dressed the limitation of terms 
proposal by stating, “ Although 
I support limitation of terms for 
executives, such as the presi- 
dent and the governor, I oppose 
such a proposal for this type of 
position. An executive can gain 
a lot of power and authority but 


one county commissioner has 
no more authority than 
another.” 

Edwards added, ‘‘The pro- 
cess works. The people wanted 
a change here and they got 
one.” 

Braskey also stated his op 
position. ‘‘The people have the 
right to limit the terms through 
the voting process,” he said. 

Groves added, ‘‘I also oppose 
the measure. Voting is the main 
essense of democratic govern- 
ment. The artificial mechanism 
of limiting the terms limits the 
choices of the candidates. I con- 
sider it an unnecessary restric- 
tion.” 

Regarding the initiative to 
cap the commissioners’ 
salaries, Butscher stated, ‘‘I 
think the salary increase for 
county commissioner to $28,000 
is just totally outrageous and 
too much, and I would like to 
see legislation to put the com- 
missioners’ salary increase on 
the 1992 ballot and let the people 
decide if they should make that 
much or possibly even cap it at 
$23,000. The voters should make 
the decision, not the commis 
sioners.”’ 

She added, directing her com- 
ment to Delegate Edwards, 
“I’m aware of your Salary 
Review Commission and I think 
we should be exempt from it.”’ 

Edwards responded by 
stating, ‘First of all, let me 
clarify that it was not my study 
commission. It was established 
during the 1970's, and the main 
purpose of it was to get public 
input and a broad public 
perspective into the process. 
Prior to that time, one delegate 
and one senator decided what 
the salaries would be." 

Edwards added that, too 
often, people tend to look at the 
personality of the person 
holding the position instead of 
looking at the position itself and 
what its monetary worth is. 

Edwards stated that he felt 
the commission had done a 
“thorough job’’ but he would 
look into the possiblity of 
broadening the base of the 
review board to include more 
local input. He also stated that 
he would try to redirect the 


commission's recommenda- 
tions to the local, instead of the 


state, level. 

He noted that it would also be 
unconstitutional to change the 
salaries during a current term. 

Butscher argued that the job 
of county commissioner should 
be seen as ‘‘a public service, not

Are You Applying Too Much Nitrogen on Field Corn? 

I think many times we have a tendency to think that heavy 
applications of nitrogen fertilizers is the key to high yield corn 
Long-term corn yield plots have indicated that it takes one pound 
of actual nitrogen to produce one bushel of corn. What many 
farmers fail to do is to take into consideration all of the other 
environmental factors that affect the growth and yields of corn 
As we know, the average climatic conditions in Garrett County 
are not ideal for producing high yields of corn grain. The cool 
climate slows the germination and growth of corn. Also, the types 
of soils that are found here are not the types that provide high 
yields year in and year out. You must also take into consideration 
the availability of other major and minor elements that are in the 
soil. Over the past few years | have seen above-average yields 
obtained with a minimum of nitrogen. I have also witnessed the 
exact opposite. Fields that continually receive applications of 
manure are going to have a reserve of nitrogen released as the 
organic matter decays. In summary, set your yield goals after 
considering all factors and apply nitrogen at one pound per one 
bushel of corn with good management practices in place

NEW YEAR SEES OLD GATT 

The world’s best negotiators failed to improve the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the law governing international 
trade among nearly 100 nations. Their failure means we keep 
operating under the flawed rules we already were following 
Farm Bureau hoped that fairer trade would be the result of this 
Uruguay Round of GATT negotiations. 

From one standpoint, no new rewrite is a victory for 
American agriculture. In previous agreements, farmers’ 
concerns took a back seat to those of other trade sectors, such as 
manufacturing, services, textiles, labor, etc. This time, U.S 
negotiators, working under the direction of U.S. Trade 
Representative Carla Hills, defended agriculture. Early on, they 
promised they wouldn't sell us out and they didn't. They refused 
to compromise our principles 

We have until March 3 before the round is officially dead 
That's when U.S. discussion-enabling legislation expires 
Congress could extend the deadline. But I wonder whether there's 
any reason to expect another year of negotiations to move us any 
further than we got with the previous four years of talk 

Europe refused to compromise 

Blame the Europeans for blocking improvements in world 
trade rules for farm goods. Either European farmers are very 
strong or their politicians are very weak. EC negotiators, cowed 
mainly by Germany and France, ignored four years of earnest 
negotiations and discussions 

I believe European negotiators had no intention of adopting 
rules that would promote more open markets. Those in 
government never prepared European farmers for change. In 
fact, negotiators promised to impose new import restrictions on 
our soybeans and corn products if any agreement was to be 
signed. 

Any advance now depends on the EC. They must show a 
greater willingness to reduce export subsidies and import 
barriers. Otherwise, talks are fruitless. I doubt if other European 
trade sectors will be able to apply enough pressure on their 
negotiators to budge the farm bloc heads. 

No good alternative to multilateral agreement 

Many nations are now exploring independent avenues to 
improved trade. We could see bilateral trade pacts flourish. Our 
talks with Mexico certainly will move much faster if the Uruguay 
Round officially expires. There's talk of creating a Southeast Asia 
common market. There's also talk that some lesser-subsidizing

1 tablespoon plus 1 teaspoon baking powder 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
‘4 cup plus 1 tablespoon shortening

Combine flour, baking powder, and salt, stir well. 
Cut in shortening until mixture resembles coarse 
meal. Sprinkle milk evenly over flour mixture, 
stirring until dry ingredients are moistened. Turn 
dough out onto a lightly floured surface, knead lightly 
10 to 12 times. Roll dough to '2-inch thickness, cut 
with a 2%s-inch biscuit cutter.

Combine first 5 ingredients in a large bowl, make 
a well in center of mixture. Combine egg, milk, 
honey, and oil, add dry ingredients, stirring just until 
moistened. Spoon into greased muffin pans, filling 
two-thirds full. Bake at 375F for 20 minutes or until 
done.

Combine butter and blue cheese in a small 
saucepan, cook over low heat, stirring constantly, 
until butter and cheese melt.

With his girlfriend, 
Polly and her landlady 
Anna radiant in her red 
dress — he went to see Clark 
Gable in a gangster movie 
at the Biograph Theatre in 
Chicago.

On Sunday, Jan. 6, ABC 
continues the Dillinger film 
legacy with the premiere of 
Dillinger, starring Mark 
Harmon and screendom’'s 
heir apparent Sherilyn Fenn 
The first made-for-TV 
movie on the subject, the 
film is a David L. Wolper 
production, produced by his 
son Mark 

Such 1s the clout of Wolper 
Productions that ABC asked 
them what kind of movie 
they had always wanted to 
do. (Wolper’s long history of 
credits includes the begin- 
ning and ending ceremonies 
of the Olympics, Roots and 
North and South.) Dillinger 
was their answer 

Why would anyone wantto 
fe-make a movie that has 
been done twice betore’? The 
first Dillinger was made in 
1945 and starred Lawrence 
Tierney. (Film buffs will 
spot Tierney making a 
cameo appearance in this 
film.) The second starred 
Warren Oates in 1973 

Mark Wolper explained 
that what his company 
sought to do was create a 
film that was as historically 
correct as possible. He 
believes his Dillinger is the 
most accurate of the three 
For example, contrary to 
popular belief, Polly Hamil 
ton, Dillinger’s girlfriend 
was not “the woman in red” 
who fingered him for the FBI 
that fateful night. The hand 
maiden of history was a 
woman named Anna Sage, a 
disreputable immigrant who 
set up Dillinger in a deal to 
avoid deportation. (Hamil 
ton is played by Patricia 
Arquette and Sage by Lucy 
Childs for the ABC movie.) 
According to Wolper, this 
is the story: In the summer of 
1933, John Dillinger was just

Low-income workers in 
Maryland who are in need of 
eye care but can't afford it may 
be able to get a free eye 
examination through a nation- 
wide volunteer program started 
by optometrists 

Members of the Maryland 
Optometric Association will be 
helping to celebrate Save Your 
Vision Week (March 39) in the 
state by participating in the 
program called VISION, USA. 

Qualified persons for the 
free eye examinations need to 
sign up during January,” ex- 
plained Dr. Paul Brant, an op- 
tometrist in Salisbury who is 
chairman of the Maryland ef- 
fort. ‘Between 75 and 80 Mary- 
land optometrists will be par- 
ticipating in the program,”’ he 
said 

VISION, USA is a non-profit 
charity started by optometrists 
in 1985 to provide basic eye 
health and vision care services 
without charge, to individuals 
who have no other means of 
obtaining care 

To qualify for the free care, 
persons must (1) be working or 
be part of a family with one 
working member; 
health insurance; 
come below an established level 
based on family size; and (4) 
have had no eye examination 
within 12 months 

In today’s high technology 
workplace, the ability to see 
takes on added 
importance. The member of the 
Maryland Optometric Associa- 
tion feel that by providing low- 
income workers with eye care 
we may help some of them

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Goldstein Lists 
Options For Paying 
Estimated Taxes 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reminds the 
275,000 Maryland taxpayers 
who make quarterly estimated 
income tax payments that they 
have two options in filing final 
estimated tax payments for 
1990 

Taxpayers may submit a 
fourth quarter declaration of 
estimated tax payment by 
Tuesday, January 15, 1991 — or 
they can wait and file a com- 
plete 1990 Maryland income tax 
return on or before Thursday, 
January 31, 1991 

“Any balance due must be 
paid in full when filing the 
regular return,’’ Goldstein said 

Generally, taxpayers who 
earn income which is not sub- 
ject to withholding should be 
filing quarterly declarations of 
estimated tax (Form 502D) if 
their state and local tax is ex- 
pected to be more than $100. ‘If 
you're not sure whether you 
should be filing estimated tax 
payments, get a copy of our in- 
come tax tip No. 8 at any state 
income tax office or by calling 
1-800-MD TAXES,” Goldstein 
said 

In order to aviod interest 
charges, taxpayers must pay 
either 90% of their total 1990 
Maryland income tax liability 
or 100% of their 1989 Maryland 
income tax liability through 
employer withholding or esti- 
mated tax payments, unless the 
income is from wagering, 
awards or prizes 

Taxpayers must file Form 
502D with payment in full within 
60 days of receiving $500 or 
more of income from wagering

Proposed Amendments To Growth 
Plan Submitted By Commissioners 


Specific concerns and objec- 
tions regarding the ‘Proposed 
Maryland Growth and 
Chesapeake Bay Protection Act 
of 1991". were addressed this 
week ina six-page letter sent by 
the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners to Michael D. Barnes, 
chairman of the Governor's 
Commission on Growth. The 
first objection made was to the 
statement in the growth plan 
that ‘‘growth, environment and 
resource management policies 
should be applied consistently 
across the state.” 

In the letter sent to Barnes 
the commissioners responded 
to that suggestion by stating, 
‘The fact is that the magnitude 
of growth, the threat to the 
quality of our living environ- 
ment, and thus, the urgency of 
need for resource management 
policies is not consistently even 
throughout the state.” 

The corrmumnissioners pointed to 
the fact that Garrett County has 
not experienced ‘‘the sprawling 
growth which many parts of the 
state have indeed 
experience and concluded 
that ‘the notion of consistent 
growth management 
throughout the state is not well 
founded." 

Another point made by the 
letter was directed at the 
growth commission's objective 
to save the Chesapeake Bay 
from being further polluted 
Garrett County is unique in 
that the majority of it does not 
drain into the Chesapeake 
Bay,’ according to the letter 


More specifically, the

Chesapeake Bay

Water Analysis 


The Garrett County Sanitary 
District was recently informed 
by Deanna Murphy-Baxam 
certification officer for the De- 
partment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene’s Division of Micro- 
biology Water Quality Labora- 
tory program, that the district's 
laboratory at Deep Creek Lake 
has been certified to perform 
drinking water analysis in ac- 
cordance with interstate 
regulations and/or the Mary- 
land law. With receipt of this 
certification, the district is 
authorized to test and report the 
bacteriological! quality of public 
and private drinking water 
systems. 

The certification was re- 
ceived through the efforts of the 
new laboratory director, Dale 
Allan Baker, who has recently 
been employed by the Sanitary 
District. Baker holds a 
Bachelor of Science degree in 
Biochemistry from the Univer- 
sity of Maryland and has pre- 
viously worked for Katalistiks 
International, Inc in Balti 
more at their Seton Research 
Laboratory for 
University and the Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
Baker was also previously em- 
ployed as laboratory super-

BUT DOESN’T GUARANTEE WEIGHT LOSS

Scrumptious sundaes; thick, 
creamy salad dressings and 
dips; smooth butter and mar- 
garine spreads.

The NutraSweet Company 
has created a natural fat substi-

“Essentially, the creators of 
Simplesse have discovered a 
way to make protein mimic the 
texture of fat,’’ says Dr 
Kantor. ‘The new product can 
be used to replace fat in a 
variety of products on a gram 
for gram basis." 

Since one gram of Simplesse 
contains 1's calories compared 
to 9 calories in one gram of fat, 
this substitution would result in 
a calorie reduction of 20 percent 
to 8 percent, depending on how 
much is used in the product. For 
example, a frozen vanilla 
dessert made with Simplesse 
has 120 calories per 4-ounce 
serving — 56 percent less than 
the same size portion of a super- 
premium vanilla ice cream 
with 274 calories. 

Nutrasweet officials envision 
using Simplesse in such prod- 
ucts as ice cream, mayonnaise, 
salad dressings, sour cream, 
yogurt, dips, margarine and 
butter spreads and cheese 
spreads. But although it also

balanced diet 

“If you love ice cream and 
you know that the frozen 
equivalent made with 
Simplesse has less than half the 
calories, you may be tempted to 
eat twice as much,"’ Kantor 
explains.

The commissioners also took 
exception to the report's defini- 
tion of ‘agricultural activity,” 
which does not include the 
harvesting of forest products, 
stating in their letter, ‘‘We 
believe that the production of 
forest products should not be 
treated any differently than any 
other agricultural production 
We firmly believe that forestry 
and agriculture should be view- 
ed with parity for purposes of 
this proposed legislation."’ 

The letter further stated, 
‘*There is a very indistinct line 
between ‘forestry and 
agricultural! activities, whether 
it be the harvesting of trees for 
lumber or Christmas trees or 
the building of structures for 
collecting maple sap or apples. 
The above are all crops of the 
land and should rightfully be 
defined as agriculture." 

Yet another objection 
centered around the growth 
commission's recommendation 
concerning the protection of 
any ‘‘critical habitat for en- 
dangered species."’ The letter 
stated, ‘‘Because Garrett Coun- 
ty is the only county wholly 
within the biological mountain 
province within Maryland, 
several plant and animal 
species appear on the state's en- 
dangered species list just 
because they appear only in a 
few sites in Garrett County. 
However, they are not en- 
dangered from a national stand- 
point because they are found in 
a number of other mountain 
province areas." 

Other objections to the plan 
concerned the commissioners’ 
questioning of buffer areas for 
streams located in Garrett 
County and the sensitive area 
designation of steep slope ter- 
rain 

Development in sensitive 
areas, such as the 
Youghiogheny River corridor, 
under the proposed act, would 
be prohibited except for the 
removal, restoration, repair, 
maintainance or enhancement

The commissioners respond- 
ed to this proposal by stating, 

This will cause hardship for 
several communities in Garrett 
County. Friendsville, an incor- 
porated municipality, was built 
along the Youghiogheny River 
and lies, in part, within the 
100-year flood plain of the 
Youghiogheny River or Bear 
Creek.” 

They also pointed to the town 
of Kitzmiller as another one 
that would be greatly affected 
by the plan, since it is located 
next to the Potomac River. Both 
towns, said the commissioners, 
are considered ‘‘already 
developed areas"’ — a designa- 
tion in which the growth com- 
mission allows for further 
development 

The letter asks’ the 
question,*‘ Both these towns are 
considered developed areas but 
what effect does the sensitive 
area classification have on their 
continued growth?"’ 

The commissioners were also 
concerned about the December 
1993 deadline mandated by the 
commission's report. ‘‘The 
deadline is three years away 
and that seems a sufficient 
amount of time to implement a 
program such as this. However, 
when you consider that Garrett 
County has no county-wide 
land-use plan of any kind in ef- 
fect, three years is not very 
long.’ 

The letter continued, ‘In the 
past, the county government 
has attempted county-wide sub- 
division control. It lasted one 
month and was met with much 
opposition."’ 

Another area of opposition 
was expressed over the state 
guidelines for 20-year popula- 
tion projections for permanent 
year-round residents. The letter 
stated, ‘We contend that the 
utilization of a jurisdiction's 
projected ‘full-time resident 
population’ is not appropriate 
for determining growth zones in 
resort areas such as found here 
in Garrett County. We believe 
that the commission has 
neglected to consider the fluc- 
tuations in population which are 
characteristic of seasonal 
visitation periods in resort 
areas. Therefore, we suggest 
and encourage that the perfor- 
mance criteria be amended to 


include the projected 


population and pr 
number of households 
out-of-county residents 

Finally, the letter suggested 
that any subdivisior 
been platted 
recorded prior to July 1 be 
exempt from any development 
restrictions, and that they be 
‘grandfathered’’ into the 
regulations regardless of their 
permit status 

The suggestions put forth in 
the letter were a result of the 
cooperative efforts of the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners, 
District 1-A Delegate George C 
Edwards, District 1 Senator 
John Hafer, the Garrett County 
Planning and Zoning staff,and

Speaks Out 











BALANCING THE STATE BUDGET 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

For the past few weeks, I've been spending a lot of time look- 
ing at the budget for the next fiscal year. This is the fourth budget 
I've worked on as governor, and while there are always tough 
decisions to make, this has by far been the most difficult year. 

We've been fortunate in the past few years to enjoy a prosper- 
ous economy, and that's helped keep state revenues high. We 
have had enough money to start new programs for people, spend 
elementary education and take one-time 
expenses that were neglected for many years 

I think we wisely used the money that we had on hand in the 
good years to make some local investments, and clear some 
pressing expenses that we could take care of in one year but not 
be obligated to continue funding in future years. Those one-time 
costs helped pay for some local infrastructure costs, like roads 
and schools, repair buildings that were practically falling in, and 
pay off the savings and loan depositors 

The legislators, remember, also used a portion of the same 
surplus to pay for one-time expenses, to give taxpayers a tax 
break that amounted to about $7.50 

This year's budget process, preparing the spending plan for 
the 1992 fiscal year that starts July 1, has been more complicated 
for us. Like the rest of the nation, Maryland has been feeling the 
pinch from the economic slowdown. Since the summer, we've had 
a big drop in revenues from just about every source income 
taxes, sales taxes, and corporate taxes 

On top of the drop in revenues, we've had some unexpected 
expenses that nobody really could predict. The state had to spend 
more on programs that the federal government requires us to 
support. Our costs for state welfare programs went way up, with 
more Marylanders out of work and more needing help from the 
state. Some other expenses just added to the problem — our pri- 
son population is growing by about 150 inmates a month and pri- 
son costs added $36 million to the deficit 

All this added up to forcing us to cut expenses from the cur- 
rent budget, to make sure that we balanced the books at the end of 
our fiscal year. We looked at every area and made some really 
painful decisions in trying to decide where to make cuts 

Just about every department and agency was affected by the 
two rounds of cuts we made. Not all of the decisions were popular 
ones, but each affected me deeply. I hate to take away even a few 
dollars from any of our efforts. We have put so much money into 
programs intended for people efforts that help Marylanders 
prepare for jobs, learn to read, or improve their neighborhoods 
and homes. We've added money for day care and health care, and 
increased the state commitment to helping the homeless and the 
hungry 
Despite all the tough choices made over the budget in the past 
weeks, and the grim news we keep hearing about the 
economy, I'm still optimistic. I've always been a cheerleader for 
Maryland, but I can't say enough how confident I am about the 
State's ability to weather this rough patch we're in. Other states 
have much more serious finanical problems than Maryland, We 
will survive because we continue to have a Triple A bond rating 
and sound fiscal management 

I though it was important that some of you understand what 
the budget process is like. A lot of you have budgets at home you 
need to live within. It's the same kind of thing with the state, only 
the numbers are much bigger

The comptroller also said his 
ffice will be making even more 
oint taxpayer service ap- 
vearances with I.R.S. personnel 
t major shopping malls and 
edera! and state offices during 
he upcoming filing season. 

One major change which will 
yenefit many of the nearly 1.7 
iillion Maryland taxpayers 
xpecting refunds is the intro- 
ljuction of electronic filing of 
Maryland returns 

Maryland is one of the first 
states in the nation to offer 
‘lectronic filing for state in- 
ome taxpayers due refunds, 
roldstein said. 

This new procedure will cut 
jown on errors, save processing 
ime and speed up the 
axpayer’s refund check,’ he 
added 

The comptroller noted that 
he service will be offered by 
ax preparers who must be ap- 
yroved to participate in the 


I.R.S. electronic filing program 
before they are admitted to the 
state's program 

Maryland's personal exemp- 
tion on the 1990 return has been 
increased to $1,200. Taxpayers 
65 or older or blind are 
eligible for the regular $1,200 
personal exemption plus an 
extra exemption of $1,000 

“Those amounts are dif- 
ferent, so taxpayers should be 
careful when they are filing out 
the exemptions area of the 
Maryland form,’ Goldstein 
said. 

The comptroller said his 
office is introducing new Form 
123 for the convenience of more 
than 200,000 single and 
dependent taxpayers expecting 
refunds. 

“New Form 123 is a special 
purpose form which single or 
dependent taxpayers can use to 
claim a refund of taxes withheld 
by their employers even though 
their gross income is less than 
the amount required to file — 
$5,300 for 1990,’ Goldstein said 
‘This easy-to-use form has only 
five lines to fill out and it will 
avoid delays in processing these 
refunds.” 

Goldstein also reminded 
senior citizens that Maryland's 
maximum pension has been in- 
creased to $10,800 for 1990 

“We also have a new benefit 
enlisted 
personnel 55 or older residing in 
Maryland. They may now 
exclude up to $2,500 of their 
military retirement income on 
their Maryland return,

dents,’’ he added 

The comptroller reminded 
active duty military personnel 
that up to $15,000 in overseas 
active duty pay can be deducted 
from taxable income under a 
Maryland tax break that may 
be especially important in light 
of Operation Desert Shield 
Specific instructions and work- 
sheets for these military tax 
breaks are available in Instruc- 
tion 13 of the Maryland tax 
packet 

Goldstein also said parents 
who use their federal return to 
report up to $5,000 in unearned 
income of dividends and 
interest for a child, may now 
subtract that income on their 
Maryland return. ‘This elimi- 
nates the need for parents to file 
a separate return for the child 
to avoid Maryland tax on that 
income,”’ he said. 

The contribution feature for 
the Chesapeake Bay and En- 
dangered Species Fund will 
appear on the 1990 return again, 
following two years during 
which taxpayers have contrib- 
uted more than §2 million 
“Last year, nearly 90,000 tax- 
payers donated over $1,046,000 
I want to thank all those who 
participated and encourage tax- 
payers to read the material in 
the tax packet and consider 
making a contribution,’’ the 
comptroller said 

Goldstein is also asking tax- 
payers to include their subdivi- 
sion code on their return, based 
upon a list featured on page two 
of state tax packet. 

“There are two good reasons 
for you to write in the subdivi- 
sion code. First, it helps make 
sure your local government 
receives its fair share of the 
more than $1.4 billion in local in- 
come tax. Secondly, the code 
will speed up your refund 
check," he said 

The comptroller reminded 
taxpayers that all 15 Maryland 
income tax offices will offer 
free state tax assistance Mon- 
day through Friday, until the 
filing deadline, April 15, 1991 
The hours of assistance are 8; 30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Extra hours of 
assistance will also be offered 
on all state holidays and certain 
weekends during the filing 
season. The addresses and 
telephone numbers of all 15 
Maryland income tax offices 
are listed on the back of the 
state tax packet and in most 
local telephone directories. The 
statewide toll-free number for 
free state income tax assistance 
is 1-800-MD TAXES,

Diversity Of Economy Expected To 
Carry State Through Slow Period 


Although growth in Maryland 
slowed in 1990, the diversity of 
the state's economy is expected 
to help Maryland weather the 
national economic slump, ac- 
cording to a report issued last 
week by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development (DEED). 

“The slowdown of the econo- 
my in 1990 and the Persian Gulf 
crisis have created economic 
and fiscal pressures for Mary- 
land, as well as most other 
states,’’ said Secretary of 
Economic and Employment 
Development J. Randall Evans. 
Evans presented the results of 
the economy study, conducted 
by DEED’s Office of Research, 
at a briefing held at the Mary- 
land Communications Center in 
Baltimore. 

“The slowdown means that 
Maryland will create fewer jobs 
in fiscal year 1991 than was 
anticipated,’’ Evans noted. 
“This will result in lower than 
expected growth of state pro- 
duct and personal income and 
slowdowns in housing, retail 
sales and construction.” 

He added, “However, the 
diversity and basic strength of 
the Maryland economy are ex- 
pected to carry the state 
through this period of brief but 
difficult economic adjustment. 
The challenge is to build on 
Maryland's strengths and pro- 
vide an environment in which 
Maryland will continue to be a 
national leader in economic 
growth and development." 

The strengths of the Mary- 
land economy cited by Evans 
included a highly trained work- 
force, a strong concentration of 
scientists and engineers, high 
income levels, business vitality 
and growth, access to a large 
consumer market, and the 
dynamic Baltimore-Washing- 
ton corridor. Also cited were the 
State's transportation in- 
frastructure, the modernized 
Port of Baltimore and Balti- 
more/Washington International 
Airport, access to financial 
markets and capital, proximity 
to the federal government and 
its enormous civilian and de- 
fense procurement, and Mary- 
land’s outstanding quality of 
life. 

The report noted that the 
Maryland economy could have 
one or more non-consecutive 
quarters. of detline during 1990. 
Major economic forecasting 
firms estimate that the Mary- 
land economy will have modest 
economic growth during 1991. 

Labor force and employment 
growth slowed in Maryland and 
the United States in 1990. From 
January to October, 1990, Mary- 
land’s civilian labor force in- 
creased 0.8 percent, while 
employment increased only 0.4 
percent. As a result the number 
of unemployed people rose, 
pushing the state’s unemploy- 
ment rate up from 4.1 percent to 
4.5 percent. Maryland's unem- 
ployment rate continues well 
below the national average, 
which was 5.4 percent in Octo- 
ber, 1990. 

“The challegne is to empha- 
size the creation of jobs through 
new business formation, and to 
assist existing businesses to 
stay competitive in a changing 
market,” said Evans. ‘‘Mary- 
land must also provide educa- 
tion and training and upgrade 
our workforce’ through pro- 
grams such as the state's Part- 
nership for Workforce Quality 
and Project Independence. 

Maryland continues to out- 
perform the United States and 
most other states in business 
vitality indicators. In 1989, the 
latest year for which data are 
available, Maryland had the 
fifth lowest business failure 
rate per 10,000 firms, according 
to Dun & Bradstreet. 
Maryland's 1989 business fail- 
ure rate was 20 per 10,000 firms, 
down from 41 in 1988, conpared 
with 65 in the United Stated. 

The report noted that, in 1990, 
the Corporation for Enterprise 
Development again gave Mary- 
land straight A’s — the highest 
ranking of any state — in 
economic performance, busi- 
ness vitality, resource capacity 
and development policy. In 
December, 1990, Inc. Magazine 
said that Maryland had 19 of the 
500 fastest growing firms in the 
nation, or four percent of the 
total, although it has only two 
percent of the nation's popula- 
tion 

Recent reports released by 
the U.S. Bureau of the Census 
show that business growth has 
been stronger in Maryland than 
in the United States. The 
Bureau of the Census found that 
the total number of businesses 
and their receipts grew more 
rapidly in Maryland than in the 
United States, based on 1982 and 
1987 surveys. Maryland's black- 


owned and women-owned busi- 
nesses also grew more rapidly 
that the nation's 

DEED’s report showed that 
manufacturing employment in 
Maryland declined 2.5 percent 
from last year, compared to a 
2.0 percent loss nationwide. 
Printing and publishing, Mary- 
land’s largest manufacturing 
sector, had 28,700 jobs, or 14 
percent of the total manufac- 
turing employment of 203,600. 

Food and kindred products 
accounted for 26,100 jobs, fol- 
lowed by instruments (23,000), 
electronic and other equipment 
(15,500), industrial machinery 
(15.100), transportation equip- 
ment (13,800), chemicals 
(13,600), and primary metals 
(10,900). 

The report noted that nine out 
of every 10 jobs in Maryland are 
in the nonmanufacturing sec- 
tor. Maryland’s nonmanufac- 
turing employment totaled 
1,977,500 in October 1990, up 
57,600, or 3 percent, from 
January 1990. 

Services, a category which in- 
cludes health, science and re- 
search, engineering and other 
business services, is the largest 
employment sector in Mary- 
land. In October 1990, services 
provided 604,600 jobs, 31 per- 
cent of all nommanufacturing 
and 28 percent of all payroll 
jobs in Maryland. Retail trade 
was second, with 428,300 jobs. 

Although 45,500 manufac- 
turing jobs were lost between 
1974 and 1989, the nonmanufac- 
turing sector added 699,600 jobs, 
for a net gain of 654,100 jobs. 
For each manufacturing job 
lost during this period, the 
Maryland economy added 15 
jobs in the nonmanufacturing 
sector. From 1984 to 1989, while 
10,400 manufacturing jobs were 
lost, 344,100 nonmanufacturing 
jobs were added, a net gain of 
333,700 jobs. During this period, 
the Maryland economy added 
33 nonmanufacturing jobs for 
each manufacturing job lost. 

Evans said that the state's 
initiative to assist manu- 
facturers, known as “‘Manufac- 
turing Matters in Maryland,” is 
continuing to promote public 
and private technical services 


to this vital sector of the 
economy 

The report said that Mary- 
land’s per capita income is 


sixth highest among the states 
In 1989, Maryland's per capita 
personal income was $21,013, up 
7 percent from the previous 
year and 19 percent above the 
national average 
Retail sales in Maryland 
during the first nine months of 
1990 totaled $26.73 billion, up 
$1.23 billion from the same 
period last year. The modest 4.8 
percent increase reflects a 
slowdown in retail sales in 
Maryland in 1990, but it still ex- 
ceeds the 3.7 percent increase in 
retail sales nationwide. 
During the first 10 months of 
1990, residential building per- 
mits decreased 13.8 percent in 
Maryland and 14.6 percent 
nationally, compared to the 
same period last year. Permits 
~for non-residential buildings fell 
6.1 percent in Maryland and 7.1 
percent in the United States. 
The report noted that the real 
estate and construction sectors 
are two of the weakest sectors 
of both the Maryland and the 
national economy. However, 
the downward adjustments in 
these sectors started nearly two 
years ago and have not, so far, 
led to significant negative

In slow-cooking pot, combine chicken with water, on-

1 tablespoon instant minced onion 

Sprinkle turkey with salt and pepper. Place in slow- 
cooking pot.

1-1/2 Ibs. beef stew meat, cut into 1l-inch cubes

4 medium zucchini, cut into 1-inch slices

Background Scripture: Matthew 13 
1-23 

Devotional Reading: Ecclesiastes 
24-11 


In the past I have probably mis 
used the so-called Parable of the 
Sower. | have previously focused on 
the unreceptivity of the various soils 
of which Jesus spoke: the side of the 
path, the rocky soil, and the thorny 
ground. In doing so, | have shifted 
emphasis away from the sower to the 
soils, a rather negative transition, to 
be honest 

As | read this parable anew, how 
ever, | realize that instead of an in 
dictment of people's unreceptivity, 
it is actually a message of encourage 
ment focusing not on the soils, but 
upon the sower. Jesus may be re 
sponding to the possible discourage 
ment of the disciples. They have ob 
served that no matter how skillful and 
powerful Jesus is, some people hear 
the Good News from him but are 
seemingly unmoved by it. Perhaps 
this is particularly on the disciples’ 
minds because, as Matthew tells it, 
there are great crowds of people 
coming to hear him. How many of 
these, they must wonder, will re 
spond favorably and commit them 
selves to him? 


THE OTHER SEEDS 

Not to worry, says Jesus, and 
verse 8 is the heart of the parable and 
the story: ‘‘Other seeds fell on good 
soil and brought forth grain, some 
a hundredfold, some sixty, some 
thirty."’ In other words, don't worry 
about the seed that falls on unre 
ceptive soils—you always have that

When Bob Lacy and his son 
andy, bought their McHenry 
ijairy farm in 1985, their first 


call, before moving their cattle

District office for advice about

Bob Lacy didn't grow up on a 
farm, but spent a lot of time on

In 
Garrett County, where cool- 
season grasses dominate 
Hayes says pasture production 
will peak in 18 days in the spring 
when it's cool, 30 days later in 
the summer, then speed up 
again as the weather begins to 
get cooler. After the grasses 
peak, quality begins to decline, 
so systems are designed to take 
advantage of quality grass 
“The Lacy system is a bit 
different,”’ says Hayes. ‘Bob 
moves his cows into a new 
paddock every morning, giving 
him a 12-day cycle. One reason 






for this

An important part of the 
Lacys’ grazing system is the 
fencing. Known as ‘Spider’ 
fencing, it was brought to this 
country three years ago from 
New Zealand. Hayes explains 
that it uses a smaller guage 
high-tensile wire 16 gauge 
instead of the 12'-gauge 
normally used. According to 
Hayes, some unique features of 
the system are the “G spring,” 
which acts as a tension devise, 
gives the fence flexibility, and 
acts as a gate opener.

By that, he means those who do 
not take part in government 
programs, those who are not 
interested in cost share, those 
who, for their own reasons, 
want to improve their operation 
with conservation in mind 

More and more, that type of 
farmer is contacting his office 
for help. Many of them just 
don’t trust the government 
They're afraid that if they sign 
anything, in a few years the 
government will own every- 
thing they have. Others don't 
believe in cost share. Perhaps 
they are independent, perhaps 
it’s for moral reasons, perhaps 
for religious reasons. Morfoot 
and his staff, whose office 
phone number is 334-1900, is 
anxious to help them all. 

Calls for Help 

One of those independent 
farmers is Frances Steyer, 
whose farm on White Church 
Road has been in her family for 
115 years. Steyer, who grew up 
helping her father on the farm, 
calls the District office when 
she has a problem she feels 
their expertise can solve. ‘'I feel 
it’s important to keep the farm 
up,”’ Steyer says. ‘‘These people 
are very valuable to me and 
their information is very 
correct.” 

Steyer believes in planning 
ahead. This year she will winter 
over 36 ewes plus six replace- 
ment lambs. In late fall, she had 
a shelter made to feed round 
bales from and was buying hay, 
so as not to run short. She has 
her hay tested for nutrients so 
she can supplement the flock’s 
ration if necessary. 

She takes soil samples in the 
fall to test for pH.‘Father 
always went into the District 
office for soil tests and worked 
with them. I began using their 
help more often since the 
drought the summer of 1988,” 
she said. 

One project District planners 
helped her with was contour 
strips. ‘I'm trying to get my 
meadows back,”’ she said. ‘'l 
have some in corm now, and the 
oats and grass is coming back 
The strip cropping has been a 
help. I have 18 acres of corn in 
contour strips now.”’ 

The summer of 1988 saw 
Steyer, as well as many others, 
with water problems. ‘‘There is 
lots of water on the farm,’’ she 
said. ‘‘The problem is getting it 
where it’s needed.’’ That 
summer, the reservoir which 
supplied her house failed. With 
technical assistance from the 
District office, the problem was 
investigated and a leak was 
found. On her own, Steyer had 
another reservoir built and a 
water supply brought into her 
house by gravity flow. 

That didn’t solve the problem 
of getting water to her live- 


Off-Farm Jobs 
Provide Half Of 


Farm Income 


More than half of the 1988 net 
cash farm income came from 
off-farm sources, according to 
the latest report from the U.S 
Census. 

Off-farm income accounted 
for nearly 60 percent of the net 
cash income for family 
farmers. Of this amount, non- 
farm jobs accounted for nearly 
60 percent of the $41.9 billion in 
off-farm income. 

There is a sharp contrast of 
farms by scale. 

Nearly 75 percent of all farms 
had gross sales of less than 
$50,000. These farms reported 
27 percent of the total operator 
debt, only 16 percent of total 
operating expenses, received 
less than 21 percent of all 
government payments and had 
80 percent of the off-farm 
income. 

On the other hand, farms with 
gross sales of more than $50,000 
had only 20 percent of the off- 
farm income but received 79 
percent of all government pay- 
ments. 

The figures also showed there 
were 171,000 farm partnerships, 
and these accounted for nine 
percent of all farms and 18 per- 
cent of all net cash farm 
income 

Partnerships also received 17 
percent of all government pay- 
ments. Californians had the 
most partnerships (30,402) but 
surprisingly, Kentucky had the 
second highest at 28,723 

One other surprising aspect of 
the data: fewer than three per- 
cent of all farms reported that 
two-thirds or more of all net 
cash farm income came from 
the sale of agricultural prod- 
ucts. 

In other words, for 97 percent 
of American farms today, of 
each farm's total income, less 
than $2 out of $3 comes from 
farming 

The remaining income comes 
from other sources unrelated to 
farming

stock It was decided

cost share funds. ‘It took some 
planning and work to get the 


trough in, but the Soil Conser- 
vation people really worked 
hard and got it done,"’ Steyer 
said 


The watering trough is a 
special design for sheep, and is 
only 15-inches high. “It’s work- 
ing fine,’ Steyer says. ‘The 
sheep seldem go anyplace else 
to drink. I think it’s helped the 
ewes and lambs a lot. They used 
to go to the pond or the stream, 
but now the lambs get up in the 
morning and at dusk to get a 
drink at the trough. I'd surely 
recommend a water trough to 
anybody with animals."’ 

Steyer holds the District 
personnel close to her heart. ‘I 
Say they can't be beat,"’ she 
says. They go their limit. I think 
we're lucky to have such good 
people here. I understand that 
in other places they don't pay 
attention to small farmers. Our 
Soil Conservation people are 
here to help us smal! farmers 
just the same.” 

Sense and Judgment 

“Sense and judgment — 
that’s what we need to look at 
and address when looking at a 
farm plan or when on a farm,” 
says Morfoot. ‘‘How far do we 
need to go? What's practical 
and what's sensible? And 
when we do come up with a 
sensible, reasonable farm 
plan, then we're doing what we 

ught to d At the same time 
we're building a case for the 
farm community. Then, if 
environmental questions arise, 
we can say that we're dealing 
with it and we're moving in the 
right direction.” 

Morfoot added that there 
have been all kinds of numbers 
thrown out — all kinds of things 
said that makes it look like the 
farm community isn't doing as 
good environmentally as they 
are. Perhaps some of that is 
empire building, or is budget 
driven. Some may find it suits 
their cause to paint a dim, glum 
picture to justify what they are 
claiming, or what they want 
But the voluntary conservation 
program has taken great 
strides, and will continue if 
farmers support it

Ag Enrollment 
Up At WVU 


Enrollment is increasing in 
the West Virginia College of 
Agriculture and Forestry 
Associate Dean Kenneth D. 
McIntosh reports a 23 percent 
increase in enrollment over the 
last three years, and believes 
that the growth is due to the col 
lege’s expanded instructional 
opportunities 

We don’t have educational 
studies in isolation of employ- 
ment opportunities,’’ says 
McIntosh Our programs 
reflect employment needs in 
our society.” 

He points to the changing 
interests of today's agriculture 
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and forestry students 

Seventy-five percent are in 
non-agricultural production 
areas such as child 
development, wildlife and 
fisheries, landscape architec- 
ture, and environmental protec- 
tion." 

A number of students are also 
taking advantage of the pre- 
professional program in animal 
and veterinary sciences. If they 
successfully complete the 
approximately three-year pro- 
gram, they will have taken the 
subject matter necessary to 
enter not only veterinary 
science programs, but also 
schools of human medicine, 
pharmacy, dentistry, nursing, 
and optometry 

The gender composition of the 
students has shown some 
change, too. Currently, 54 per- 
cent are male, with 46 percent 
female. ‘‘The number of women 
is increasing each year," 
according to McIntosh. ‘‘Their 
educational opportunities are 


good in this college."’ 

Animal and veterinary 
sciences is one case in point 
Though once thought to be a 
male domain, the program 
today has 52 percent female 
enrollment. ‘It's not just for 
boys any more," says the 
associate dean. 

The environmental protection 
program has shown a marked 
increase in enrollment as stu- 
dents respond to calls to stop the 
global degradation of ground 
water, air, surface water, and 
land. ‘The decade of the '90s is 
going to be the decade of 
protecting the environment,” 
McIntosh says. ‘‘Young people 
listen to these messages and 
commit themselves to careers 
in this area."

We 
were great fans, great fans 
And I thought this would be 
fun to do. Mind you I've 
always wanted to play a kind 
of madame vampire of a 
whore house. This may be 
the closest I can come to 
it.” 

That coming from a re- 
served actress who received 
her first Oscar nomination 
for her portrayal of Ophelia 
opposite Sir Laurence 
Olivier’s Hamlet 

The actress said the op 
portunities for the show are 
limitless, and one thing she 
looks forward to is the 
possibility of exploring 
different time periods 

“Maybe (in) a couple of 
segments they could fang me 
up or something, | don't 
know. They're trying to look 
forward because there's so 
many directions they could 
go with all the characters in

Q: Whatever happened to 
Broderick Crawford? As a 
kid I enjoyed his series 
Highway Patrol but never 
knew much about him. Too 
bad there isn't a series like 
that on now that my son could 
watch. —Bob Whittaker, 
South Chicago Heights, Iii. 
A: Broderick Crawford 
began his film career in the 
late 1930s primarily in tough 
gangster roles. His best 
success came in 1949 when 
he won the Academy Award 
for his role as a ruthless 
politician in Al/ the King’s 
Men. He made many guest 
appearances on television 
but he really found his niche 
in 1955 as the tough-talking 
Chief Dan Matthews of 
Highway Patrol. The pro- 
gram was cheaply made and 
no one expected it to be a 
success, but it was. The 
whole country was going 
around saying “10-4.” After 
the series ended, he starred 
in the television shows King 
of Diamonds and The 
Interns. He died in Apnil 
1986 after suffering a series 
of strokes. He was 74 years 
old

early ‘50s the TV western 
The Range Rider. Could you 
tell me who was the real 
“Range Rider,” and what was 
his partner's name?

A: Former stuntman and

Marlo Thomas takes

Hostage’s story 
told in drama

Since the time she saw 
similar events unfolding in 
Iran on the news, Marlo 
Thomas has empathized 
with the characters she plays 
in Held Hostage: The Sis and 
Jerry Levin Story, airing 
Sunday, Jan. 13, on ABC 
Thomas plays Lucille (Sis) 
Levin, a Southern Belle who 
had to make a difficult 
decision and defy the U.S 
government when her jour- 
nalist husband, Jerry, was 
taken hostage in Beirut, 
Lebanon, six years ago 
Although the Iranian and 
Lebanese hostage situations 
were different, they were 
quite the same. Scenes of 
loved ones reunited on the 
news were emblazoned in 
Thomas’ mind She 
remembers vividly the com- 
passion she felt 
“I would cry at the six 
o'clock news and at the same 
footage at eleven. And when 


I read this script I thought, 
‘This is the story behind that 
news footage. This is inter- 
esting to me; what does it feel 
like to have your family 
member taken from you?’ I 
obviously empathize with 


them. I cried every time I 
saw it on television or in the 
news,” she said 


Thomas got to know the 
Levins while working on 
Held Hostage. She is in- 
spired because they continue 
efforts to negotiate the 
freedom of the hostages still 
held in the Middle East, and 
she is impressed by Sis’ 
determination to open talks 
when her own government 
would not 


“She had to decide which 
was the worse of two evils: If 
she spoke out and interfered, 
she could get him killed. But 
on the other hand, if she 
didn't do anything, and they 
weren't doing anything, he 
could also get killed.” 
That's a horrible decision to 
have to make

Landowners outside of in- 
corporated towns who are in- 
terested in burning brush or 
other debris should take ad- 
vantage of the winter weather 
that the area is now ex- 
periencing. According to the 
Open Air Burning Regulations, 
Title 8, Department of Natural 
Resources, Subtitle .07, Mary- 
land Forest, Park & Wildlife 
Service, ‘‘burning may occur at 
anytime when the ground is 
covered with snow, if all other 
requirements are met.” 

Ernie Metz, of the Maryland 
Forest, Park, and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, says the open air burning 
regulations apply to activities 
in woodland and within 200 feet 
of woodland, or a flammable 
material that could carry fire to 
the woodland. He said there 
should be a firebreak at least 10 
feet wide around the fire and 
adequate personnel and equip- 
ment present to control the fire 
The fire should be out cold be- 
fore all personnel leave the 
scene 

Landowners that wish to do 
some open air burning while the 
ground is covered with snow 
should contact the Garrett 
County Office of Emergency 
Management at their non-emer- 
gency number (334-1930) prior 
to burning. This will reduce the 
chances of one of the local fire 
companies being called out on a 
false alarm, Metz concluded

Vice-Chairman Of 
W.Md. Delegation 


It was announced this week 
that District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards has been 
named as vice-chairman of the 
Western Maryland Delegation 
to the 1991 Maryland General 
Assembly. 

Formed in 1983, Western 
Maryland was the last area to 
form a delegation to the 
assembly, and includes Gar- 
rett, Allegany, Washington, 
Frederick and Carroll counties.

“No Probable Cause” Ruled In 
Assault With Intent To Murder Case 


“No probable cause found’ 
was the ruling by Judge Jack R. 
Turney in a case involving four 
charges against a Grantsville 
man, including one count of as- 
sault with intent to murder. 

Other charges against Kevin 
M. Fitzgerald, 35, Grantsville, 
included reckless endanger- 
ment, battery, and malicious 
destruction of property stem- 
ming from a December 9, 1990, 
incident in Grantsville. 

According to original police 
reports, Fitzgerald had alleged- 
ly become involved in a heated 
argument with Gregory W. Mc- 
Murray, also of Grantsville, 
and pointed a rifle at him and 
subsequently fired the rifle. He 
also allegedly battered Mc- 
Murray and slashed a tire on his 
vehicle. 

At a hearing last week in Gar- 
rett County District Court, the 
judge found no probable cause 
on all four counts and the 
charges against Fitzgerald 
were dismissed. 

In other District Court news, 
a bench warrant has been 
issued by Judge Turney for 
John Lee Tasker Jr., 24, Oak- 
land, who failed to appear for 
his appointed court date last 
week. 

Tasker had been charged 
with possession of a controlled 
dangerous substance, driving 
while under the influence of al- 
cohol and/or drugs, and driving 
while license is revoked. 

Those charges had been 
brought against Tasker on Octo- 
ber 9, 1990, by Deputy Jeff Mur- 
phy of the Garrett County 

Sheriff's Department on a traf- 
fic stop on U.S. Route 219, south 
of Red House. Murphy said a 
search revealed marijuana cig- 
arettes in Tasker's jacket 

Judge Turney also ordered a 
bench warrant last week for 
Scott A. Jackson, 20, Union- 
town, Pa., who had been 
charged with possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance, possession of drug para- 
phernalia, and resisting arrest 

Charges against Jackson had 
been brought by Deputy Mur- 
phy on October 30, 1990, when 
Jackson exited a vehicle the 
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deputy had stopped for a speed- 
ing violation on Route 42 west of 
Friendsville 

In his report, Deputy Murphy 
stated that he told Jackson to 
get back into the vehicle. A 
search of the vehicle revealed a 
small metal pipe with reported 
marijuana residue. Before the 
arrest, Jackson then reportedly 
attempted to run away on foot, 
but was apprehended by Mur- 
phy. 

A pre-sentence investigation 
was ordered for a McHenry 
man found guilty on a charge of 
battery on a minor under age 
14 

Ricky S. Moats, 27, according 
to initial police reports, had 
squeezed the six-year-old vic- 
tim’s neck, leaving an imprint 
of the boy's corduroy shirt. 
Bruises on the victim’s neck 
were also found following the 
December 5 incident. 

A charge of child abuse 
against Moats was not pros 
ecuted.

First Rabies Case 
Of ’91 Reported 
By Health Dept. 


The first rabies case of 1991 
was reported this week by Rod- 
ney Glotfelty, assistant director 
of the Garrett County Environ- 
mental Health Department. 

Meg and Wayne Ellis, who re- 
side three miles out of Accident 
on the Accident-Friendsville 
Road, told Glotfelty that they 
found a dead raccoon in their 
barnyard. 

Apparently the couple had let 
their dogs out on Friday night 
and let them back in the house 
without realizing they had 
killed the raccoon. 

Since they likely handled the 
dogs within the critical two- 
hour period of coming in con- 
tact with the rabid animal, the 
Ellises were advised to undergo 
rabies vaccinations. Their dogs 
had been vaccinated, but were 
re-vaccinated when the raccoon 
was positively tested for the 
Rhabdovirus. 

Glotfelty this week reminded 
the public that handling a pet 
within two hours of its being in 
contact with a rabid animal is a 
critical period. ‘That is the ac- 
tive period for the virus and 
people should be vaccinated,” 
he warned 

Last year, a record 45 rabid 
animals were reported in Gar- 
rett County with 33 of them 
being raccoons and 12 of them 
skunks. Glotfelty predicts 
another record year for rabies 
cases in the county 


Tichnell Granted 
Fourth Sentenc ing 
Trial Jan. 


Richard Danny Tichnell 
Fairmont, W.Va., who has been 
convicted for the murder of 
Garrett County Deputy Sheriff 
David Livengood in a January 
18, 1979 incident, will once again 
receive a sentencing trial in the 
Calvert County Circuit Court, 
beginning January 28, it was 
learned recently 

Tichnell has been sentenced 
to death during three separate 
trials since his 1980 conviction, 
but has appealed each one of 
them. The most recent trial, 
held in Prince Georges County 
Circuit Court, was heard by 
Judge Arthur M. Ahalt who rul- 
ed that the wrong sentencing 
form was used for Tichnell 

The upcoming sentencing 
trial will be presided over by 
Circuit Court Judge Thomas A 
Rymer. Tichnell has reportedly 
elected to be tried by a jury 

The murder conviction was 
the result of an incident that oc- 
curred in the parking lot of 
Davidson's Army Navy Dis- 
count Store in Oakland when, at 
approximately 5:30 a.m., Depu- 
ty Livengood and his K-9 part- 
ner, ‘‘Sarge,’’ a German 
Shepherd dog, responded to a 
silent alarm at the business 
While attempting to apprehend 
Tichnell and his 
Roberto Rezek, also of the Fair- 
mont, W.Va. area, Livengood 
was shot seven times and Sarge 
was stabbed with a samurai 
sword. 

Tichnell and Rezek then stole 
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Swanton Couple Dead As Result 
Of Murder-Suicide In McCoole 


A Swanton couple is dead as 
the result of a domestic dispute 
in McCoole, along Md. Route 
135, Saturday that culminated 
in a murder-suicide 

Gwendolyn Ann Tichinell, 26, 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene after being gunned down 
by her husband, John R. Hinkle, 
45, who had turned the .37 
handgun on himself immediate- 
ly after shooting his wife. 

Hinkle was pronounced dead 
at Potomac Valley Hospital in 
Keyser, W.Va. as the result of 
the self-inflicted gunshot wound 
to the head. 

Tichinell’s body was taken to 
Sacred Heart Hospital and ex- 
amined by Dr. Francisco 
Reyes. 

According to reports filed by 
Tfc. Jon Dudiak, state police in- 
vestigator, the couple had be- 
come involved in an argument 
at a residence on Queen Street 
in MecCoole. They then ap- 
parently took their dispute out- 
side when Hinkle pointed the 
gun at his wife, causing her to 
run from him. He allegedly 
fired two shots at his wife and 
missed. A chase ensued and 
Hinkle reportedly caught his 
wife in front of a private resi- 
dence and fired the handgun 
into her head before shooting 
himself in the head. 

Residents in the area heard 
gunshots and called 911 for as- 
sistance. McCoole Volunteer 
firemen and Keyser and Tri- 
Towns rescue squads trans- 
ported the victims to the hos- 
pitals. 


Oakland Man Critically Burned In 
Apartment Fire Early This Morning 


An Oakland man is in 
“critical” condition at the Pitt- 
sburgh Burn Center this morn- 
ing after being severely burned 
in his apartment early this mor- 
ning. 

Oakland and Deer Park 
volunteer fire fighters were 
called at 1:07 a.m. to the 
Highview Apartment No. 43 of 
22-year-old Gregory Schrock 
Also responding was the 
Southern Rescue Squad and the 
county air cascade vehicle from 
the Bittinger VFD. 

According to Oakland Fire 
Chief Bob Rudy, Oakland 
fireman Denny Murray, who 
was one of the first persons on 
the scene, broke down the door 
of Schrock's apartment and 
found the victim lying on the 
floor behind the door. Murray 
then dragged him outside and 
the rescue squad quickly 
transported him to Garrett 
County Memoria! Hospital. He 
was then transferred by am- 
bulance to the burn center. 

Rudy said that the fire in the 
apartment was contained 
quickly and primarily involved 
a sofa bed in the living 
room. It was assumed that 


Schrock had been on the sofa 
asleep when the fire broke out. 
The chief said that it appeared 





the fire had started from a near- 
by electric baseboard heater; 
however, he added that Guy 
Carola, fire investigator for 
Garrett and Allegany counties, 
was called to the scene to make 
a final determination. Carola 
could not be reached this morn- 
ing for comment. 

Rudy said that a neighbor 
telephoned 911 to report the fire 
after a smoke alarm in the 
neighbor's apartment sounded 

Fire fighters remained on the 
scene until 2:15 a.m. 

TRAILER DESTROYED

volunteer firemen were called 
out early Sunday when a trailer 
that served as a summer home 
was gutted by fire. 

Fire fighters responded to the 
Walton Trailer Court at 12:42 
a.m. and, upon their arrival, 
discovered flames coming out 
the windows of the mobile 
home.

Pa. Man Pleads 
Guilty To 13 
Theft Counts 


A 24-year-old Salisbury, 
Pa., man pleaded guilty to 
13 counts of theft, including 
two counts of felony theft, in 
Garrett County Circuit Court 
recently.

Dividend, Reports On Performance 


Chairman and President 
Richard G. Stanton has re- 
ported that the Board of Direc- 
tors of First United 
Corporation, Oakland, has de- 
clared a $.29 per share cash 
dividend payable on February 
1, 1991, to share-holder of record 
of January 23, 1991. Stanton 
stated that this represents an 
increase over the first quarter 
dividend of 1990. 

‘During 1990, First United 
Corporation showed good finan- 
cial performance in the face of 
an economic slowdown," 
Stanton noted. Earnings for 
First United Corporation for 
1990 were $4.67 million or $2.75 
per share, compared to income 
of $4.93 million, or $2.9 per 
share, for 1989. Stanton re- 
ported that, although the in- 
come had declined by approxi- 
mately five percent, 1990 was 
the second best year in the 
Corporation's history. 

Further, the Corporation 
posted a return on assets of 
1.3%. When compared with 
peer banks, First United's re- 
turn on assets places it in better 
than the 80th percentile, with 
many banks struggling to reach 
a return on assets of one per- 
cent. 

Stanton admitted that 1990 
was chal 
lenging"’ years of his 30 years at 
First United. ‘‘We found that we 
had to deal with many issues 
that challenged our directors, 
management, and staff. 1990 
was a year of very little growth, 
both in deposits and loans. In 
addition to the economic slow- 
down, we found that many of 
our customers used 1990 as a 
year to pull in their horns and 
pay down debts, rather than in- 
vesting or financing new pur- 
chases. This caused us to 
closely watch our loan quality 
and to monitor our costs of 
funds to maintain a stable 
interest margin. 

“We emerged from 1990 as a 
strong, well-capitalized 
corporation,’’ Stanton con- 
tinued ‘Our Shareholder 
equity represents 9.59% of our 
assets, greater than last year's 
6.85%, and is far in excess of the 
industry's standards, In fact, 
our capital places us well over 
the 80th percentile of peer group 
banks. 1997 also showed a

return on shareholder equity of 
15.05%." 

Stanton also noted that the 
Corporation's loan manage- 
ment was strong in 1990. “I 
don’t need to say that 1990 was a 
year in which the public's atten- 
tion was focused on the quality 
of bank loans," he said. At First 
United, we re-doubled our loan 
review efforts and training ef- 
forts to assure that loans of high 
quality were booked, and that 
they were carefully monitored. 
The Corporation’s non-per- 
forming loans represents just 
7.94% of the Corporation's capi- 
tal. This is quite small, com- 
pared with some troubled banks 
and many savings and loans 
which have non-performing 
loans nearly equal to or greater 
than their capital. Even with 
this low percentage of non-per- 
forming loans, we continue to 
maintain a loan reserve of 
nearly one percent of our loan 
portfolio of $247 million. Again, 
this exceeds industry 
standards. Also, steps are taken 
to provide our Customer Ser- 
vice Officers with the best 
training possible so that they 
are equipped to analyze loan 
requests in a way that protects 


both the bank and the 
customers.”

declined somewhat over the 
past year. First United 
Corporation's stock price ended 
the year at $30.00 or $3.50 less 
than the value at the beginning 
of the year. ‘Again, this is a 
small decline compared to the 
decline suffered by many other 
financial institutions,’ Stanton 
said 

Stanton concluded by saying 

I have read where the changes 
in the 90's would be equal to, or 
greater than those witnessed in 
the ‘80's. If 1990 is any indica- 
tion of this, then I do believe the 
Statement. Despite these 
changes, First United Corpora- 
tion maintained an A plus 
rating from Sheshunoff, an in- 
dustry-recognized service 
which monitors and rates all 
banks in the country. I was also 
pleased to that IDC 
Financial again rated First 
United Coporation as ‘superior’ 
in its quarterly analysis of 
banks, as reported in a recent 
issue of the Baltimore Sun."

Continued from Page A-1 
tence had produced many 
positive changes in the 
county’s school system. The 
board members all signed the 
resolution. 

The meeting date for the 
board of education was 
changed by unanimous vote 
from the second Thursday 
every month to the second 
Tuesday of each month, with 
the times remaining the 
same: executive session be- 
ginning at 10 a.m., and public 
session beginning at 1 p.m. 

Appointments for an 
attorney and an auditor were 
also voted upon. The firm of 
Burnett, Eiswert, Janes, 
Conger, and Green, PA., was 
re-appointed to the position 
of attorney, and Rodeheaver 
and Associates was re-ap- 
pointed as the board’s audi- 
tor. 

Parents’ Concerns 

Students’ parents were 
invited to the meeting to 
express any concerns or ask 
questions of the education 
board members. Approxi- 
mately 15 visitors were in 
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attendance, and most ques- 
tions ultimately centered on 


budget problems. 
A spokesperson from 
Dennett Road School told the 


members of several problems 
in the school concerning 
materials. She explained that 
because of the severe short- 
age of books this year, the 
teachers are required to make 
copies of lessons and other 
materials on the mimeograph 
machine. However, because 
of extensive use and age, the 
machines perform badly and 
are in need of repair. The 
spokesperson asked if there 
may be any extra funding 
that could be used to help 
alleviate the problem. 

Ryscavage told her that 
the budget “does not look 
good,” and that although her 
concerns were not falling on 
deafears, he could not prom- 
ise her anything. He went 
on to say that the teachers 
will have to be “creative 
enough” to get the job done, 
and that the job simply will 
not get done as it has in the 
past. 

Albert Ringer, assistant 
superintendent of schools, 
curriculum and instruction, 
told the group “when you 
don’t have the dollars, you 
don’t have the dollars.” He 
also stated that teaching was 
accomplished before mimeo- 
graph machines were avail- 
able, so it can be accom- 
plished now. 

Another parent expressed 
her frustration at a recent 
occurrence at Northern High 
School. She explained that 
two to three boys had been 
unable to get to school on 
Wednesday, Jan. 9, because 
the school bus was not run- 
ning in their area. The boys’ 
parents had already gone to 
work, and were not notified 
that the bus would not be in 
service. The students were 
to play on the basketball team 
that evening, but when they 
arrived at the school in time 
for the game, they were told 
that because they were not 
in school that day, school 
policy dictated that they were 
not to be allowed to play in 
any sport on that same day 

The parent asked why the 
children were penalized for 
the missed day, and if there 
could be a change in the 
school board policy for any 
similar situation in the fu- 
ture. 

Ryscavage told her that 
the principal was simply 
following the policy by not 
allowing the students to 
participate in the sport, and 
that there were no amend- 
ments to the policy. He then 
called upon Luther Parrack, 
director of elementary and 
middle schools, to look into 
the problem and to possibly 
add a clause or addition to 
the policy which would per 




























tain to future like situations 

A spokesperson for the 
Garrett County Council of 
PTA’s expressed her concern 
about the dropping atten 
dance in most of the county's 
PTA's. The Grantsville PTA 
is apparently the only group 
to have experienced a mem 
bership growth this year by 
40 members while the oth- 
ers have dropped considera- 
bly.

Totally Justifiable .. . 


The composition of a major page in history 
began last evening, January 16, 1991, when a 
coalition of many nations carried out in spectacular 
form its threat against a ruthless, self-righteous 
dictator. ‘‘Swift and massive’’ were among the 
words used to describe the attack ordered by 
President George Bush against Saddam Hussein of 
Iraq, an attack that was no less than brilliant in its 
planning and execution; an attack that was carried 
out by some of our nation’s finest young people, 
many of them not even in their 20s; an attack that 
was covered in great detail by our television and 
radio media as it happened; an attack that we all 
hope and pray will bring this man Hussein to his 
senses in time to spare thousands of lives. 

Although the peace protests are increasing in 
their intensity, we remain convinced that this action 
by President Bush and all involved is necessary for 
the long-term protection of the world. Yes, the 
importance of oil is one of the reasons for this war; 
and yes, it would be far better if we worked to not be 
so dependent on oil, both from an economic and 
environmental standpoint. However, oil is not the 
only concern, as many of the peace activists are 
claiming 

In his 12-minute statement last night, President 
Bush said that the civilized nations of the world 
simply cannot and will not tolerate the actions of 
men like Saddam Hussein, who trampled, tortured, 
raped, and murdered the citizens of a neighboring 
nation, kicked out their government, and then 
simply annexed their land. We believe that for us to 
allow such behavior would eventually endanger the 
security of the entire world, much like it did when 
Adolph Hitler was following a similar course several 
decades ago. Also, a refusal to act would be similar 
to the classic situation where an individual is 
walking down the street, observes another person 
being brutalized by someone, and then simply turns 
and walks the other way. Such an act is viewed as 
deplorable by all rational people; yet many fail to 
see the similarity with what Hussein has done and 
will continue to do unless he is stopped. 

It is both incredible and alarming that one man, 
one human being, with all the same biological make- 
up as any one of us, has been able to attain such 
tremendous power and influence. It is because of 
this one man that many people from nearly a score 
of nations will probably die. It was because of the 
actions of one man, Hitler, that millions died, and 
the rest of the world, including the United States, let 
him get away with it for several years before acting 
to stop him 

The actions of President Bush are totally 
justifiable, in our minds, and we thank God that we 
have a man with his background, his brilliance, his 
experience, his strength, and his religious conviction 
to lead us in this effort. We know of no other person 
in this nation better suited for the job.

Americans know what we can accomplish when we are 
united, and Americans know what our limits are when we are 
divided. I cannot help but believe that while Americans want 
peace in the Persian Gulf today, we are, nevertheless, willing to 
confront Saddam Hussein with all available resources to 
accomplish that end. With over 400,000 American troops in the 
Persian Gulf, I cannot vote for buying time. My vote is not 
because I believe war to be inevitable, but because our moment of 
decision has come. We must make our principles known now, be- 
fore war begins, or we will be compelled to defend our principles 
by force at a later date and greater cost. 

Today, with the world watching, Congress, as the voice of the 
American people, will send a message. This message should be 
one of support for our President and strength in our resolve. This 
message will reach across the world, but is really meant for two 
entities. The first is Saddam Hussein. It says, you will not be able 
to string out this crisis in hopes of dividing American public opin 
ion. If you are really interested in peace, if you want political sur- 
vival, you will obey the 12 United Nations resolutions. The second 
entity Congress will reach with our message is the American 
force in the Gulf. Our sons and daughters, our husbands and 
wives, the mothers and fathers serving in the Gulf are looking to 
the Congress for support and assurance that Americans will sup- 
port their efforts, and assurance that if they enter combat, they 
will do so with all means at their disposal to accomplish the Presi- 
dent's military and political objectives as quickly as possible and 
with as few casualties as possible 

History will be the ultimate judge of today’s decision. My 
colleagues and I are making the monumental judgment of our 
lives. There is none among us who can predict the future. My vote 
is a vote to give the President and the world community the sup- 
port needed to resolve this situation peacefully, and only as a last 
resort, the power to resolve this crisis decisively by force. I hope 
and pray that congressional action today will result in peace 
tomorrow

Using the correct code helps to make sure that our com- 
munity receives its proper share of the more than $1.4 billion in 
local income tax revenue which the state distributes to the 2 
counties and 160 incorporated cities and towns throughout Mary- 
land.

SHA snow removal crews know what long hours, fighting win- 
ter storms in the freezing cold, fee! like 

Glen Smeltzer, a 40-year veteran, said that one time he went 
85 hours with little sleep. During another storm, it was 11 days be- 
fore he got home, and when he did, he had laryngitis 

Mac Wilson, who's been plowing snow for 28 years, jokingly 
said ‘I love to drive with my window down, but the kids bomb the 
truck with snow balls.” 

In the ‘old days," according to Smeltzer and Wilson, one per- 
son stood in the back of the truck, raking salt through a trap door 
or over the edge into the road, getting sprayed with salt and ice. 
Now they get to ride inside 

Both agree things are more efficent now. There are up to 2,000

«Never pass a snow plow or salt truck; the operator may not 
see you, or your car might get caught on a snow-covered edge of a

*Follow a snow emergency vehicle at a distance of 20 or more 
feet.

way as possible and lift the hood. Try to leave the distress signal 
such as a scarf hanging from the window 

«Remember that bridges freeze before roadways 

«Drive slower than the posted speed limit, which is set for fair

«Don’t accelerate too quickly and brake gently and steadily — 
you may get caught in a slide. If you do slide, turn your wheel in 
the direction of the slide to regain control 

eCheck you car's antifreeze, battery, defroster, heater,

«Wear or take along a coat, gloves, hat, scarf and boots 

«Listen to the weather forecast and try to get errands com- 
pleted before a storm 

«Never drive on a low gas tank 

*Know and obey the snow emergency phases 

Phase I: All vehicles must be equipped with snow tires, 
chains or approved radials 
Phase II: Phase I and prohibited parking on snow emer- 
gency routes 
Phase III: Phase I and [I and only emergency personnel 
such as doctors and nurses allowed to travel on the streets 
If the State Police announce a snow emergency, all phases 
are in effect. It is especially important that motorists do not risk 
driving in hazardous weather since al! too often vehicles break 
down and stall in the middle of an emergency route. The 
abandoned vehicles can then be the cause of slowing cleanup 
efforts or stopping them completely 
The main concern during snow storms is safety. Drive care- 
fully or better yet, don't drive 
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juring that period were nothing 
misinformed stabs at 
xercising grassroots demo- 
cracy.

We have sent a letter to the 

Maryland Department of the 
Environment (MDE) in an 
effort to protest the issuance of 
a permit to the Spiker Brothers 
Construction, Inc., McHenry, to 
discharge treated wastewater 
from Red Brush Villas Recre- 
ation Community Wastewater 
Treatment Plant to be located 
at Hoyes Run Road into an un- 
named tributary of the Hoyes 
Run. We would be adversely af- 
fected and protest for the 
following reasons 

1. Hoyes Run travels directly 
through the center of our prop- 
erty. In 1984, we purchased 8.99 
acres of mountain property on 
Hoyes Run Road specifically 
because it had a pristine stream 
protected for the growth and 
protection of native trout. We 
desire to continue to have this 
stream protected 

2. Spiker Brothers Construc- 
tion is requesting a permit to 
build a public wastewater 
system which would discharge 
trealed waslewaler into an un- 
named tributary of Hoyes Run 
Has this system been approved 
by the County Water and Sewer 
Plan? 

3. This unnamed tributary 
does not always run. What 
would happen to the wastewater 
in this instance? 23,000 gallons 
of wastewater per day is a lot of 
discharge to release into an 
inactive tributary. It is our 
understanding that perk tests 
on the proposed building site did 
not pass initially and on-site 
sewage was turned down. This 
is the reason for the proposed 
public wastewater system 

4. A large percentage of such 
plants within the State of Mary- 
land have exceeded their 
parameters and fail to function 
Will this plant operate as they 
say it will?

5. What happens if the system 
malfunctions? If approved, we 
demand that the system be re-

Two Child Care 
Subsidy Programs 


Cut By DHR 


Unable to meet the increased 
need for subsidized child care 
for low-income working 
families, the Department of 
Human Resources’ Child Care 
Administration has decided to 
close some of their lowest 
priority cases 

In addition, other low-income 
working families, who cur- 
rently pay part of their child 
care cost, will be asked to pay 
more 

About 175 families have been 
informed their cases will close 
by January 14. The low-income 
working families, who receive 
some subsidies through the pro- 
gram, will have to pay for their 
child care one or two days a 
month beginning in January 
and continuing through June 

Barbara Smith-Hamer 
Executive Director of the Child 
Care Administration, said the 

hanges were made because of 
non-working 
lower-income people who, by 
federal law, had to be given 
child care subsidies 

SmithHamer said child care 
will not be subsidized on Janu- 
ary 2%, February 14 and Febru- 
ary 28, March 14 and March 2, 
April 12 and April 2%, May 14 
and May 27, June 14 and June 
28. If federal funds become 
available before June 30, the 
number of nompayment days 
will be reduced 

In the past few months 
there has been a marked in 
crease in the number of work- 
ing families applying to local 
departments of social services 
for help with their child care 
costs, but unfortunately, there 
is no increase in child care fund- 
ing,"’ SmithHamer said

The seedlings from the 
state nursery are available 
primarily for planting for re- 
forestation, windbreaks, wild- 
life habitat and for erosion con- 
trol. White pine seedlings are 
offered for sale to Christmas 
tree growers in limited quanti- 
ties after all reforestation 
orders have been satisfied 

The species available this 
year for reforestation are white 
pine 2-0, Norway spruce, white 
spruce, hybrid poplar, bicolor 
lespedeza, black locust, gray 
dogwood, silky dogwood, red 
osier dogwood, Japanese dog- 
wood, red bud, crabapple, saw- 
tooth oak, white ash, yellow 
poplar, white oak, red oak, and 
black cherry. The price range is 
$3.20 to $25 per 100 seedlings. 

Environmental packets are 
for sale also. These packets con- 
sist of 50 white pine, 25 black 
locust, and 25 seedlings of one of 
the following: a) ash, b) red 
oak, ¢) Riay dogwood, 
osier dogwood. Landowners 
ordering environmental 
packets must specify which one 
of the four options they desire in 
their packet 

Landowners can also place 
their order for wildlife packets 
now. Each wildlife packet 
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consists of two seedlings of each 
of the following species: white 
pine 2-0, bicolor lespedeza, 
crabapple, and sawtooth oak 
These seedlings can be used to 
enhance an area's value for 
wildlife by increasing its 
potential for providing food and 
protective cover in the future 
Wildlife packets are also avail- 
able to service organizations at 
special prices for resale

sale by the Harmans nursery 
help support Governor William

Child Support 
Tax Intercept 
Program Begins 


Tax time is here again and 
parents delinquent in their child 
support payments beware. The 
Department of Human Re 
sources’ Tax Refund Intercept 
Program is in effect and some 
persons’ federal or state tax re- 
turn could be garnished 

The Tax Refund Intercept 
Program (TRIP) is available to 
families who are owed child 
support, but are unable to 
collect it. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
will intercept a federal income 
tax refund if a person is in ar- 
rears $500 or more. The Mary- 
land Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury will intercept a state in- 
come tax refund if a person is in 
arrears of $150 or more 

Last year, 18,601 state income 
tax returns, totaling $3,958,221, 
were intercepted. Through No- 
vember, 24,270 federal income 
tax returns totaling 
$14,833,580.14 were intercepted 

In order for TRIP to help a 
person to collect back child sup- 
port, the support obligation 
owed must be payable through 
a court or public support collec- 
tion agency 

A $25 fee will be deducted 
from any federal income tax re- 
fund and $10 from any inter-

GENERAL ALL-PURPOSE 
STIR-FRY RECIPE 

“Stir-frying’’ is cooking vegetables and meats 
over very high heat while constantly stirring and 
tossing them. This causes the ingredients to sear on 
the outside and cook very quickly so vegetables retain 
much of their color and firmness. Also, very little 
nutrition is lost in the cooking process, so Chinese 
food is very healthful. 

This is a simple stir-fry recipe that you can make 
up yourself, choosing which ingredients you or your 
guests like the most.

Soy Sauce Mixture: Mix together 1 teaspoon soy 
sauce, 1 tablespoon cornstarch, “4 cup water, and ‘2 
teaspoon sugar. 


Choose one item from list 1, one or two items from 
list 2, and two or three items from list 3 above. Use as 
much of each item as you like, but figure on at least 
one-half pound of uncooked meat and one-half cup 
each of chopped vegetables per person (if your prefer 
a vegetarian dish, omit list 1). Clean all vegetables 
and chop into bite-sized chunks or strips. Trim fat 
from meat and chop. If shrimp is used, devein. 
Prepare soy sauce mixture, set aside. 

Heat a wok or large skillet over high heat, add 1 
tablespoon cooking oil. Stir-fry 1 clove minced garlic 
until fragrant, about 30 seconds. Add meat and stir- 
fry until cooked through. Remove meat from wok to a 
warm platter; add more oil if necessary. 

Add all vegetables to wok except peanuts. (Note: 
“hard” vegetables, like broccoli, carrots, or snow 
peas, may be blanched or steamed for a few minutes 
before stir-frying in order to soften up a bit. If this is 
not done, they should be added to the wok first and 
fried for a few minutes before adding other 
vegetables.) Stir-fry vegetables until tender-crisp, no 
longer than five minutes. 

Return meat to wok. Stir soy sauce mixture, add 
to wok. Stir until thickened and bubbly. Reduce heat 
to medium, cover and cook about 1 minute longer. Stir 
in peanuts now, if desired. Serve immediately over 
hot cooked rice. 


PERFECT RICE EVERY TIME 

Many people have trouble getting rice to come out 
well. It sticks, it burns, it boils over. .. Well, here’s an 
easy way to get perfect rice every time: figure on a 
ratio of one part uncooked rice to one and one-half 
parts water (for instance, one cup rice to one and one- 
half cups water). Put rice and water together in a 
saucepan and bring just to a boil. When boiling just 
begins, reduce heat to simmer and wait until boil dies 
down. Cover and cook about 20 minutes, until rice is 
fluffy and white. Remove from heat immediately, but 
keep covered until ready to serve. 
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PORK WITH MANY-FLAVOR SAU 
1 pound lean pork, shredded 
1 egg white 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
Peanut or vegetable oil for deep frying 
1 slice fresh gingerroot, minced 
1 clove garlic, minced 
4 scallions, minced 
2 tablespooons hoisin sauce 
1 teaspoon vinegar 
1 tablespoon dry sherry 
2 teaspoons soy sauce 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 cup shredded bok choy 
¥% cup shredded sweet green pepper 
2 tablespoons red pepper flakes 
% cup shredded bamboo shoots 
4 dried Chinese black mushrooms, soaked and 
shredded 

1 teaspoon sesame oil 

Marinate the pork slices in the egg white, 
cornstarch, and soy sauce for 1 hour. Heat oil to 375F. 
Deep fry pork until done, about 1 minute. Drain and 
set aside. Heat 1 tablespoon oil in a small saucepan. 
Stir-fry the cg afer garlic, and the scallions until 
fragrant. Add the hoisin sauce, vinegar, sherry, soy 
sauce, and sugar. Stir until sugar is dissolved. Keep 
warm. Heat 2 tablespoons oil in a wok or large skillet. 
Stir-fry the bok choy, green peppers, pepper flakes, 
bamboo shoots, and mushrooms for 1 minute. Add the 
pork and seasoning sauce. Stir to mix. Stir in the 
sesame oil. Serve. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 


CHINESE FRIED RICE 

2 beaten eggs 
3 tablespoons cooking oil 
% cup finely diced fully cooked ham or raw pork 
Y% cup finely chopped fresh mushrooms 
3 tablespoons soy sauce 
3 tablespoons thinly sliced green onion 
4 cups cooked rice 
Soy sauce 

In a 10-inch skillet cook beaten eggs in 1 
tablespoon of the oil, without stirring, until set. Invert 
skillet over a baking sheet to remove cooked eggs, cut 
into short, narrow strips. In the same skillet cook 
ham or pork, mushrooms, 3 tablespoons soy sauce, 
and green onion in remaining oil about 4 minutes or 
until mushrooms and onion are tender. Stir in cooked 
rice and egg strips, heat through. Serve with 
additional soy sauce. Garnish with fried egg strips 
and sliced mushrooms, if desired. Makes 4 to 6 
servings. 


CHICKEN WITH WALNUTS 
12 pounds whole chicken breasts, skinned, split, 
and boned 

3 tablespoons soy sauce 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
2 tablespoons dry sherry 
1 teaspoon grated gingerroot 
1 teaspoon sugar 
%2 teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon crushed red pepper 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
2 medium green peppers, cut into *4-inch pieces 
4 green onions, bias-sliced into 1-inch lengths 
1 cup walnut halves 

Cut chicken into 1-inch pieces. Set aside. In small 
bowl blend soy sauce into cornstarch, stir in dry 
sherry, gingerroot, sugar, salt, and red pepper. Set 
aside. Preheat a wok or large skillet over high heat, 
add cooking oil. Stir-fry green peppers and green 
onions in hot oil 2 minutes or until crisp-tender. 
Remove from wok. Add walnuts to wok, stir-fry 1 to 2 
minutes or until just golden. Remove from wok. (Add 
more oil, if necessary). Add half of the chicken to hot 
wok or skillet, stir-fry 2 minutes. Remove from wok. 
Stir-fry remaining chicken 2 minutes. Return all 
chicken to wok or skillet. Stir soy mixture, stir into 
chicken. Cook and stir until thickened and bubbly. 
Stir in vegetables, cover and cook 1 minute more. 
Serve at once. Garnish with fresh kumquats and 
serve with hot cooked rice, if desired. Makes 4 to 6 
servings. 

















EATING WITH CHOPSTICKS 

Before your next Oriental party, try this simple 
practice with chopsticks or pencils to impress guests 
with your chopstick dexterity. Place one chopstick, 
about two-thirds of its length from the narrow tip, in 
the hollow between the base of the thumb and index 
finger. Let the chopstick rest on the end of the ring 
finger or little finger. Close the base of the thumb over 
the chopstick to hold it securely. In the same hand 
hold the second chopstick firmly between the tip of 
the thumb and the index finger, with the middle finger 
resting on the first chopstick. Hold the chopsticks 
about an inch apart and parallel to each other. To pick 
up food, the index and middle fingers move the 
chopstick with the thumb steadying it. You move only 
the top chopstick, the bottom remains stationary. 
Hold the chopsticks at an angle to the plate and pick

SLICE MEAT THE EASY WAY 
Once you learn to slice meat thinly, you’re well on 
your way to becoming a skilled Oriental cook. The 
trick to mastering this technique is to partially freeze 
the meat (or partially thaw frozen meat) and then 
thinly slice it across the grain. Allow 45 to 60 minutes 
to partially freeze a 1-inch-thick piece of meat.

4, cup sifted cake flour

The 2020 Commission, offic- 
ially titled the Governor's Com- 
mission on Growth in the Chesa- 
peake Bay Region, exists to pro- 
vide recommendations to Gov. 
William Donald Schaefer for 
the management of the state's 
growth and environmental 
resources. Its draft report, 
released in the form of a pro- 
posed bill, calls for extensive 
state control of land-use plan- 
ning to concentrate develop- 
ment and protect environ- 
mentally-sensitive areas. 

“This kind of legislation 
would have a big effect on Gar- 
rett County farmers,"’ Hamilton 
said. Maryland Farm Bureau 
delegates considered the 2020 
Commission's recommenda- 
tions a threat to farmland 
equily. 

Public Affairs Director Jack 
Miller expressed his concern to 
delegates that there is a move 
afoot in the state government to 
ramrod the 2020 Commission 
report through the legislature 
before all the implications it 
carries are examined. 

I hope nothing is done this 
year with an issue of this 
magnitude,"’ Miller said. ‘It's 
going to take time to study 
this.”’ 

Farm Bureau delegates voted 
to recommend that more time 
be given the state legislature 
and the public for consideration 
of the 2020 Commission's report 
and its implications 

Delegates voted to oppose the 
development of greenways in 
rural areas. The resolution 
states: “‘We oppose public 
access to private land without 
the permission of the land- 
owner. We recognize the value 
of urban greenways, but oppose 
greenway designation ip 
rural/agricultural areas of 
Maryland due to the potential 
for trespass, vandalism, or 
other interference with produc- 
tive agriculture. Any legislation 
for the study or designation of 
greenway corridors must in- 
clude a requirement for notifi- 
cation to all owners of private 
property that adjoin the pro- 
posed greenway before a study 
commences." 

Greenways are designed to 
allow people to hike from place 
to place without walking on 
highways, while they enjoy 
natural surroundings. Green- 
ways can be connecting parks, 
or simple strips of land several 
feet across. Prime targets for 
greenways are abandoned rail- 
ways. According to Hamilton, 
delegates from the Eastern 
Shore, where a number of 
greenways have already been 
established, reported numerous 
problems with trespass, 
vandalism, and littering, and a 
general lack of respect for 
private property

Tax Issues Affecting Farmers To 


When the 10lst 
adjourned last year 
tailspin over budget and tax 
issues. After a grueling series of 
debates, a budget reconciliation 
bill was finally passed 

Now that the 102nd Congress 
is ready to get down to business, 
other issues will take priority 
but several tax issues of import- 
ance to farmers will surface in 
the coming months. 

One of those issues is the 
reinstatement of capital gains 
treatment, which remains a 
possibility for passage this 
year, according to American 
Farm Bureau Federation tax 
specialist Grace Ellen Rice. But 
its passage will require a great 
deal of work on the part of 
Farm Bureau members.

into an issue of wealth and tax 
fairness,’ explained Rice. ‘‘Its 
congressional supporters were 
never able to get it to the floor.’ 

Farmers and ranchers still 
have an opportunity to reclaim 
capital gains as a critical issue 
for the middle income business 
and homeowner, Rice stated 

But we have to convince the 

public and Congress that

Census Shows 
Changes In Rural, 
Farm Population 


About 66,211,000 people, or 25 
percent of the U.S. population, 
lived in rural areas in 1989, 
compared with 64,798,000 in 
1988. During the same period, 
the number of farm dwellers, 
who make up 1.9 percent of the 
nation’s total, went from 
4,951,000 to 4,801,000, not a 
statistically significant dif- 
ference. 

The farm population consists 
of people living on farms in 
rural areas; it does not include 
the relatively few farms in 
urban areas. Farms are defined 
as places that sold at least 
$1,000 in agricultural products 
the preceding year. Rural areas 
are considered to include the 
open countryside and places 
with under 2,500 residents that 
are not in the suburbs of large 
cities. The farm population 
definition is based on residence 
only. Many people reside on 
farms but do no farm work, and 
many farmers and farm 
employees do not reside on 
farms. 

While the rural population 


has grown faster than the urban 
population since 1986, some of 
this growth will appear as 
urban growth when the results 
of the 1990 census are used to re- 
classify rural and urban places 

The largest share of the rural 
population (about 44 percent) 
lives in the South. Although the 
regional distribution of the 
rural population changed only 
slightly in the last 40 years, the 
regional distribution of the 
farm population § shifted 
markedly. In 1950, a third of all 
farm residents lived in the Mid- 
west and slightly more than half 
lived in the South. A rapid 
decline in the Southern farm 
population, rather than growth 
in the Midwest's farm popu- 
lation, reversed the regional 
rankings. Half of the total farm 
population now lives in the Mid- 
west and less than a third in the 
South.

Responsibility For 
Community Colleges 
To Be Transferred 


Governor Schaefer has an- 
nounced a plan to transfer 
responsibility for Maryland's 17 
community colleges to the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission 

The plan would make it possi- 
ble to shift $500,000 in new funds 
to community college challenge 
grants in FY 1992 

The commission, which al- 
ready has responsibility for ap- 
proving academic programs at 
community colleges and 
reviewing community college 
budget requests, would take 
over the administrative duties 
of the State Board for Com- 
munity Colleges (SBCC). 

‘Community colleges play an 
increasingly important role in 
Maryland higher education. 
They are a critical component 
of the state’s education and 
training efforts so important 
to economic development. 
It is appropriate that they re- 
port directly to the 
commission,"’ the governor 
said. 

Schaefer said the transfer 
was contemplated during the 
reorganization of higher edu- 
cation in 1988, but not addressed 
in the law which mandated 
sweeping changes in the state 
higher education system 

In the reorganization, the 
commission was given 
authority for coordinating and 
planning for all of higher edu- 
cation in Maryland. As a result, 
there is substantial duplication 
of effort by the commission and 
the community college board. 

Eliminating the SBCC would 
speed up review of community 
college programs, making it 
possible to deliver education 
and training courses required 
by business and industry on a 
timely basis. Management de- 
cisions and academic policies 
would continue to be the 
responsibility of local boards of 
trustees 

Maryland's highly rated com- 
munity college system enrolls 
half of all students attending 
public colleges and universities 
in the state. Community college 
enrollment is 109,000 this year. 

For the third year in a row, 
more freshmen students are en- 
rolled in community colleges 
than at four-year institutions.

A Deep Creek Lake man 
was arrested by the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Department 
on the strength of a federal 
indictment by the Grand 
Jury.

GCC Board Of Trustees Eye Effects 
Of Financial Cuts For Colleges 


The Garrett Community 
College Board of Trustees met 
Tuesday, January 15, and 
among the topics discussed was 
the impact the state's deficit 
would have on college funding, 

Board Chairman Wayne 
Hamilton told the board mem- 
bers that Governor William 
Donald Schaefer had changed 
his plans regarding ‘‘the um- 
brella community colleges 
would now fall under."’ 

He said he felt the State 
Board for Community Colleges 
may have a short life and that 
community colleges may now 
be under the jurisdiction of the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission. He noted that such 
a plan would require legislative 
action 

Hamilton also said the move 
may amount to a considerable 


sum for additional monies in the 
form of student grants. 

While budget cuts will likely 
result in $13,000 less than what 
GCC normally receives from 
the state, that figure equates to 
less than one percent of the total 
state allocation. 

Board member Charles 

Bus" Bender stressed that the 
college was very sound fi- 
nancially at this time. That 
statement was echoed by Comp- 
troller John Culp who said 
college staff and administration 
have been supportive in budget 
matters 

“We are fortunate to have 
budgeted in a way that will 
compensate the small 
recision,"’ Culp said.

Recommendations Of Recycling 


Comm. Heard: Program To Start 


“Hopefully, by summer 1991, 
we will have a county-wide 
recycling program in place and 
running,” stated Garrett Coun- 
ty Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II last week after hear- 
ing recommendations from the 
Garrett County Recycling Com- 
mittee, chaired by Gary Yoder, 
McHenry 

The Board of Commissioners 
met with the committee to hear 
conclusions and recommenda- 
tions made by the committee as 
the result of a six-month review 
of the Garrett County recycling 
plan 

Groves also stated, ‘‘We're 
going to take the recommenda- 
tions of the recycling commit- 
tee, which have been submitted 
to Maryland Environmental 
Services (MES). We hope to 
res*!ve all the details of the 
issue and have it in place when 
we do our budgetary process in 
the spring.” 

Specifically, the main recom- 
mendation from the committee 
was that the commissioners 
“seriously consider adopting 
the plan that has been produced 
with the assistance of MES and 
that as soon as possible, if not 
immediately, consider placing 
recycling bins at the six dump 
ster sites in the county,"’ accor- 
ding to Yoder 

Yoder explained that the 
goals of the committee were to 
respond to Maryland House Bil! 
714, which mandates a 15 per- 
cent recycling of all refuse by 
194, and to respond to the 
specific needs of the people of 
Garrett County; to implement 
the program in an affordable 
manner, one which is ‘‘finan 
cially responsible,’ according 
to Yoder, and to develop a plan 
that is expandable or contrac- 
tible to suit the county's needs 

The committee has met 
those goals,"’ stated Yoder 

Yoder went on to explain that 
the plan has two components 


the first of which is collection of 
the recyclable materials and 
items. ‘But just pulling the 
items out of the trash stream is 
not enough,’’ said Yoder, ad- 
ding, “Recycling has not occur- 
red until you turn that item into 
a usable product." 

The challenge then, he said, 
was not so much the collection 
of the items but the marketing 
of them, which is the second 
component of the program 

How do you get the goods to 
the market once they've been 
collected?"’ he asked 

According to Yoder, the com-

The Governors of the U.S 
Postal Service on Tuesday 
allowed under protest a 
general rate increase as rec- 
ommended by the independ- 
ent Postal Rate Commission 
(PRC) including a risein the 
cost of a First-Class stamp 
from 25 cents to 29 cents. 
Most of the new rates will be 
effective on February 3, 1991. 
In lodging the protest and 
returning the recommenda- 
tions to the PRC, Board of 
Governors Chairman Norma 
Pace said that in the judg- 
ment of the Governors, the 
rates recommended by the 
PRC may not provide suffi- 
cient revenue. The Gover- 
«nors decided to implement 
the recommended rates while 
asking the Commission to 
reconsider its reeommenda- 
tions in light of the Gover- 
nors’ concerns regarding in- 
sufficient revenue and that 
in some cases, the PRC may 
have overstepped its author- 
ity. 

“With all the financial 
pressures we are facing, we 
cannot afford to gamble on 
whether the Rate Commis- 
sion has correctly estimated 
volume and revenue,” Post- 
master General Anthony M. 
Frank said. “If they erred 
and we believe they have -- 
the recommended rates may 
well prove to be ‘‘penny wise 
and pound foolish.” 

Due to increased efficien- 
cies from automation and 
resultant work force reduc- 
tions through attrition, the 
Postal Service slashed its 
Fiscal Year 1990 net loss from 
an anticipated $1.6 billion 
to $874 million, Pace said. 
Nevertheless, coupled with 
the rising costs of the two 
preceding years in opera- 
tions, transportation, sup- 
plies, labor, health and re- 
tirement benefits, the Postal 
Service financial condition 
issuch that the rate increase 
could not be delayed.

he secret of success in marketing is to out-yell the guy next 
joor.’' Having said this, the marketing consultant proceeded to 
slice a corner off a dollar bill. “‘This is what we're here for,’’ he 
continued, “just a piece of what people have left to spend after 
paying their bills — which usually ain't much." The competition, 
he added, is no longer just the guy next door but everyone who has 
anything to sell. How can we outyell everybody else? 

The key is effective promotion. Having covered product, 
place and price, the last ‘‘P"’ of marketing is promotion 
Promotion is anything you do to communicate favorable 
information about your product or service to potential buyers. It 
is a broad concept that includes advertising, sales, and public 
relations. This article is a promotional device for the SBDC! 

Your strategy depends on so many variables that it might not 
be a bad idea to invest in hiring a consultant. If customers aren't 
beating a path to your doorstep, you have to determine if 
promotion can pay for itself with increased volume. If so, you 
need to develop a flexible strategy and some kind of theme. One 
well-known local businessman can be seen each week clowning 
around in $500 suits and tennis shoes, not only getting attention 


but also suggesting that buying his products will be fun 
In this rural county word-of-mouth is the undeniably 


important. A reputation for honesty is paramount everywhere, 
but here sound travels faster than light. Besides, the customer is 
your neighbor. The “moment of truth'’’ you and your 
employees have with each customer can confirm or undo not only 
ir expensive advertising campaign but your reputation as well 
Nordstrom's, a tremendously successful department store chain 
n the Northwest, gave a customer back his money, even though 
they did not sell that item in any of their stores. The CEO of the 
number one rated airline in the world asks that his employees 
break the rules at least four times a day, but always in the 
customer's favor. He knows that returning customers are 80% of 
future business, so he trains his employees to treat them like 
family. They tell a friend and the profits pour in 
Networking is vital. Join every club and civic organization 
that will have you. Remind everyone you meet that you are the 
one to see. Henry Ford bought a multi-million dollar insurance 
policy for his executives not from his best friend and golf partner, 
but from a guy who had come by his office every month for two 
years. Henry forgot his friend was in insurance 
In a recession it is only by increasing your promotional 
efforts that you can maintain traffic. It can actually be an 
opportunity to gain market share. Your consultant can help you 
with advertising, direct marketing, coupons, contests, rebates, 
premiums, samples, etc., all aimed at the final consumer.

Continued from Page A-5 
culture building. Morris said 
that in a verbal interview 
several months ago, to fire 
marshal stated that sprin- 
klers were not needed be- 
cause the voag area wasonly 
being partially renovated, 
and partially renovated ar- 
eas do not need tobebrought 
up to” the building code, 
Morris was told. But at the 
December meeting, the rec- 
ommendation was changed. 

Morris told the board 
members that the installa- 
tion cost of the sprinklers 
would be $11,000. He then 
asked them if they wanted 
to pursue any other avenues 
before agreeing to the proj- 
ect. The members quickly 
answered that they did wish 
for more options. 

Morris then spoke with 
the fire marshal’s office and 
asked for a waiver, or a de- 
lay, in the project. His re- 
quest was granted, and al- 
though the work must be 
done in the future, the sprin- 
klers do not have to be in- 
stalled immediately. Dr. 
Jerome Ryscavage, superin- 
tendent of schools, said in a 
later interview that the sys- 
tem will most likely be in- 
stalled in two years. 

The fire marshal noted 
another problem concerning 
the sprinkler system. He 
stated that in the main part 
of the school, sensing devices 
must be attached to the sprin- 
kler heads which will be wired 
back to a circuit board. In 
the event of a fire, the board 
will indicate which sprinkler 
has been activated, The sprin- 
kler heads can be gathered 
into groups of three to four 
heads per sensor, which 
would mean the installation 
of seven sensors 

Morris stated that the 
sensors alone will cost $8,400 
That amount does not in 
clude wiring costs

Board Member Carol 
Clark asked why these sen- 
sors were not included in 
the original package, and 
Morris told her that the 
architect had simply not 
mentioned the need for them 
during the planning stage. 

Morris then told the 
group about wiring problems 
in the school’s main gymna- 
sium. The electrical system 
is apparently inadequate, and 
the problem will escalate 
when tied into the new wir- 
ing system, Morris explained. 
The gym currently has a two- 
power system; however, the 
existing system overheats 
often 

Morris told the members 
that several years ago, the 
fuse panel box melted after 
an overload. The breakers 
are oversized, he said, mak- 
ing the system a fire hazard. 
Since the gym cannot be 
safely tied in to the electri- 
cal system, there will be no 
electricity, which means the 
exit signs cannot be lit. This 
factor will cause the closing 
of the gym, Morris said 

The cost of updating the 
system is estimated at $10- 
11,000. Ryscavage said that 
he hoped the re-working of 
the system can be accom- 
plished by local electricians, 
which will possibly bring the 
cost down. He said the gym 
will probably be closed down 
in mid-March, and arrange- 
ments will have to be made 
for any sports group that 
would normally be practic- 
ing during that time, namely 
the basebal! team 
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said that the workers are 
“extremely conscientious,” 
and that they often work into 
the night to insure the safety 
of students and teachers who 
must conduct classes in the 
midst of the construction. 
Morris also stated that 
no one can understand the 
complexity of the project 
without seeing it, and offered 
to arrange tours in the school 
for any interested persons.

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Regional Blood Supplies Currently 
Adequate, But Giving Is Encouraged 


In the wake of the recent out 
break of hostilities in the Per- 
sian Gulf, officials of American 
Red Cross Blood services, 
Johnstown Region; have apn- 
nounced that blood supplies in 
its 40-county area (including 
Garrett County) are adequate 
to meet both needs of patients in 
its 64 participating hospitals 
and current Operation Desert 
Storm needs. 


The Red Cross Blood- 
mobile will be collecting 
blood at the National 
Guard Armory in Oakland 
this Friday, January 25, 


from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. It 
should be noted that ONLY 
200 pints will be collected 
because of the reasons pre- 
sented in this story. 


“Due to the current profile of 
military action in the Persian 
Gulf, the Department of De- 
fense is not experiencing in- 
creased blood needs at this 
time,"” commented Marianne 
Spampinato, public relations 
director and Operation Desert 
Shield coordinator. ‘‘We do not 
have an emergency appeal for 
blood donors at this time 

“We understand and ap- 
preciate the great outpouring of 
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public support to ‘do something’ 
to help our armed forces. We 
value this support, but remind 
the public that blood donations 
will be needed over a period of 
time, and not just in the first 
days or weeks of hostilities,” 
she said. 

She explained that the Johns- 
town Region has implemented a 
plan to limit collections at its 
sites throughout its area in 
Maryland, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia to 
those units (pints) of blood 
needed by regional hospital 
patients and requests of the De- 
partment of Defense. ‘‘Given 
the limited shelf-life of blood — 
42 days — this is the most pru- 
dent action to take in the cur- 
rent situation,’’ Sampinato 
said. 

The Region's emergency plan 
calls for a reallocation of its 
staffing to blood drives goaled 
at 50 units or more. ‘‘We are 
cancelling or consolidating 
small blood drives to be able to 
expand larger drives. This 
schedule gives individuals 
throughout the region an op- 
portunity to donate blood in sup- 
port of Operation Desert 
Storm,” she said. 

The Johnstown Region col- 
lects an average of 600 units of 
blood each weekday, or 3,000

Currently, the 54 Red Cross 
regions across the country are 
committed to supplying 1,000 
inits of blood a week to support 
the Department of Defense in 
Operation Desert Storm. Fifty 
percent of Desert Storm needs 
are for type O blood. ‘‘At this 
time, Department of Defense 
blood needs have not increased 
with the outbreak of 
hostilities,’’ Spampinato said 

This past week, the Johns- 
town Region was requested to 
ship 100 units toward this effort 
The distribution and trans- 
portation of Red Cross blood 
supplies to the Gulf is being 
handled by military airlift from 
McGuire Air Force Base in New 
Jersey

Frostburg State University 
has recently received notifica 
tion of approval for four new 
programs from the Maryland 
Higher Education Commission 
The programs, a Bachelor of 
Arts in actuarial science, a 
Bachelor of Fine Arts in visual 
arts, a Master of Science in ap- 
plied ecology and conservation 
biology and a Master of Science 
in human performance, will 
begin in Fall, 1991 

“We are proud that all the 
program proposals we sub 
mitted under the new, and more 
stringent Commission guide- 
lines were approved,’ com- 
mented Frostburg State Uni- 


versity President Herb. F 
Reinhard. ‘The positive re- 
sponse to these initiatives 


during the year-long process, 
including reviews by the Frost- 
burg State University Senate, 
the University of Maryland 
System and the Maryland 
Higher Education Commission, 
underscores the high quality 
and cost-effectiveness of these 
new efforts. We carefully asses- 
sed the need for these pro- 
grams, and documented the 
educational and economic 
development benefits they will 
provide for the citizens of 
Western Maryland,”’ he said.

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cessful intersession. Compar- 
itively, there were 86 students 
enrolled for this intersession 
and 69 enrolled in the last inter- 
session. That resulted in a two- 
point increase in FTEs (full- 
time equivalency points). 

Figures, thus far, for the 
spring semester show 496 
students enrolled, compared to 
488 students enrolled last 
spring. That equates to over a 
five-point increase in FTEs. 

Dr. Mitchell noted that 22 sec- 
tions were already filled for the 
spring semester, She also an- 
nounced that two on-site college 
courses will be offered at South- 
ern High School. This allows 
seniors and eligible juniors to 
earn college credits while still 
in high school, said Mitchell. 

Dean Mitchell informed the 
board that a provisional faculty 
appointment had been made for 
the vacant assistant professor 
of business

located in College Park 

The new facility is expected 

to employ approximately 2 
persons initially, and eventual- 
ly about 35 persons. The 
livestock used by the facility 
will come from local sources, 
‘thus the facility will be a 
direct stimulant to our farm 
economy," according to Com- 
missioner Groves 

A variety of meat products 
will be manufactured at the 
facility, which is expected to be 
operational by mid-summer. 

Airport Expansion Plan 

Plans were also announced 
for the first phase of the Garrett 
County Airport expansion, a 
multi-million dollar project to 
be implemented in three phases 
over a three-year period. 

The project will provide for a 
500-foot runway extension, 
300-foot runway safety areas 
beyond each end of the runway, 
rehabilitation of the existing 
runway, a new apron area with 
connecting taxiway more cen- 
tral to the runway, and a new 
MIRL system to replace the in- 
adequate LIRL system. 

According to Commissioner 
Braskey, ‘“‘The existing 
2,500-foot runway is inadequate 
to safely accommodate the air- 
craft that are currently using 
the airport. Consequently, some 
aircraft must operate without 
full fuel or passenger loads, or 
must divert to alternate air- 
ports."’ He also noted that the 
aircraft must sometimes 
operate under marginal safety 
conditions. 

Braskey stated that the im- 
provements would considerably 
enhance the safety of aircraft 
operations. ‘‘Aircraft will be

present six dumpster sites 
located throughout the county. 
“It is an existing collection 
system that is easily adapted to 
that purpose,’’ he said. He also 
noted that it has been observed 
at the dump sites that people 
have taken their recyclable 
materials to the dump site and 
placing them in the trash bins 
there because they do not know 
what else to do with them. 
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Regarding the eventual 
storage of the items, Yoder 
stated that the committee has 
suggested the commissioners 
consider a holding facility being 
placed at the new landfill. He 
noted that if the existing con- 
tract for the new landfill were 
adapted for that purpose, it 
would also represent a 
monetary savings for the coun- 
ty 

Yoder concluded his presenta- 
tion by stating that the market 
for recyclables is currently ex- 
panding to meet the demands of 
the public, whose awareness, he 
said, is also growing “by leaps 
and bounds vs 

‘The schools are way ahead 
of us, and various businesses 
and associations around the 


county have been expressing 
more and more interest,’’ he 
said. 

Commissioner Groves 
responded to the committee's 
report by stating, “We're very 
excited about the recycling pro 
gram as it has been developed, 
Many people have expressed in- 
terest and support for the pro- 
gram and are looking forward 
to seeing the commissioners 
develop a county-wide effort 
that will not only be en- 
vironmentally sound but willbe 
something that will benefit the 
county in the long run with 
regards to our landfill."’ 

Groves asserted that the start 
of the program using the dump 
ster sites ‘‘will not be the extent 
of the effort in the future."’

Who Holds The Key? 
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IS FEAR 
A SIN?

Background Scripture: 
Luke 19:11-27 

Devotional Reading: 
Luke 12:42-48 





The Parable of the Pounds 
makes me wonder if Jesus might 
be a charter member of Tough 
Love (an organization that assists 
tsin dealing with delinquent 
roublesome youth). For, if) 
the nobleman in this parable is 
dentified as Jesus, then the pic- 
ture we get is one that ts consid 
erably harsher than the ‘‘gentle 
Jesus, meek and mild”’ that is the 
popular image 

Of course, we have to remem- 
ber that a parable generally has 
bul one point to make and one 
must never push the symbolism 
too far. | hardly think that the 
portrait of the ‘‘nobleman"’ in 
this parable is intended to be an 
accurate and comprehensive re 
presentation of Jesus Christ. If 
we were to take these details 
seriously—and that is never the 






purpose of a parable—it would 
be the only place in the gospels 


done with his money. The first 
servant reported a profit of ten 
pounds and the second reported 
aprofit of five. Each of these ser 
vants was commended and re 
warded accordingly tor their 
stewardship 

The third servant, however, 


gives back his pound to the mas 

ter, explaining his failure to gain 
profit by saying, ‘‘Lord, here is 
your pound which I kept laid away 
in a napkin; for | was afraid of 
you, because you are a severe 
man’ (19:20,21). Lots of us can 
identify with this servant because 
we too might have been afraid to 
take the risk of losing what we 
were given. So, we can imagine 
the master’s disappointment or 
even anger, but we find it hard to 
understand why he should have 
responded with a condemnation 
of this poor man: ‘I will condemn 
you out of your own mouth, you 
wicked servant!"* (19:22) 


WHOM DO YOU FEAR? 

You and | might plead this 
man's case to the master: Lord, 
this man had good intentions; he 
didn’t mean to displease you; in 
fact, he probably thought he was’ 
doing the right thing so that he, 
could stay out of trouble with’ 
you. He isn’t evil, he was just, 
frightened. Surely it is no sin to? 
beafraid! : 

Yet that’s what the parables 
seems to be saying to us. When! 
God has something for us to dos 
or become, being afraid can be! 
Outright contemptuous of him.: 
It is as if we are saying to him* 
that we are more impressed with, 
the power of the world to thwart' 
us, than the power of God to help;

Acidic Water — Problems in Animals 

Have you checked the pH level of the water that your animals 
are drinking? Acidic water with a pH under 5.5 may increase 
problems related to chronic or mild acidosis: 

Reduced milk production 

—Depressed milkfat test 

—Poorer gains and growth 

—More off-feed problems 

—Lower feed intake 

—More infectious and metabolic problems 
~Increased infertility 

—Greater cow turnover 

There are kits you can buy to check the pH level. The same kit 
that used to check pH levels in swimming pools will put you in the 
‘Ball Park.’' If there is any doubt, you then should have the water 
pH checked by a more accurate method. 

Tips on Planting Blueberries 

Why talk about planting blueberries in the middle of winter? I 
would guess that many of you are now reading the new seed and 
plant catalogs with your thoughts turning to spring. Why not try 
some blueberries? They do rather well in Garrett County. The 
following tips can help your crop be successful: 

1) You should use a soil mix of equal parts of sand, soil and 
Spagnum peat moss 
2) Make row spacing at 12 feet. Space plants in rows about six

Actual spacing of rows may best be determined by the 
width of the mowing equipment you will be using 

3) Make sure the soil is well drained at the site you choose. Hard 
earth that doesn't drain will create a bucket that will fill with 
water and kill the blueberry roots. Raised plantings, tile drains or 
other drainage methods may be needed on heavy soils. 

4) Dig holes 18 inches deep and 18 inches in diameter 

5) Backfill the hole with the sand, soil and peat mixture. Use 
about one bale of peat moss for five plants. Costs about $1.00 per 
plant for the sphagnum peat moss 

6) Plant your blueberries and mulch with about ‘ cubic foot of 
old sawdust per plant. Spring planting is best. 

7) You probably won't have to worry about pH adjustment 
Peat moss will drop the pH for you 

8) After about one year, mulch the rows with old bark. Obtain 
your bark in the beginning so it can age. Plant grass such as Kty 
31 Fescue between the mulched rows. 

9) Choose early and mid-season varieties. You must have at 
least two varieties for pollination. Consider the varieties Patriot, 
Elliot, Early Blue, Bluetta, Blue Crop and Blue Ray. Fruit size is 
important. 

Now before you get excited, besides being a little hard to grow 
for the average person, birds love them. Mesurol is no longer 
labelled as a bird repellant.

Regional Conference Slated 


On Sustainable Agriculture 


One of the newer concepts on 
the U.S. farm scene is sustain- 
able agriculture, a practice that 
seeks to manage fertilizer and 
pesticide applications in a way 
that permits farmers to earn a 
decent living while keeping the 
environment healthy for future 
generations 

To help explore this concept, 
the Maryland Cooperative 
Extension Service and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and

Billed as the first-ever Mid-

more off Interstate Highway 83 


Morning speakers will 
include Dick and Sharon 
Thompson of Boone, Iowa, 


widely publicized sustainable 
agriculture farmers, and 
William Liebhardt of Davis, 
Calif., a nationally recognized 
University of California re- 
searcher in the field of sustain 
able agriculture. 

A mid-morning panel will 
explore possibilities for 
research and Extension pro- 
grams on sustainable agri- 
culture in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. Panel participants will

1990 Farm Bill 


At Convention 


Discusses 


It is too early to tamper with 
or change major provisions of 
the 1990 farm bill. That was the 
consensus of Sen. Richard 
Lugar (R-Ind.) and John B 
Campbell, USDA deputy under- 
secretary, during a conference 
held in conjunction with the 
72nd annual meeting of the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation January 7 in Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

We're barely into January 
and some people want to open 
up the farm bill for discussion,” 
Lugar said. ‘Let's let the bill 
run its course."’ 

The Indiana senator warned 
Farm Bureau members not to 
press for reopening discussion 
on the farm bill, because if they 
did, they ‘might get their 
wish.” 

Some legislators on Capitol 
Hill might look at the bill as an 
opportunity for further budget 
cuts, to begin cutting again, 
Lugar said. 

“A major point about this 
farm bill — relative to all others 
— is that you will have more of 
an opportunity to make it a good 
bill or a bad bill,’ Campbell told 
farmers. ‘You won't just be 
able to walk into your county 
ASCS offices and tell them to 
sign you up.” 

The official told Farm Bureau 
members USDA is working to 
give farmers the tools to make 
decisions that would benefit 
them individually. Summariz- 
ing the farm program, Camp- 
bell said that only farmers who 
prefer large setaside programs 
and who want the government 
and farmers to store lots of 
grain, as well as those who like 
strict program compliance pro- 
visions and who oppose the CRP, 
will dislike this bill 

‘If you are against better 
grain quality you won't like this 
bill,’ he said. “If you prefer 
ASCS to tell you how much you 

can plant, you will not like the 
flexibility of this bill."’ 

Campbell would not speculate 
what Congress might do con- 
cerning the reopening of the 
farm bill. However, he pre- 
dicted the Bush 
administration's likely action 
taking a hard line against 
reopening the bill and changing 
its market orientation 

1 also predict the Bush 

administration will take a very 
hard line against reopening the 
budget agreements that were 
made last year,’’ Campbell 
said. “We entered into this 
agreement in good faith and we 
intend to stand firm.” 

Sen. Lugar labeled the farm 
bill a reasonably good piece of 
legislation which was ham- 
mered out by people from all 
segments of the country 

What we have is a contract 

between all Americans,’’ Lugar 
said. ‘‘It's a bill that headed off 
a collision between farmers and 
environmentalists.”’ 


Maryland Animal 
Health Labs End 
Free Service 


Certain services provided by 
Maryland's five animal health 
diagnostic laboratories, in- 
cluding the Oakland Animal 
Health Lab, will no longer be 
provided free of charge, as of 
January 1, 1991 

The new fee schedule was 
developed by the five labor- 
atory directors after extensive 
consultation with selected 
practitioners, the Department's 
field veterinarians, and their 
counterparts in neighboring 
states. 

Necropsy of Maryland farm 
animals, wild animals, and 
commercial poultry will still be 
offered without charge. Certain 
basic diagnostic tests will be in- 
cluded with this service. Tests 
mandated by cooperative fed- 
eral-state disease eradication 
programs, e.g., brucellosis and 
pseudorabies, will still be free. 

According to the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture, the 
new fees do not reflect the total 
cost of performing the num- 
erous tests available. The intent 
is simply to recover some of the 
cost of supplies, reagents, and 
equipment so that the labor- 
atories can continue to offer up- 
to-date services in the face of 
escalating costs. 

State Veterinarian at the Oak- 
land Lab, Dr. James Fearer, 
submitted the following list of 
fees, but stressed that as the 
program continues, these fees 
may change without notice.

Goldstein Says 
1099G Forms 
On The Way 


Our office began mailing 
more than 813,000 Form 1099G's 
to Maryland taxpayers on Janu- 
ary 16, and some taxpayers are 
likely to have questions about 
them," State Comptroller Louis 
L. Goldstein announced 

The Maryland Income Tax 
Division sends the 1099G infor- 
mation forms to taxpayers who 
itemized deductions last year 
and received a refund from the 
state of Maryland. “We're re- 
quired by federal law to send 
the Form 1099G to remind these 
taxpayers that the state income 
tax refund they received last 
year must be reported as 
income on the 1990 federal tax 
return,’ Goldstein said. But the 
comptroller reminded tax- 
payers that they need not 
attach the 1099G to their federal 
or state income tax forms. 

Most questions about the 
1099G's come from taxpayers 
who don't remember getting a 
refund check. ‘‘But before you 
call with questions, you should 
check your records,’’ the comp- 
troller said. Some Maryland 
taxpayers applied their refund 
to their 1990 estimated taxes, 
while others used part or all of 
their refund as a contribution to 
the Chesapeake Bay and En- 
dengered Species Fund. Al- 
though they llaay im Lieve re- 
ceived a refund check, they did 
receive the benefit of a refund 

Another reason taxpayers 
might have questions about the 
1099G is that it reflects all 
Maryland refunds credited to 
the taxpayer during 1990 
including not only an original 
tax refund for 1989, but also any 
refunds from any amended re- 
turns for 1989 or pnor years 
he said 

Taxpayers who still have 
questions after they check their 
records should call the refund 
section at (301) 974-3701 

Now that many taxpayers 
have received their W-2s and 
ther information documents 
we expect the pace of tax filing 
to pick up, and we're ready to 
help,”’ Goldstein said 

All 15 Maryland income tax 
offices provide free taxpayer 
assistance between 8:3 a.m 
and 5 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. The offices will also 
offer extra hours of free assis 
tance on Saturday, February 2 
and Saturday, February 9. Tax- 
payers can cal] or visit the 
ffices during those Saturdays 
for free state tax help from 9 
a.m. until 1 p.m 

Our state tax experts will 
answer any questions, provide 
the necessary forms and even 
complete your Maryland in 
come tax return free of charge 
if you like. Just be sure to bring 
along a completed ow of your 
federal return and all W-2 2 state- 
ments,"’ Goldstein said

According to Nielsen 
Media Research, which 
began monitoring the televi- 
sion viewing habits of the 
American public in July of 
1960, 17 Super Bowls are 
among the top 50 watched 
programs of the last 30 
years 

Super Bowl XVI between 
the San Francisco 49ers and 
Cincinnati Bengals became 
the top-rated sporting event 
of all time, garnering a 49.1 
rating and a 73 percent 
audience share for CBS. The 
only programs ever to draw a 
larger audience were the 
1983 final episode of 
M*A*S*H, the Nov. 21, 
1980, “Who Shot J.R.” epi- 
sode of Dallas, and Roots, 
Part VIII, which aired on 
Jan. 30, 1977 

Super Bowl X VI was one of 
those games that lived up to 
its advance billing. With 
more than 150 million peo- 
ple watching, young Joe 
Montana led San Francisco 
to the first of three Super 
Bow! titles that gave the 
49ers the undeniable right to 
be called the “Team of 
the '80s." Montana, who 
completed 14 of 22 passes 
for 157 yards and a touch- 
down, was named the game's 
Most Valuable Player. Alth- 
ough the 49ers built what 
appeared to be an insur- 
mountable three-touchdown 
lead by the middle of the 
third quarter, they had to 
rally to defeat Cincinnati 
26-20 after the Bengals came 
back to score three times ina 
10-minute span

Blazes Destroy 
Mobile Home,

Two Garrett County homes 
were destroyed by fire this past

Edwards Notes 
Assembly’s 1991 
Budget Problems 


District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards this week stated 
that the Maryland General 
Assembly this year is faced 
with financial problems that 
will force legislators to ‘look at 
things in a new way” when con- 
sidering funding new or existing 
programs 

Edwards explained that it 
will be more necessary than 
ever for elected officials to look 
at program requests ‘more in- 
depth to determine if those pro- 
grams are really necessary or 
just nice.” 

Those problems, he said, 
have been made somewhat 
more difficult as the result of 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's request — and the 
legislators’ reluctant approval 

of a lwo-week extension for 
the governor to submit his 
budget. The date was extended 
from January 19 to February 1. 

This, in turn, said Edwards, 
means that legislators have two 
less weeks to consider requests. 

The delay, according to 
reports, is the result of more 
dismal revenue estimates for 
the state. It is also, quite 
possibly, the first time a 
Maryland governor has had to 
request such an extension 

Currently, the budget deficit 
is estimated at $423 million, but 
recent reports indicate that, 
with the economic effect of war 
in the Persian Gulf, the state 
may have overestimated its 
revenue predictions for fiscal 
year 1992

Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher, who, along with Com-

State Workers 
Protest Extended 
Work Week, Cuts 


Many state workers are 
reportedly protesting Governor 
William Donald Schaefer's ex 
ecutive order, set to go into ef- 
fect February 6, that would re- 
quire most state employees to 
work a 40-hour week instead of 
the current 35 and one-half hour 
week 

The order was reportedly an 
alternative to a previous threat 
that approximately 1800 state 
employees would be laid off in 
order to help balance the budget 
shortfall Maryland is now ex- 


periencing 
Besides the order to work a 
40-hour week, which is 


reportedly the equivalent of an 
ll percent cut in pay, state 
workers will also be asked to 
forego annual ‘‘step raises,” 
which could cost some workers 
as much as $500 per year. In ad- 
dition, no cost-of-living raises 
will be given this year, and no 
overtime pay will be made 

Finally, a $5 payment for 
health insurance will be cut 
from each employee 

In all, estimates indicate that 
the measures will cost state 
workers approximately 13.5 
percent of their weekly income 

In response to these an- 
nouncements, about 300 state 
employees marched outside the 
State House in Annapolis last 
week in protest of the 
governor's decision. That 
demonstration was organized 
by the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 


Employees. 
A statement was also issued 
last week by Maryland 


Classified Employees Associa- 
tion, Inc., (MCEA) Baltimore, 
indicating that Delegate 
Clarence Davis (D-Baltimore) 
has introduced legislation on 
the association's behalf that 
would force the state work week 
back to 35 and one-half hours

The bill will reportedly be con- 
sidered emergency legislation 
that would become law as soon 
as it is passed 

MCEA President Joel Dan 
Lehman stated, ‘There are also 
many state workers who must 
work a second job to make ends 
meet, and the extended work 
hours may require them to give 
up their second jobs."" He also 
noted that MCEA is concerned 
about the negative impact the 
executive order will have on 
many single-parent households 
in rearranging day care ser- 
vices 

The state reports that a sav- 
ings of $4 million will be realiz- 
ed this year by cutting the 
medical benefits, about $80 
million by withholding a 
general pay increase and about 
$10 million by eliminating step 
raises. The workweek extension 
is expected to net an additional 
$30 to $40 million savings for the 
state 

Reports also indicate that 
uncertainty still exists among 
state workers who may still 
face lay offs despite the alter- 
native executive order

Rescue Pa. Pony

and ice, and no food and water 
were seen around the pony. 

The pony was then taken 
to an animal sanctuary in 
Pennsylvania for rehabilita- 
tion. 

“The same caring neigh- 
bors who had been respon- 
sible for feeding the pony 
also welcomed us into their 
homes while we were there,” 
stated Mrs. Friend.

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, superintendent of 
Garrett County's school system, presented 
testimony this week to the Garrett County Board of 


Commissioners, urging them to support the proposal 


by the Commission on State Taxes and Tax 
Structure, better known as the Linowes plai 
We, like Dr. Ryscavage, believe that the 


Commission's proposal has great merit and would 
do much to make the allocation of state funds, 
particularly for education, far more equitable than 
it is now 

The state has begun an effort called the 
Maryland School Performance Program, which 
calls for all school systems in the state and their 
students to fulfill certain standards in education. 
However, all of the school systems do not receive the 
same amount of funding under the present system: 
thus, it is more difficult for the less affluent 
counties, such as Garrett, to meet these standards. 

The Linowes plan does call for higher taxes, 
both in general sales tax (from five to five and one- 
half percent) to higher income taxes for persons who 
earn over $40,000. It also calls for a two-percent 
personal property tax on automobiles and boats. 

The general sales tax increase would provide an 
additional 3.6 million dollars to Garrett County 
schools. The income tax hike, which would affect 
only 26 percent of Garrett County's taxpayers, would 
provide 2.4 million dollars extra in unrestricted 
monies. The personal property tax would send us an 
additiorial 1.5 million dollars. 

We were disappointed when, after Dr 
Ryscavage’s testimony, the Garrett County 
Commissioners stated that they could not support 
the Linowes plan. Their reasoning was simple 
they could not support any increase in taxes. 

We, like everyone else, do not like new and 
higher taxes either. However, the simple facts of the 
matter are that things cost more these days and, 
under the present system of allocation, we are not 
getting our fair share of funding. A consistent, 
hardfast stand against tax hikes and increased 
expenditures ultimately results in a drop in quality, 
whether it be in education, the maintenance of 
roads, emergency management, or library services. 
We demand more and more of our school systems, 
but we are not willing to pay for it 

Yes, there is waste in government, and we have 
voiced our negative opinion on that fact many times 
in the past. But there is also gross inequity in the 
present system, just as Dr. Ryscavage explained. 

While we think there is probably room for some 
alterations and amendments in the Linowes plan, it 
appears to us that it is an outstanding piece of work 
that offers the brightest picture for Garrett County 
that we have seen in a long time. Our commissioners 
will be doing us a disservice by not supporting it.

reform movement, but the 
Maryland State Department 
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of Education has been drag- 
ging their feet on these re- 
orms. Instead, they have 
their own ideas, such as 
lengthening the school year, 
lowering standards for en- 
try into the teaching profes- 
sion, and instituting road- 
blocks to teacher initiatives 
we call “shared decision 
making.” Dr. Joseph L. Shil- 
ling is also the secretary- 
treasurer of the Maryland 
State Board of Education and 
has been instrumental in 
their decisions.

MARYLANDERS HELPING EACH OTHER 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

Every now and then I like to set aside my formal schedule and 
visit a group or organization that works with people. Around the 
holidays, I visited a soup kitchen and a shelter for homeless 
people, to see some of the people working on the "'front lines.” 

In November, I visited My Sister's Place in Baltimore, which 
works mostly women and children, a lot of them battered. I talked 
to Sister Marie, and tried to find out what she might need to help 
the people she serves. She was worried about the weather, be- 
cause it was starting to get cold, and said a lot of people who 
stopped by the shelter needed hats, scarves, and gloves to stay 
warm 

Christmas was coming up, so I talked to my staff and decided 
that we'd try to get state employees to collect some items for 
Sister Marie. Some of the public information officers, who work 
for each agency and department, set up ‘‘mitten trees’’ in state 
buildings to collect donations. Instead of the usual Christmas 
decorations, the trees were covered with scarves, hats and 
gloves. 

Those state agencies who didn’t specifically help My Sister's 
Place adopted organizations near their department, found out 
how we could help, and collected money, clothing, and food 

The state employees really responded. We were able to 
deliver to My Sister's Place about 330 hats, scarves and pairs of 
gloves. The Office of Aging collected $500 to buy food, clothing, 
and other essentials for two adopted families. The Department of 
Transportation collected 2,400 non-perishable food items, and 500 
items for the ‘Food for the Hungry Drive’ this month 

The toll collectors really made me happy. They collected 
nearly 4,000 loys at six toll plazas, working with the U.S. Marine 
Corps Reserve, a big help in making sure Maryland's needy chil- 
dren would have a good Christmas this year. Agencies in 
Annapolis adopted families and collected presents and enough 
food to give each house a full Christmas dinner 

These efforts were so successful that I think we might try 

something like that again, extend the spirit of giving to other 
months — not just December. We would like to start a campaign 
to help people who need it, probably in March 

These are some trying times for us in Maryland. People are 
worried about the economy, and the war in the Persian Gulf is on 

everyone's mind. Usually, when times are bad, more people need 
our help. We're asked to give more, to do more 

Everybody doesn't always answer the call for help, though 

Sometimes, people want to say, ‘I've done enough. I have to look 
out for myself."’ But we can't afford to have that kind of attitude, 
because more people are going to need our help. We see it a lot in 
state government. We've had more requests for help from people 
who've lost their jobs, who are having trouble paying their bills, 
staying warm and putting food on the table 

In my inaugural speech Wednesday, I asked Marylanders not 

to turn their backs on people who need our help. It's important in 
this economy, and important because we have men and women in 
the Persian Gulf with families in Maryland who can really use our 
help. I'm going to promise that the state will make a difference in 
helping where it can 

My Citizens Assistance Network, a group of people co- 
ordinated from state agencies, has looked at the state programs 
available to help the families. We know that the family members 
need a hand with housing, job placement, counseling, taxes 
Families with sons, daughters, wives, husbands, or parents 
serving in the Persian Gulf have a lot on their minds. We would 
like to give them one less worry 

We've got a lot of possibilities, a lot of areas where we can 

help. If you have some thoughts about how we can lend some 
assistance to Marylanders in need, whether it’s because of the 
economy, the Persian Gulf war, or any other reason, I'd like to 
hear it.

Marylanders Continue Entertainment 
Spending Despite Sluggish Economy 


Marylanders spent $87.6 
million on taxable entertain 
ment during October, No 
vember, and December, 1990, 
or just about the same 
amount as during the same 
three months of the previ 
ous year, according to State 
Comptroller Louis L. Gold 
stein. "Contrary to what you 
might expect, Marylanders 
spent about the same amount 
on entertainment despite the 
economic downturn,’ Gold 
stein said 

While spending for m 
tion pictures, golf and ath 
letic facilities and equipment 
rentals increased, Marylan 
ders spent less on shows and 
exhibits, live theatre and 
concerts, and coin-operated 
amusement devices 

Statewide spending for 
motion pictures increased by 
about 4.6% over the same 
period last year, to more than 
$16 million. Spending on the 
types of indoor activities 
popular in the colder months 
showed increases as usual 
Marylanders spent more 
than $3 million on athletic 
facilities and equipment 
rentals,a 2.4% increase over 
spending for the same quar 
ter last year 

“The relatively mild 
weather through the end of 
December, 1990 was respon 
sible for the 72% decrease ir 
spending for ski rentals and 
ski slopes, compared to the 
same months of 1989, when 
there was significant snow 
fall,” the comptroller noted

“This distribution is 
about 2.2% less that the 
$5,842,799 we returned tc 
the local governments for the 
October-December period of 
1989," Goldstein said. “We 
collect this revenue at rates 
set by local officials and re 
turn the money to local 
governments each quarter.’ 

The amount being re 
turned to Garrett County 
however, was significantly 
lower than for the same 
period last year, from $25,158 
in FY 90 to $18,459 in the 
second quarter of FY 91

Joyce Noel is a member of the 
Red House +H Club who for the 
past five years has worked hard 
with her animals, her sewing 
and her crafts projects. She has 
helped younger club members, 
has attended and exhibited at 
the Garrett County Fair, and,

Last 
summer, however, she did 
something rather abnormal — 
she traveled to Australia as an 
ambassador with the 
International Four-H Youth 
Exchange (IFYE) Program

And when that 
got boring, they chased 
kangaroos. ‘‘In Australia they 
have more kangaroos than we 
have deer in this country,” 
Joyce said, and added that all 
vehicles there have ‘roo 
guards” to protect them and 
along many of the roads there 
are kangaroo crossing signs 

Their hosts drove the group 
back into town where they 
toured Parliament House and 
stopped to shop at an 
*‘Outback"’ store, where a few 
in the group purchased driz-a- 
bone coats and akubra hats. 
“The Australian people wear 
them a lot,’’ Joyce said, speak- 
ing of the coats and hats that 
have become popular in this 
country since the release of the 
Australian movie, “The Man 
From Snowy River,” several 
years ago 

On July 4, the IFYE group 
was treated to fireworks and an 
indoor barbecue to honor 
America's Independence Day. 
‘It was a great party complete 
with balloons,’ Joyce said 
There was one familiar ingre- 
dient missing, though, she 
noticed — hotdogs. Instead of 
hotdogs, the Australians eat a 
longer, skinnier sausage with a 
tough skin 

Joyce noted some other culi- 
nary differences, too. It’s 
common to be served spaghetti 
on toast for breakfast, and pizza 
comes lopped with pineapple. A 
person gets a cookie if they ask 
for a biscuit. Because biscuits 
as we know them are unknow in 
Australia, Joyce fixed biscuits 
with chicken gravy one night 
for her host family. She said the 
biscuits turned out fine and the 
family like them, although the 
flour there made them sweeter 
and yellow in color. And, they 
were warned never to ask for a 
napkin because in Australia 
that is a baby’s diaper 

The teens there speak so 
much slang that they are hard 


to understand Sometimes 
there's a real language 
barrier,’ Joyce said. Some 
examples she gave were 
mate,"’ when referring to a 
friend, and ‘‘ta,’’ meaning 
thank you 


July 9 was Joyce's birthday, 
and her host family in Goulburn 
made her a birthday cake with 
real cream filling. The dairies 
there still deliver milk and 
dairy products to the door, 
Joyce said. Dairy farms there 
are few but large, and the cows 
are smaller than ours, she 
added. One of the dairy farms 
she toured while in Australia 
had a large-capacity roto- 
electric milking parlor, but just 
a couple of farms have silos 
“They're still learning to feed 
from them,"’ Joyce said 

While in Goulburn, the group 
was invited to have tea with the 
mayor, who greeted them 
dressed in a ceremonial red 
robe with gold trim. While 
there, pictures were taken for 
the local newspaper and they 
were interviewed on the radio. 
Joyce said, We were 
constantly going somewhere 
and doing something we had 
never done before.” 

The travelers were made to 
feel right at home. Joyce com- 
mented that her host mother, a 
teacher, even looked like her 
own mom, who is also a 
teacher. ‘‘They let us call them 
Mom and Dad and treated us

That particular 
family had three children, ages 
11, 15 and 17. The American 
visitors thought it strange that 
the 17-year old didn’t have a 
driver's license yet, and found 
out that in Australia a person is 
required to have a learner's 
permit for one year, then a 
provisional permit for one year, 
and it costs them $1,000 a year 
to keep a registration 

Teens there are 
mature," Joyce says, 
well-versed in life than we are 
They're more reserved. U.S 
teens are considered rude in 
general by them. We like many 
of the same things, though 
the same kind of music, sports 

and teens are involved in the 
same kind of school and com- 
munity activities. They have 
their own version of our 4H 
clubs, too. They are called 
Rural Youth Clubs, and their 
major projects are fashion 
revue and dance."’ 

The American teens did 
notice some differences, how- 
ever, one being the track suits 
(sweat pants) they all wear be- 
cause blue jeans cost $100 a pair 
in Australia 

On July 13, Joyce's group took 
a nine-hour trip into the ‘‘Out- 
back" and stayed in cabins at 
Warrumbungle National Park 
There they were taught to 
properly throw a bomerang, 
and they climbed some of the 
Impossible Mountains. They 
also visited an animal park 
where Joyce was able to pet a 


more 
more 








two-month-old kangaroo and a 
koala bear. “Kookaburra birds 
woke us each morning. They 
sound like a pack of monkeys,” 
Joyce remembered 

She also remembers 
cockatoos in the trees so thick 
they looked like snow. Joyce 
found out they are very 
common, but very expensive to 
buy. It seemed strange to the 
Americans that in Australia it is 
illegal to keep a rabbit, but they 
are allowed to keep ferrets 
which are sometimes trained to 
hunt rabbits. They also dis 
covered that none of the 
animals native to Australia are 
harmful to humans 


What many people in the 
United States know of 
Australia, they have learned 


from the movies. Joyce was told 
by people there that “Crocodile 
Dundee’’ was a good repre- 
sentation of Australians and the 
part of Australia where it was 
filmed 

On a trip south to the coast, 
the IFYE travelers went 
through Snowy River country 

There are still wild horses in 


Snowy River country,”’ Joyce 
said. ‘We saw some.”’ Merino 
sheep are raised on sheep 


stations in the sparsely settled 
outback."’ Sheep stations of 
60,000 acres which run 20,000 
Sheep are the average in 
Australia 

The Snowy River country was 
the only place Joyce saw even a 
skiff of snow during her stay, 
and only one of two areas of the 


country that gets snow. She was

told that there is only one ski 
slope in the country, and it’s 
very expensive 

The group drove back to 
Sydney and was thrilled to tour 
and attend a performance at the 
Sydney Opera House. The opera 
house was built in 1959 and is 
known for its striking architec- 
ture and unique, innovative 
designs. ‘‘The architecture and 
acoustics were so spectacular,”’ 
said Joyce. “It was pure splen- 
dor.” 

All too soon, it was time for 
their flight to depart from 
Sydney. Many of the host 
families drove to Sydney to see 
them off. “I've kept in touch 
with my oldest host sister and 
the farm manager at the Silver 
Wattle Sheep Station, who plans 
a trip to America in the near 
future,” Joyce said 

Their first stop on the way 
home, planned to break up the 
flying time, was in Auckland, 
New Zealand, where they 
participated in a yacht race and 
toured the Underwater World 

“I want Garrett County 
4+H’ers in the program so bad,” 
Joyce exclaimed. ‘They don't 
know what they're missing.’

But he didn't 
give us that opportunity.”

When asked what other clubs 
were beginning to suspect 
cheating by Hamrick, Schenk 
responded, “Clubs from down 
East." 

When asked why Cummings 
was also voted out of the club, 
Schenk said, ‘It was his mouth 
that got him into trouble.” 

Schenk added that he “really 
felt bad’’ about the entire situa- 
tion. “I like Carl and Anthony 
They are both good fishermen 

But there is just no way that one 
guy can win that many tour- 
naments. If they are that good, 
they should be in the pros,’’ he 
said 

Ken Adrejak, president of the 
Maryland Bass Federation, was 
contacted about the situation 
and said he hoped the matter 
could be handled equitably and 
at the club level, without 
publicity 

“It was really unusual to hear 
this about the Garrett Club,"’ he 
said, *‘because they have a very 
good reputation down our way 
There are often personality con- 
flicts in the clubs, but this is the 
first time that one person 
(Hamrick) has ever been 
targeted this way by the majori- 

ty of the members.” 

Because there are 78 clubs 
under Adrejak’s jurisdiction, he 
said that he really doesn’t have 
time to intervene in all of the 
intra-club difficulties, but he 
said the Garrett County issue 
was discussed at a meeting bet- 
ween him and the regional 
directors last month 

Tom Swaim, of Berkeley Spr- 
ings, W.Va., who fishes in a 
Hagerstown club, is the western 
regional director and was also 
contacted about the controver- 
sy 

I have fished against the 
Hamricks and I know they are 
very good fishermen,’’ Swaim 
said. ‘‘I think the mistake the 
Garrett club has made is to 
allow the same partners to fish 
together in all of the tour- 
haments. In our club we draw 
for partners every tournament 
That way, there is never any 
question about cheating, plus it 
gives you a good chance to fish 
with different members and get 
to know them. I was shocked 
when I heard that the Garrett 
County club doesn't do it that 
way 

‘However, I also believe that 
before they accuse anybody of 
cheating, they should have the 
facts,” he continued. “If they 
thought they had a problem ear- 
ly in the year, then they should 
have addressed it then. I have 
been Mr. Bass for our club for 
three of the past four years and 
if Mr. Hamrick is ‘clean,’ then I 
know how he must feel.” 

When asked if Hamrick 
should still represent Garrett 
County in the state Mr. Bass 
event, Swaim said, ‘Even if he

Hamrick is also concerned 
about his reputation in future 
tournaments now that he has 
been accused of cheating 
kicked out of the club. ‘‘It's just 
not right that I have been 
treated this way,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
take a lot of pride in fishing and, 
yes, I have a few secrets that I 
want to keep to myself about 
how I catch fish. But they are 
perfectly legal. Every fisher- 
man has a few secrets 

I want to be able to compete 
as Mr. Bass, but more impor 
tantly, I just want to 
name,” he said 

When Cummings was asked 
why he backed Hamrick 
to the point of being kicked out 
himself, he said, ‘‘I'm not that 
concerned about my reputation 
in future tournaments. My 
question is, though, where dé 
they (the club members) get 
the right to treat people like 
trash?" 

Whether or not there will be 
intervention into the matter 
from the regional or state level 
is still not clear. If there is, it

One bomb could wipe 
out a large city such as 
Baghdad and the surround 
ing area for 2-5 miles. It was 
estimated that the bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima killed 
70,000 people; and the one 
on Nagasaki, 100,000 people. 

But, the Japanese war 
was ended anda peace treaty 
signed within two weeks. 

ith conventional weapons 

the Japanese war could have 
lasted up to5 years, with not 
only many thousands of 
casualties, but complete 
destruction of Japanese 
businesses and civilian 
homes. Our bombs in the 
longrun actually didagreat 
service to Japan. 

According to TV pictures, 
Saddam Hussein has rein- 
forced concrete bunkers, 
three or four floors under- 
ground. No ordinary attack 
could ever penetrate or 
damage them. His elite 
troops, The Republican 
Guardsare reported housed 
in similar underground ac- 
commodations. Nuclear 
bombs are about the only 
way of reaching Saddam or 
his elite troops. Several 
nuclear bombs are reported 
available on U.S. ships in 
the area. 

To minimize massive 
civilian casualties, the date, 
time and place for nuclear 
bomb drops could be publi- 
cized, Civilianscould get out 
to safer areas. 

After several bomb drops, 
if they did not get Saddam 
personally, he might be will- 
ing to consider surrender- 
ing, if his personal survival 
were assured. 

In fact, the serious threat 
of nuclear bomb drops might 
be adequate to cause a quick 
surrender, without further 

“life and property. The 

treaty so signed, like 
the treaty with Japan, should 
involve complete disarma- 
ment, and destruction of 
Iraq’s military equipment 
and facilities, plus repara- 
tions of Kuwait for damages 
caused in the Kuwait inva- 
sion. 

The U.N. should also 
agree to help Iraq recover 
and start new non-military 
businesses in Iraq. With the 
rich farmlands in the Tigris 
and Euphrates valleys, 
Iraq could become the bread 
basket for the Middle East. 
Iraq also has massive oil and 
mineral resources, and could 
develop an extensive line of 
useful consumer products. 
But, only ifSaddam Hussein 
can be displaced. 

Many persons with whom 
such a nuclear bomb attack 
has been discussed, agree 
with the above proposal. 
Many of course, do not. One 
was Sue Ducat, producer of 
the TV program, ‘““Washing- 
ton Week In Review.”’ Here 
is a quote from her letter of 
November 13, 1990: “A 
nuclear bomb cannot be used 
to kill only one °* erson. 
Therefore, if the ' .uwaiti 
oo dropped the’ omb on 

raq, millions of nnocent 
ple would die aiong with 
ddam Hussein.” 

Had ‘“‘Washington Week 
In Review” even mentioned 
such a possibility back in 
November, it is remotely 
pane that Saddam 

jussein might have heard 

about it, and might have 
reconsidered his actions 
leading up to the situation 
presently confronting our 
troops in Saudi Arabia. 

I still think one or more 
nuclear bombs dropped on 
Iraq would be the quickest 
and least destructive means 
for ending the present Per- 
sian Gulf crisis.

Drug Abuse 

It was also announced by the 
Garrett County Commissioners 
this week that Dr. Rex Archer, 
Garrett County Health Officer, 
reported the results of a state- 
wide survey indicating that 
Garrett County junior and 
senior high school students 
ranked first in the state in 
alcohol consumption. 

Attempts to contact Dr. Ar- 
cher for more detailed informa- 
tion on the study were unsuc- 
cessful but, according to Depu- 
ty Health Officer Jay Cross, the 
study is conducted annually by 
the Maryland State Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
and the Juvenile Justice Ad- 
visory Council, in conjunction 
with the State Department of 
Education, and is a random 
sampling survey 

Cross warned, though, that 
the sample represented over 50 
percent of the junior and senior 
high school population so is ‘a 
competent study with good in- 
formation.” 

He noted that a problem also 
exists with other drug use by 
that population.

Board of Education Budget 
Process 

In other news from the com- 
missioners’ office, a meeting 
was held between the commis- 
sioners and Charlotte Sebold, 
newly elected president of the 
Garrett County Council of 
PTAs, to hear her concerns 
about the manner in which the 
Garrett County Board of Educa- 
tion budget is administered 

‘She was concerned about the 
amount of money in the budget 
as well as the process, which is

Groves stated that the record 
would remain open for two 
weeks for any other citizen in- 
put, either verbal or written 

Groves stated, ‘Unless there 
are significant reasons to op 
pose or significant opposition 
from the community, the per- 
mits are normally approved 
because most of the cases in- 
volving licensing are already 
junked areas. Basically, you're 
bringing unlicensed, 
unregulated, unofficial 
junkyards into the program.” 

He added, “The regulated 
junkyards are fenced in and, so, 
alleviate a negative impact on 
the neighborhood." 

Commissioner Butscher 
stated, “One of the things 
brought up by one of the pro- 
testors was that oil might be go- 
ing into a nearby river.

clude Garrett County 
Ryscavage addressed the 
issue of personal income tax 
The commission recom- 
mends a widening of the tax 
brackets as well as an in 
crease in the rates. He ex 
plained that the over-all 
result will be those citizens 


less than 
$40,000 annually will bene 
fit from the increase, while 
those who earn more than 


with incomes of 


$40,000 will pay more. In 
Garrett County, Ryscavage 
said, this would benefit 74% 
of the population. In other 
words, nearly three fourths 
of the county’s citizens would 
not pay the higher tax. 

Also on the subject of 
personal income tax, Ryscav- 
age said that this recommen- 
dation couples with the sug- 
gestion of a “dual-rate sched- 
ule,”” which means one rate 
schedule for the state income 
tax and another rate sched- 
ule for the local income tax. 
This dual-rate would replace 
the current “piggyback” 
arrangement which only 
tends to create greater fund- 
ing disparities between the 
rich and poor jurisdictions, 
Ryscavage said. The combi- 
nation of these recommen- 
dations would net approxi- 
mately $102 million in addi- 
tional revenues while at the 
same time create a more 
progressive income tax which 
serves to shrink the local 
revenue disparities. 

The commission recom- 
mends that those funds raised 
by revising the personal 
income tax be utilized to 
bring all jurisdictions to the 
median estimated per cap 
ita revenue figure for fiscal 
year 1991. This is in recog- 
nition, Ryscavage explained, 
of providing minimal re- 
sources to all jurisdictions 
to meet their basic responsi- 
bilities. Garrett County 
would receive an estimated 
additional $2,421,000 as a 
result of this recommenda- 
tion. Those funds would be 
used for general county-wide 
expenditures at the discre- 
tion of the county govern- 
ment. 

Ryscavage then explained 
the subject of general sales 
tax. His report said that “the 
commission has recom- 


mended several changes to 
broaden the sales tax base. 
While making these recom- 
mendations, the commission 
made a particular point to 
reject broadening the base 
to include food, drugs, and 
residential utility services 
because it would make an 
already regressive tax much 
more regressive. To empha- 
size this point, it should be 
noted that although much 
of the broadening of the base 
has todo with services, those 
services considered a neces- 
sity (such as medical and 
educational) have been ex- 
cluded.” 

To meet new and increas- 
ing demands, however, the 
commission's recommenda- 
tion concerning general sales 
tax suggests a one-half per- 
cent increase in the sales tax 
rate, raising it from five 
percent to five and one half 
percent. The broadening of 
the tax base together with 
the one half percent tax rate 
is projected to raise approxi- 
mately $455 million in new 
revenue while lessening the 
regressiveness of the sales 
tax. 

In a later press confer- 
ence, Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher expressed her re- 
jection of the tax increase, 
saying that ‘‘we're the ones 
who will be paying the five 
and a half percent increase.” 
It should be noted, however, 
that the increase is only to 
be one half percent, added to 
the already instated five 
percent tax. 

Ryscavage explained the 
commission proposes to use 
$300 million of the revenue 
gathered from the broaden- 
ing of the tax base for addi- 
tional elementary and sec- 
ondary education aid. The 
distribution of these funds 
will be tilted toward the 
school systems with below 
average resources in an at- 
tempt to achieve state-wide 
equity. To achieve the goal 
of adequacy, the commission 
recognized a need for addi- 
tional school aid in a// state 
school districts. 

A further inequity in the 
current school aid distribu- 
tion was recognized by the 
commission, Ryscavage said, 
concerning retirement and 
social security costs. The 
commission recommended 
that in the future, a cap 
should be placed on social 
security and retirement 
benefits. The benefits are 
currently based on the sal- 
ary of a education employee; 
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therefore, because rich coun 

ties are able to pay their 
teachers and administrators 
higher salaries than poor 
counties, the state is respon 

sible to pay those higher 
benefits to the richer county's 
employees. Ryscavage said 
this disparity causes serious 
problems in education fund- 
ing. 

The commission recom- 
mends that increased retire- 
ment and social security costs 
brought about because of 
increased wages should be 
subtracted from educational 
aid given to counties. If this 
recommendation is adopted, 
Garrett County is projected 
to net an _ additional 
$3,588,000 in state aid to 
public schools in fiscal year 
1992, according to Ryscav- 
age’s report. 

Finally, Ryscavage dis- 
cussed the subject of real 
property taxes, which he said 
was the most significant of 
the recommendations. The 
Linowes Commission’s rec- 
ommendations concern 1) 
returning the state property 
tax levy to locals with the 
condition that this return 
be used only for reducing 
local property tax rates, and 
2) imposing a state personal 
property tax of two percent 
on motor vehicles and boats. 
The second recommendation 
would direct the state to 
return half of the revenues 
generated to thecounties for 
transportation-related im- 
provements. 

Ryscavage explained that 
the real property tax would 
provide the county with an 
additional estimated 
$1,051,000 to use for trans- 
portational needs 

This recommendation 
brought the most criticism 
from the G.C. commission- 
ers. Commissioner John 
Braskey stated that he had 
heard from his constituents 
that the two percent tax 
would not be a welcome 
changeat all. Commissioner 
Elwood Groves stated that 
“of all the talk about this 
thing (Linowes plan) being 
progressive--more taxes on 
something as necessary to 
modern living as a vehicle 
looks quite regressive to me,” 

Ryscavage explained thet 
the idea behind the tax was 
that those with the greater 
ability to pay more (such as 
car and boat owners) would 
pay more while, at the same 
time, the monies generated 
would relieve local property 
taxpayers of some of the 
property tax burden. He 
stated that the return of the 
state property tax to the local 

jurisdictions would result in 
tax reduction of as much as 
$.14 in the local tax rate. 

Braskey asked if the rec- 
ommendations of the Li- 
nowes Commission had to 

be accepted as a whole. 
Ryscavage stated that he felt 
there could be amendments 
made to the plan, and that 
separate parts of it could be 
rejected or accepted. 

Ryscavage noted one loss 
that Garrett County may 
experience as a result of one 
recommendation. The com- 
mission recommended the 
elimination of several mi- 
nor state tax and fee sources 
which are shared with local 
governments. These include 
the excise taxes on cigarettes, 
liquor, and beer, the net 
income tax on savings banks 
and savings and loan asso- 
ciations, corporate filing fees, 
and proceeds from the sale 
of abandoned property. It is 
estimated that Garrett 
County would lose approxi- 
mately $141,000 in revenues 
as a result. 

Ryscavage ended his 
presentation by asking the 
commissioners to support 
these recommendations, 
stating that the suggestions 
are put forward with the goal 
of making the tax structure 
more fair for tax payers. Also 
on the issue of fairness, 
Ryscavage said, was the 
equity between counties 
proposed by the commission. 
As Garrett County is one of 
the poorest counties in 
Maryland, the area would 
benefit greatly from the 
commission's recommenda- 
tions, Ryscavage explained. 

In a later press confer- 
ence, the commissioners 
continued to reject the ree- 
ommendations. Groves said 
that more income for the 
county would mean more 
taxes for the citizens.

Help Available 
Free At FSU 


Free help preparing 1990 in- 

ome tax returns is available 
through VITA, the Volunteer In- 
come Tax Assistance program, 
sponsored by the IRS, an- 
nounced Connie Groer, CPA, 
chair of the FSU Department of 
Accounting and VITA site co 
»rdinator. 

Help with basic federal and 
Maryland income tax returns 
will be offered from February 2 
through April 13 by volunteers 
from FSU's School of Business 
accounting students who have 
been trained and approved by 
the IRS. 

VITA offers free assistance to 
taxpayers who file Form 
1040EZ, Form 1040A or a basic 
Form 1040 federal tax return. 
Volunteers will alert taxpayers 
to special credits and deduc- 
tions for which they may be 
eligible. 

“To schedule an appointment 
for VITA assistance, call 
689-4388 ,"’ said Ms. Groer. ‘‘The 
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student volunteers will work 
Tuesdays from 10 a.m. until 1 
p.m. at the University’s Lane 
Center and on Saturdays from 
10:30 a.m. until 2:30 p.m. in the 
Community Room at the 
Country Club Mall. Taxpayers 
must schedule an appointment 
in advance.” 

Taxpayers who visit a VITA 
site should bring the tax pack- 
ages mailed to them by the IRS 
and the state, Forms W-2 from 
all employers, interest state- 
ments from banks (Forms 
1099), a copy of last year's re- 
turn if available and any other 
relevant information about 
their income and taxes.

All 15 Maryland income tax 
offices will offer the following 
extra hours of free taxpayer 
assistance during two up- 
coming weekends and two state 
holidays when most state 
offices will be closed: Saturday, 
February 2, 9 a.m. until 1 p.m.;

Dec laration To 
Yield Tax Relief 


The designation of the Per- 
sian Gulf as a combat zone trig- 
gers a number of federal tax re- 
lief provisions for taxpayers 
serving in Operation Desert 
Storm 

According to H.J. Hightower, 
director of the Baltimore Dis- 
trict of the Internal Revenue 
Service, members of the armed 
forces and support personnel in 
the Persian Gulf assigned to 
Operation Desert Storm will not 
have to file their 1990 federal in- 
come tax returns until at least 
180 days after they depart from 
the Persian Gulf. No penalty or 
interest will be charged during 
this period on any tax due for 
1990. 

IRS also will suspend all tax 
return examinations and ac- 
tions to collect any back taxes 
owed by these taxpayers for 
years prior to 1990 until at least 
180 days after the taxpayer 
leaves the combat zone. During 
this time no penalty or interest 
will be added to any tax due 

“These relief provisions 
apply not only to armed forces 
and support personnel serving 
in the Operation Desert Storm 
combat zone but also to their 
spouses,"’ said Hightower 

Military pay received by en- 
listed personnel while serving 
in the combat zone is exempt 
from income tax. For commis- 
sioned officers, up to $500 a 
month can be excluded from in- 
come. The exclusion generally 
extends to periods of hos- 
pitalization resulting from in- 
jury or sickness suffered while 
serving in the combat zone. 

In the event a member of the 
armed forces dies while serving 
in the combat zone, no tax is due 
for the year of death or any 
prior year in which the person 
served in the combat zone. In 
addition, any unpaid tax for 
years prior to service in the 
combat zone is forgiven. 

The combat zone designation 
is effective Jan. 17, 1991 and 
covers Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, Oman, Bahrain, Qatar, 
United Arab Emirates, Persian 
Gulf, Red Sea, Gulf of Oman, 
certain parts of Arabian Sea 
and the Gulf of Aden 

Hightowers emphasized that 
taxpayers, including spouses 
and others acting on behalf of a 
taxpayer in the Operation 
Desert Storm combat zone, 
should call (301) 962-2590 in 
Baltimore, or 1-800-TAX-1040 











1-800-829-1040) elsewhere in 
Maryland or the District of 
Columbia for additional in- 
formation on federal tax mat- 
ters. If they receive correspon- 
dence about any collection or 
audit matter covered by these 
relief provisions, they should 
contact IRS immediately so 
that the action may be sus- 
pended

Dr. Delaney recently retired 
after working with AASCU for 
nearly 10 years.

“The purpose of this hand- 
book is to provide the user with 
appropriate information to 
make the handling of ammonia 
for treating mine waters both 
safe and environmentally 
sound,’’ says Ben Faulkner, a 
biologist and environmental 
consultant. Faulkner is the 
author of Use of Ammonia in 
Treating Mine Waters, a hand- 
book published by the West Vir- 
ginia Mining and Reclamation

Treating mine water with 
ammonia is not a new practice, 
but using ammonia over other 
neutralizing agents is becoming 
more popular within the mining 
history. This increase in use 
means that careful training and 
timely information is needed so 
that ammonia will be used 
safely and effectively 

‘The book was written for 
coal operators and regulators, 
and should also benefit policy- 
makers and researchers,’ says 
Faulkner.

3 People’s 
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ARE WE ALSO 
BLIND? 










Background Scripture: John? 
Devotional Reading: John 91-5 


One of the unique aspects of 
the Gospel According to John is 
that many of the incidents record- 
ed have various levels of meaning 
On one level, John 9 is the story 
of a man who is healed of blind- 
ness by Jesus and the contro- 
versy this healing generates be- 
tween Jesus and the Pharisees 
Ona deeper level, however, John 
9 is an exposition on spiritual 
blindness and Jesus as the Light 
of the World 

The passage begins with one 
disturbing theological question 
and quickly turns to another 
‘Rabbi, who sinned, this man or 
his parents, that he was born 
blind?"’ (9:2). The prevalent be- 
lief in Jesus’ day was that illness 
or physical handicap was almost 
alwaysa punishment for sin 


NOT PUNISHMENT 

But Jesus did not subscribe to 
that theology. In the gospels it is 
apparent that Jesus does not look 
upon sin as the cause of illness 
and impairment. Not once does 
he refuse to heal someone be- 
cause he might interfere with 
God's punishment of that person. 
That does not mean that there 
are no consequences to sin. If I 
drive recklessly and have an acci- 
dent, I may sustain a serious in- 
jury as a consequences of my haz- 
ardous driving, but not as pun- 
ishment placed upon me by God 
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So, Jesus replied to the question 
of his disciples: ‘It was not that 
this man sinned, or his parents, 
but that the works of God might 
be made manifest in him" (9:3). 

No sooner do we read these 
words than we find that Jesus has 
solved one question with the pos- 
ing of still another. When Jesus 
says this, is he saying that God 
sent blindness to this man in Order 
to display God's miraculous 
power? A footnote in Oxford An- 
notated Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Bible suggests an an- 
swer: ‘‘Jesus...shifts attention 
from cause to purpose; this is an 
opportunity for God to act.” If 
this is correct, it would mean 
that, although God does not 
cause illness and injury, he 
can use human affliction for his 
own redeeming purpose, In other 
words, God uses, but does not 
cause it, 


OBSESSED WITH SIN 

Yet, note how the Pharisees 
are preoccupied with sin. The man 
born blind they pronoupce a sin- 
ner: ‘You were born in utter 
sin.,.’" (9:34) and they also re- 
gard the one who healed him in 
the same manner: ‘‘We know that 
this man is a sinner’’ (9:24). The 
Pharisees were obsessed with 
sin (at least the sins of others) 
and they were really much more 
concerned with their traditions 
than the recovery of the man’s 
sight. They are angry, jealous 
and resentful. Isn't it strange how 
religious people can be so blind? 

Because of their preoccupa- 
tion with the possible sins of the 
Jesus and the man born blind, 
they were unable to see the won- 
der and glory of what Jesus did 
for this man. Nor were they able 
to see their own sin. ‘If you were. 
blind,"’ says Jesus, ‘you would 
have no guilt; but now that you 
say ‘We see,’ your guilt re 
mains’’ (9:41). Itis our pridethat 
blinds us both to others and our- 
selves

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Cranesville Area 
House Leveled 
By Thursday Fire 


A Cranesville area house was 
leveled last Thursday afternoon 
by fire believed to be caused by 
hot sparks from a wood stove 
flue 

Oakland, Terra Alta, and 
Deep Creek volunteer fire 
fighters, as well as the county 
air cascade vehicle from Bit- 
tinger VFD and the Southern 
Rescue Squad, were called at 
12:56 p.m. and, upon their ar- 
rival, found the two-story wood- 
frame house owned by John and 
Diane Wolfe fully involved in 
flames. The house was located 
about three miles west of the 
Youghiogheny Mountain Club 
along Cranesville Road 

Mr. Wolfe told firemen that 
he was in the basement of the 
house when he heard a roaring 
sound in the flue of a wood stove 
located in the basement. He 

first thought it was just the 
wind; however, when the sound 
got louder he went outside and 
observed smoke coming from 
the eaves of the house and 
flames on the roof. The blaze 
quickly engulfed the attic area 
and continued downward, aided 
by high winds 

Mrs. Wolfe, who is the ex- 
ecutive director of the Deep 
Creek Lake-Garrett County 
Promotion Council, was at her 
office in Oakland at the time of 
the fire 

Wolfe said he and a neighbor 
were able to remove some 
clothing, a few pieces of fur- 
niture, and some antiques from 
the house before flames kept 
them from re-entering the 
house. Most of the iterns in the 
basement of the house, in- 
cluding a washer, dryer, and 
various tools, were also salvag- 
ed by fire fighters. 

The Wolfes said their pro 
perty was insured. They are 
currently residing in a nearby 
mobile home and plan to rebuild 
at the same location this spring 

Firemen remained on the 
scene until 4:40 p.m. There 
were no injuries reported 


Former Oakland

By Bomb Blast 


Frederick Ridder, 24, 
Harrisonburg, Va., formerly 
of Oakland, was injured 
Tuesday when a bomb that 
had been placed on the top 
of his car exploded 

A family spokesman said 
Ridder sustained extensive 
lacerations and powder 
burns on the faceas wellasa 
ruptured eardrum. Ridder is 
the son of Benjamin and 
Helen Ridder, Oakland 

Although the bomb was 
said to have been wrapped 
in yellow ribbons, officials 
said there was no evidence 
to link the blast to terror- 
ism. Pieces of the bomb were 
reportedly found 76 feet 
away

Black Bear Management Plan 


Being Developed By DNR 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) is reportedly ‘mak 
ing steady progress” in the 
development of a black bear 
management plan for Mary 
land, according to a DNR 
official. This was announced 
following a two-day meet 
ing held between bear biolo- 
gists from Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and 
New Jersey. 

During the past year, 
DNR has conducted a series 
of public meetings on black 
bears in Maryland to solicit 
input from the public. The 
result of those meetings, 
according to a recent press 
release, was “consensus to 
manage the black bear so as 
to maintain a viable popula 
tion, while minimizing the 
land-use impacts (crop and 
livestock depredation) to 
landowners who host this 
species, and public bear 
contact anxieties.” 

The final management 
plan is scheduled to be re 
leased this summer, at which 
time another series of meet- 
ings will be held to solicit 
comments on the manage- 
mentoptions. Those options 
will include increased pub 
lic education to foster a bet- 
ter understanding and tol 
erance of the black bear, 
refinement of procedures for 
handling and addressing 
nuisance bear complaints 
and the establishment of a 





regulated harvest of bear in 
Maryland 

A DNR official noted that 
no commitment has yet been 
made to implement a bear 
hunting season. This option 
will be addressed at the public 
meetings on the manage 
ment plan and in the forum 
of the annual hunting sea- 
son public meetingin March 
1992. DNR will reportedly 
make a decision about the 
bear season based on the 
input received at those meet- 
ings and any other input. 

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards stressed 
that, if a hunting season for 
bear were implemented, it 
would be one of a “very lim- 
ited”’ nature and not “an 
open hunting season.” He 
noted that it would be based 
on a lottery system to di 
minish the bear population 
to the maximum the habitat 
could support

Firemen Called 
To Courthouse 
Tuesday Evening 


Two local fire departments 
were summoned to the Garrett 
County Courthouse Tuesday at 
about 8 p.m. when a large por- 
tion of the complex was filled 
with smoke 

A dispatcher for the Garrett 
County Office of Emergency 
Management (911), who was ac- 
tually choking because of the 
smoke, called the Oakland and 
Deer Park VFDs at 7:54 p.m 
after thick smoke had filled 
both that office and the jail 
Personnel from the sheriff's of- 
fice removed prisoners from 
their cells and housed them in a 
garage area that was not af- 
fected by the smoke 


The source of the smoke is 
still undetermined, but was 
believed to be caused by a dust 
or lint build-up in a heating 
duct. A search of the entire 
courthouse complex was con- 
ducted and the point of origin 
was never found 


Firemen remained at the 
scene until 9:40 p.m. There 
were no injuries. 


Jury Selection 
For Murder Trial 
Affects Many 


A change of venue mur- 
der case being held in Gar 
rett County Circuit Court 
has affected several local 
citizens this week, as the jury 
selection for the case spanned 
two full days and involved 
120 people. The choosing of 
the 14-member jury was 
finalized late Tuesday, and 
the trial for Robert Bedford, 
28, Baltimore, began 
Wednesday morning 

Bedford is charged with 
first degree murder and rape 
of a 57-year-old Catonsville 
woman, Florence Joan Jung 
Countsof burglary and theft 
have also been lodged against 
Bedford, stemming from the 
same incident. The crime 
occurred on Nov. 2, 1986, at 
the residence of Ms. Jung 

Security has reportedly 
increased at the Garrett 
County Jail since Bedford 
has been incarcerated, as the 
defendant himself warned 
local police officers that if 
the opportunity presented 
itself, he would attempt to 
escape from custody. As 
many as six policemen were 
present at the courthouse for 
the first day of the trial, 
according to reports 

The honorable Judge 
Fred A. Thayer is presiding 
at the trial, which is sched 
uled to continue until late 
next week 


Manning, Lucas 
Sex Offense Case 
Heard In Court 


Oakland 
Roberta Manning, 34, and 
Randy R. Lucas, 19, went 
before Judge Fred A. Thayer 
last Friday to face charges of 
child abuse and sex offenses 
Both Manning and Lucas 
were allegedly involved in 
the ongoing sexual abuse of 
a 14-year-old male occurring 
over several months in 1990. 

Roberta Manning 
pleaded guilty to child abuse 
after a plea agreement, ac- 
cording to the court docu- 
ment. Judge Thayer accepted 
the plea and ordered a pre- 
sentence’ investigation 
Manning's bail was revoked, 
by order of the court, and 
she was remanded to the 

Garrett County Sheriff. 

Charges against Manning 
that were not prosecuted 
were second degree rape, 
second degree sex offense, 
unnatural and perverted sex 
and incest. The 
charges were brought against 
the defendant on October 31, 
1990, when police received a 
tip that sexual abuse was 
occurring to the 14-year-old 
boy 

Also charged at that time 

was Manning's husband, 
Donald W. Manning Sr. 
Manning has yet to face his 
charges of child abuse and 
sex offenses, as his trial was 
continued last Friday, ac- 
cording to the court docu- 
ment 

John R. Toston defended 
Mrs. Manning 

Randy pleaded 
guilty to second degree sex 

offense. Thayer accepted the 
plea and ordered a pre-sen- 


residents 


practice, 


Lucas 


Continued on Page A-3 


rai ACCIUCHL 
Claims Life Of 
Oakland Boy 


A farm accident near the 
Mellott Road Monday 
claimed the life of a four- 
year-old Oakland boy who 
was visiting his foster grand- 
parents, according to reports 
filed by the Maryland State 
Police, McHenry Detach- 
ment. The boy was struck 
and run over by a bulldozer 
in a farm lane. 

Tilton Lee DeWitt Jr. died 
at the scene as the result of 
severe head injuries sus- 
tained in the 11:15 a.m. ac- 
cident. 

The mishap occurred 
when Harold Homer Mel- 
lott, 62, Oakland, was re- 
moving snow from a farm 
lane off the Mellott Road with 
a Case 350 bulldozer. The 
boy was reportedly pushing 
a bicycle behind the bulldozer 
and Mellott was unaware he 
was there. The bulldozer 
became stuck and then 
backed up knocking the boy 
down and running over his 
head, according to investi- 
gating officer, Tfe. R.T. 
Wilson 

Responding to the scene 
were the Southern Garrett 
County Rescue Squad and 
the Oakland Volunteer Fire 
Department, according to a 
spokesman from Garrett 
County Emergency Manage- 
ment. 

Born December 26, 1986, 
in Oakland, Tilton DeWitt 
Jr. wasason of Milton Char- 
les DeWitt Sr. and Donna 
(Schramm) DeWitt 

Also surviving are one

Child Passenger Safety Awareness 
Week Supported By State Police 


Maryland State Police are 
joining federal, state and local 
highway safety experts for 
National Child Passenger 
Safety Awareness Week in 
Maryland from February 10 
through 16. The theme for 
this year’s observance, “‘It’s 
as simple as ABC (Always 
Buckle Children)" under- 
scores the life saving bene- 
fits of properly securing and 
positioning children in child 
safety seats. The majority of 
the seven child deaths re- 
corded on Maryland high- 
ways last year could have 
been avoided if each child 
had been properly secured. 

“It doesn’t take a crash 
to cause serious injury among 
unrestrained children,” 


stated Deborah Baer, presi- 
dent, Maryland Child Pas- 
senger Safety Association 
Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, 
a weekly public service broad- 
cast, Baer called on parents 
to buckle their children 

“A sudden stop can throw 
achild arounda vehicle with 
the force equivalent to drop- 
ping the child from a third 
floor window,” Baer added 
The Maryland Child Passen- 
ger Safety Association is 
hoping this year’s awareness 
campaign will improve cor- 
rect use of child safety seats. 
The association is remind- 
ing parents to perform a three 
point safety check before

introduced a bill (HB 533) 
that would exempt a vehicle 
carrying wooden pre-fabri- 
cated roof trusses from the 
current load extension lim- 
its which are set at 10 feet 

The bill would extend that 
length to 12 feet, meaning 
that the load may extend 12 
feet beyond the rear of the 
vehicle. 

In addition, the law now 
stated that the trusses must 
be loaded in an inverted 
manner, with the flat side 
down. When the trusses are 
unloaded, they must then be 
turned right side up 

The bill would allow for 
“safer hauling mechanisms,” 
said Edwards, because the 
weight would then be more 
evenly distributed on the 
vehicle. 

The bill was introduced 
following a request made to 
Edwards by representatives 
of Rigidply Rafters, Inc., 
Pleasant Valley 

Edwards has also recently 
introduced a bill (HB 614) 
that would make it a sepa- 
rate criminal offense to use 
a rifle, pistol, shotgun, re- 
volver, or any other assault 
weapon in the commission 
ofa felony ora violentcrime. 
The bill would also apply 
specific penalties for the of- 
fense. 

It is scheduled for a hear- 
ing before the House Judici- 
ary Committee Thursday, 
February 14, at 1 p.m. 


Hung Jury Results 
In Life Term 
For Tichnell 


The trial of Richard 

Danny Tichnell in Calvert 
County Circuit Court was 
declared a mistrial by order 
of presiding Judge Thomas 
A. Rymer yesterday, result- 
ing in a life sentence for the 
defendant. Tichnell was 
convicted of first-degree 
murder ten years ago after 
slaying Garrett County 
Deputy Sheriff David Liven- 
good on Jan. 18, 1979. 

The jury was to decide if 

Tichnell would be sentenced 
to death, or given life in 
prison. According to a Calvert 
Co. Circuit Court spokesper- 
son, the jury could not de- 
cide and was declared hung, 
which according to the law 
results in a life sentence for 
the defendant. 

Tichnell will most likely 
be eligible for parole at an 
undetermined point in time, 
according to the spokesper- 
son. The defendant had been 
sentenced to die three times 
in the past decade, success- 
fully appealing each sen- 
tence. 


Sharer Sentences 
Convicted Rapist 
To Shorter Term 


Robert D. Smith, 22, Deer 
Park, was given a new trial 
in Garrett County Circuit 
Court after a previous ten- 
year sentence handed down 
to him on rape charges was 
stricken in October. The re- 
trial occurred because of a 
flaw in the plea agreement 
which prompted Smith's 
lawyer, Robert C. Hesson, 
to advise the defendant to 
withdraw his guilty plea and 
request a new trial. 

Judge Fred Sharer pre- 
sided at the trial last week, 
at which time Smith pleaded 
guilty to second degree rape. 
Judge Sharer accepted the 
plea, and ordered the defen- 
dant to serve five years in 
the Maryland Department 
of Corrections. The judge 
then suspended two years of 
the sentence and ordered the 
balance of the term be served 
in the Garrett County Jail. 

Smith reportedly raped 
a 14-year-old female in De- 
cember 1989, and was 
charged with second degree 
rape, third degree sex offense, 
and assault and battery. The 
defendant had originally 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charges in the summer of 
1990, then changed his plea 
to guilty in August after a 
plea agreement was appar- 
ently settled upon by the 
State's Attorney's office and 
the defendant's lawyer

Negotiating Fee For Teachers 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C, Edwards this week 
introduced a bill (HB 642) 


that seeks to authorize the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education to negotiate a 
service or representation fee 
with the employee organi- 
zation that is the exclusive 
representative for public 
school employees 

The intent of the bill was 
explained by District 1 Sena- 
tor John Hafer, who also 
supports the bill. “It is im- 
portant to note,”’ he said, 
“that this is strictly enabling 
legislation, and not a man- 
date. It puts the responsibil- 
ity where it belongs -- with 
the school board.” 

Hafer further explained 
that the bill will include 


amendments that “‘grandfa- 
ther out’’ any certified 
teacher who does not cur- 
rently belong to an employee 
organization. The bill does 
not apply to custodial or 
cafeteria staff workers who 
are represented by their own 
negotiating organizations. 

Hafer stated that the bill 
was introduced at the request 
of the Garrett County Teach- 
ers’ Association. He ex- 
plained that the bill gives 
the board of education the 
option of negotiating with 
an employee organization 
but does not make it neces- 
sary for them to do so. 

“Washington County has 
had that same authority for 
five years and has not opted 
to use it,” he stated

While abortion-rights 
proponents have reportedly 
promised to fight against the 
parental notification clause 
of the bill, abortion oppo-

The bill approved this 
week would allow abortion 
until the time in pregnancy 
when the fetus can survive 
dtitsidé the womb. After that 
time, an abortion would be 
allowed only if the mother’s 
health or life were endan- 
gered or if the fetus were 
deformed

Hafer Opposes 
State-Ordered 
40-Hour Week 


District One Senator 
John Hafer has co-sponsored 
an emergency action bill that 
seeks to suspend Governor 
William Donald Schaefer's 
recent executive order re- 
quiring state employees to 
extend their work week from 
35 and 1/2 hours to 40 hours 
per week, 


Word was received to- 
day that, because of a 
deluge of complaints 
from state workers, the 
executive order by Gov- 
ernor Schaefer was re- 
scinded and the 35 and 
1/2 hour week was tem- 
porarily restored 
Schaefer reportedly 
stated that more time 
was needed for the work 
ers to adjust to the 40- 
hour work week 


Governor Schaefer signed 
an executive order earlier this 
month that will require about 
two-thirds of all state em- 
ployees to work a 40-hour 
week with no extra pay. The 
order was made in an at- 
tempt to offset 
budget shortfall. 

Based on the number of 
calls and letters Hafer re- 
portedly received from state 
employees in his voting dis- 
trict protesting the order, 
Hafer joined forces with 
Senator Mary H. Boegers (D- 
Montgomery) to introduce 
the emergency legislation. 

The bill would suspend 
the executive order until July 
1, 1992, and would also call 
for a detailed account of the 
savings by the state if the 
order takes effect.

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Legislative Shorts 


Ban On PAC 
Contributions 

Both the House and 
Senate presidents this week 
proposed a limit on political 
action campaign (PAC) con- 
tributions, as well as a ban 
on campaign fund raising by 
lobbyists in Maryland, based 
on reports that such special 
interest groups were too 
influential in the lawmak- 
ing process and in the elec- 
tion of state officials. 

Specifically, the proposal 
(introduced by Senate Presi- 
dent Thomas V. Mike Miller 
Jr. and House Speaker R 
Clayton Mitchell Jr.) would 
place an $8,000 limit on PAC 
contributions; would require 
lobbyists to disclose all gifts, 
meals and presents to any 
official by name, place and 
amount; prohibit the sale of 
fundraising tickets by lob- 
byists; and ban them from 
serving as officers of politi 
cal action committees or on 
a candidate’s finance com 
mittee 

The bills will be intro 
duced in both houses 

According to a report 
issued recently by Common 
of Maryland, PAC 
contributions to incumbent 
lawmakers in Maryland rose 
71% during the last four 
years, and resulted in con- 
tributions of over $3 million 
to General Assembly candi- 
dates during the 1990 elec- 
tion 


Cause 


No New Welfare 
Recipients 

Governor William 
Donald Schaefer recently 
signed a proposal that would 
prevent any new clients from 
being accepted into the state 
welfare system during the 
current fiscal year, report- 
edly citing the fact that the 
state cannot afford to sup- 
port the growing number of 
welfare-eligible individuals. 

The proposal, initiated by 
the state Department of 
Human Resources, also calls 
for the state’s disability 
payment program to toughen 
its eligibility standards. A 
program that pays lawyers 
to represent low-income 
clients in 12 rural counties 
would also be eliminated 

The cuts are reportedly 
designed to offset a $9.4 
million shortfall in the pub- 
lic assistance program, which 
is designed to benefit indi- 
viduals who do not qualify 
for federal welfare programs 


Off-road vehicles 

The House Judiciary 
Committee recently consid- 
ered a bill that would allow 
police to seize any off-road 
vehicle used to trespass on 
private or state property, and 
would increase the maximum 
fine for the offense from $250 
to $1,000 

The legislation was re 
portedly drafted in response 
to reports of teen-agers reck 
lessly driving motorized two 
and three-wheeled vehicles 
on city streets and school 
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Sale prices start at $44.95 
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grounds in urban areas. In 
rural areas, damage to crops 
and terrain have been re 
ported, according to Mary 
land Farm Bureau's John 
Miller, a supporter of the bill 

Reports have also indi 
cated that youths often act 
as couriers for drug dealers 


while operating the vehicles. 


Cigarette Access 

Three bills aimed at 
making the purchase of ciga- 
rettes more difficult for 
minors have been proposed 
recently by a coalition of 
Maryland health groups. 
The tax on a pack of ciga- 
rettes would also be raised 
by 20 cents under the pro- 
posed legislation. 

One bill would ban all 
vending machines that con- 
tain cigarettes; another 
would limit the machines to 
bars and places where mi- 
nors are not allowed, anda 
third would require that the 
machines be operated only 
with tokens that could be 
purchased over the counter 

The bills will be consid- 
ered by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

A spokesperson for the 
tobacco industry reportedly 
stated that the bills were 
being proposed merely to 
“hassle” adult smokers. 


Incidents Of Theft, 
Breaking, Entering 
Reported To Police 


Three incidents of break- 
ing, entering, and theft were 
recently reported to the 
Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office, according to police 
documents.

r., Baltimore, and located 
on Foxtown Road, had evi- 
dently broken into 
sometime between Jan. 1 and 
Feb. 1. The employee con- 
tacted the Sheriff's Office 
after he saw that the front 
door of the trailer had been 
pried open 

Dep. C. Feller inspected 
the area and reported that 
the door was indeed stand- 
ing open, causing the fur- 
nace to run continuously. He 
also reported that cabinets 
and drawers in the home had 
been opened, and that dam- 
age had been done to the 
aluminum door and door 
frame 

A microwave was appar- 
ently stolen at the time of 
the break-in, as well as a 
television set. Total losses 
in damage and stolen prop- 
erty were estimated at $847 

In a separate incident, 
two cabins at the Piney 
Mountain Hunting Club 
were reportedly broken into 
during the week of Jan. 20 
to 26. 

At the hunting camp of 
James Elsey, Oakland, un- 
known culprits gained en- 
try to the cabin by breaking 
the garage door, causing $100 
in damage to the door jamb 
inside, the culprits 
reportedly ransacked closets 
and drawers. They removed 
a $150 cassette player and a 
$50 stereo 

Dep. D. Crossland inves- 
tigated the crime, and re- 
ported that the suspects 
apparently slept in two beds 
in the cabin. He also reported 
that the culprits apparently 
attempted to start a Dodge 
Ram Charger parked beside 
the cabin, as well as an Inter- 
national Scout. The attempts 
were unsuccessful, however. 

Another cabin near 
Elsey’s was also broken into, 
according to the report The 
cabin is owned by Elaine 
Dugan, and was unoccupied 
during the time of the inci- 
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dents. The suspects appar- 
ently gained entry by break- 
ing a small window and 
reaching inside to unlock the 
door 

To date, there have been 
no items reported missing 
by Ms. Dugan.

A Victory? ... 


[The Maryland Classified Employees 
Association is celebrating this week because 
Governor Schaefer has decided to postpone his 
executive order that state employees work 40 hours 
instead of 35 and one-half hours per week. The state 
workers were originally supposed to begin working 
a 40-hour week, without additional pay, effective 
February 6. About two-thirds of the state’s 
employees now work a 35 and one-half hour week. 

Governor Schaefer maintains that the longer 
workweek without the additional pay would save the 
state about $52 million. The MCEA stated, however, 
that the longer workweek would ‘‘cause a further 
financial strain on employees, and disruptions in 
their child-care arrangements, schedules for part- 
time jobs, and other responsibilities.’’ The MCEA 
president, Joel Dan Lehman, added, ‘‘We 
understand that the State is in a serious financial 
crisis. But it’s very unfair to squarely balance the 
budget on the backs of State employees, who already 
will lose a_ cost-of-living adjustment, salary 
increments, and a health-care benefit."’ 

We would like to remind President Lehman and 
the other state employees that the financial crisis 
the state is experiencing has a negative effect on 
ALL of its citizens, not just state employees. Those 
of us in the private sector, who are already working 
at least 40, and sometimes considerably more, hours 
per week are also experiencing financial strain, and 
many of us have no automatic cost-of-living 
adjustments and salary increments. Many have NO 
health benefits or retirement whatsoever provided 
by their employers, primarily because their 
employers can’t afford to provide them. 

Most ernployees in the private sector also do not 
get an average of one paid holiday per month as 
state employees do. 

We wonder what many now-retired workers of 
just three or four decades ago, whose average 
workweek was probably 50 or more hours, think of a 
35 and one-half hour workweek, and all of the 

hardships’’ it would cause today’s state employees 
if they had to expand their workweek to 40 hours. 

Is this just sour grapes, or jealousy on our part? 
Perhaps. On the one hand, the MCEA should be 
congratulated for successfully defending their stand 
and the benefits of their members. However, the rest

I remember as a young boy listening to the radio, and hearing 
the president of the United States talking about the state of the 
nation.

order for the county to maintain 
this road it would have to be

50-foot right-of-way, road bed 
brought up to specification at 
cost of property owners of 
$4,800.00, culverts placed, and 
an area for a turn-around. 

This is the reason for this let- 
ter. In the summer of 1990, the 
commissioners built a road 
over state-owned ground. The 
Roads Department sent a crew 
to clear timber and brush from 
this right-of-way. This was 40 
feet wide and ‘2 mile long. Then 
they took the equipment in, cut 
a road bed, hauled stone for the 
bed, and finally tarred and chip- 
ped the road. They also erected 
a no-outlet sign

If not, why not? If so, read on for some basic guidelines. 

1. Separate by type of material and color of glass: 

a. GLASS: (clear, brown/amber, green — container glass 
only) 

b. STEEL/TIN CANS: (don't forget lids and caps — use a 
magnet, which attracts tin and steel) 

c. ALL-ALUMINUM CANS ONLY: (vs. bi-metal, which 
contain both steel and aluminum; again, use a magnet, which 
does not attract aluminum) 

d. OTHER ALUMINUM: (pie pans, aluminum caps of plastic 
soda bottles, some cat and dog food cans, some pull-top lids to 
tin/steel cans, aluminum foil, etc.; again, use a magnet) 

e. BI-METAL CANS: (contain steel and aluminum; use a 
magnet) 

f. NEWSPRINT: and only newsprint (not shiny inserts, 
catalogs, magazines, junk mail, church/association bulletins, 
etc). Passing on all your unwanted paper to the League gets it out 
of your house, but not out of our landfill — it just creates extra 
work for someone else to sort it all out. Please think about what 
you pass on to the League 

2. Rinse out all containers! (reasons should be obvious) 

3. Double-bag container glass (preferably in paper vs. plastic) 
or use a box! 

4. Bag, box, or bind newspapers on all four sides. Newspapers 
brought in loose to the League office tend to scatter about and are 
difficult for the farmer who picks them up to handle 

5. If you want to turn in paper bags, do so separately. If you § 
shop at Browning's Foodland, take enough paper bags back for H 
your next shopping trip and get four cents credit for each one g 
filled with your groceries. ° 

6. Don’t turn in styrofoam and plastic products to the League. § 
There is no way to recycle these items in Garrett County other ¢ 
than reusing them, except that Oakland SuperValu now has a bin§ 
for plastic shopping bags. And don’t give us your cardboard, § 
either. Try Paul Dove of Paul Dove Enterprises. ’ 

7. Discard other glass such as mirrors, lightbulbs, beverage § 
and serving glass, window and windshield glass, etc., in your own 4 
trash or take them to a county dumpster. These items are nots 
recyclable with container glass because they are composed of § 
other materials not used in container glass. If the container glass ¢ 
is “contaminated” with other types of glass, the recycler won't» 


get as much money per pound and, ultimately, neither will we org 
anyone else who fails to recycle with care g 


8. Don’t throw out canning jars — someone may be able to use @ 
thern again. Instead, donate ther to a thrift shop, save them for ag 
yard sale, or pass them on to someone who cans a lot (e.g., Amish 
women ) .

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Harman Discusses 
Effects Of Clean 
fet On GC 


Edgar Harman, director 
of Environmental Health 
Services, anticipates that the 
new Federal Clean Air Act 
will not affect Garrett County 
as much as the more highly 
developed areas of Maryland, 
according to a news release 
from the Garrett County 
Health Department. 

The Clean Air Act of 1990 
was signed into law on No- 
vember 15, 1990, by Presi- 
dent Bush. The act contains 
numerous provisions for 
controlling and reducing 
emission to the air. The bill 
seeks to reduce urban smog, 
cut acid rain pollution by 
half, increase auto emission 
control standards, and re- 
duce substantially toxic 
chemical emissions from 
industrial sites. Some major 
provisions are: Coal burn 
ing electric power plants will 
be required to reduce sulfur 
dioxide emission by roughly 
one half by the year 2,000; 
industries must install 
“maximum achievable con- 
trol technology” for certain 
chemicals by the year 2,000; 
new emission controls will 
be required on automobiles; 
and cleaner burning gaso- 
line blends must be sold in 
cities with the worst smog 
problem. 

Substantial progress has 
been achieved in improving 
air quality throughout Mary- 
land since the first Air Qual- 
ity Regulation went into 
effect in 1967, according to 
the release. The existing 
national air quality stan- 
dards are met throughout 
the state except that carbon 
monoxide standards are fre- 
quently exceeded in con- 
gested areas near Blad- 
ensburg and in Baltimore 
City. Summertime ozone 
violations occur in the Bal- 
timore and Washington, D.C. 
regions as well. 

Garrett County will be 
affected by the new act in 
some ways. Harman expects 
new industries that propose 
air emissions will need to 
meet more stringent require- 
ments. New vehicles will be 
more costly because of addi- 
tional emission controls 
equipment. Electricity will 
become more costly as coal 
fired generators take steps 
to control their sulfur diox- 
ide emissions. Harman does 
not expect vehicle inspections 
to extend to Garrett County; 
however, it is anticipated that 
Frederick County, and pos- 
sibly Allegany County, will 
become involved with vehicle 
inspections. The Baltimore 
and Washington, D.C. areas 
have had vehicle emission 
inspection requirements for 
several years. 

The main benefit of im- 
plementing the Clean Air Act 
will be healthier air for ev- 
eryone, according to the press 
release.

Mid-Winter Bald 
Eagle Survey 
Results Noted 


The results of this year's 
mid-winter bald eagle sur- 
vey were 115 bald eagles and 
two golden eagles counted 
in mid January at the state's 
two major eagle concentra 
tion areas. Aberdeen Prov 
ing Grounds at the head of 
the Chesapeake Bay attracts 
the largest number of win 
tering eagles in Maryland 
During the survey this year, 
65 bald eagles and one golden 
eagle were counted on the 
Army facilities and along the 
Susquehanna River where 
many of these birds feed 
Blackwater National Wild 
life Refuse, near Cambridge, 
counted 50 bald eagles and 
one golden eagle there 

“The numbers recorded 
this year were average since 
the survey was initiated in 
1979,” says Glenn Therres, 
supervisor of DNR's 
Nongame and Urban Wild. 
life Program. The numbers 
that first year were only 44 
bald eagles and have been as 
high as 263 counted last 
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winter. “The number of 
eagles wintering in Mary 
land fluctuates with the cold 
weather,” explains Therres, 
“and since we had a mild 
December here the eagle 
numbers were less then last 
year when we had frozen 
conditions during the same 
period.” 

The mid-winter survey is 
part of a national bald eagle 
survey coordinated by the 
National Wildlife Federation. 
Last winter 13,574 bald 
eagles were found in the 
lower 48 states. The first year 
9,815 eagles were counted. 

This survey is not a total 
count of bald eagles, but 
serves as a gauge nationwide 
of the population status of 
this endangered species. In 
Maryland, many more eagles 
occur in the state than are 
counted on the survey 
“Because the survey targets 
the major wintering areas 
in Maryland, most of our 
breeding population is not 
counted,” explains Therres 
Last year 123 pairs of bald 
eagles nested in Maryland.

The Maryland Chiefs of 
Police Association and the 
Maryland Committee for Safety 
Belt Use, Inc., will be challeng- 
ing Maryland's law enforce- 
ment community to participate 
in a two-month long campaign 
to promote safety belt and child 
safety seat use. Enforcement of 
Maryland's safety belt and 
child safety seat laws will be the 
focal point of this program 
Target date and program 
evaluation will be for a two- 
month period beginning 
February 1, and continuing to 
March 31 

This program falls in line 
with the barrack and agency 
goal for 1991 — higher driver/ 
passenger compliance with the 
seat belt law and higher com- 
pliance with the child safety re- 
straint law. Higher compliance 
will reduce the loss of life and 
injuries associated with motor 
vehicle accidents, according to 
the MSP. 

Troopers have been instruct- 
ed to identify misuse and non- 
use of safety belts and child 
safety seats, and take appro-

priate enforcement action upon 
non-compliance to the law 
Troopers will also be partici- 
pating with the Maryland Com- 
mittee for Safety Belt Use in 
identifying survivors. 

At the time of a vehicle acci- 
dent, troopers identify indi- 
viduals whose lives were saved, 
or injuries significantly 
reduced because they were 
wearing a safety belt or were 
properly restrained in a child 
safety seat. 

There will also be periodic 
surveys conducted at various 
locations to estimate the com- 
pliance rate with the seat belt 
and child restraint laws 

Maryland law requires chil- 
dren from newborns to three 
years of age to be restrained in 
an approved safety seat. Chil- 
dren 3 to 5 years of age must 
wear a seat belt or be in an ap- 
proved safety seat whether in 
the front or back seat. The fine 
for a violation is $35. 

The driver of the motor 
vehicle and the front seat pas- 
senger must wear seat belts 
The fine for a violation is $25.

MDE Collects 
$1.5 Million 


In Penalties 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
(MDE) collected $1,475,768 
in civil penalties for viola- 
tions of environmental laws 
and regulations during 1990, 
a 15 percent increase from 
1989. MDE isthe regulatory 
agency responsible for en- 
forcing laws concerning the 
handling and disposal of 
hazardous waste, air, water 
and sediment pollution as 
well as other matters of 
environmental concern 

“In the past year we've 
documented increased com- 
pliance with environmental 
regulations from major and 
minor industries in Mary 
land,” said Maryland Secre- 
tary of Environment Robert 
Perciasepe. ‘During the next 
year we'll maintain our 
aggressive inspection and 
enforcement programs as we 


work to protect and restore 


Maryland's entire environ 
ment.” 

Of MDE’s five admini- 
strations, the Hazardous and 
Solid Waste Management 
Administration (HSWMA) 
collected the largest amount 
of civil penalties, $633,263 
The HSWMA regulates and 
enforces the proper storage, 
handling and disposal of 
municipal and industrial 
solid waste, hazardous wastes 
and industrial wastewater 
discharges 

Penalties collected by the 
HSWMaA included: $300,728 
for hazardous waste viola- 
tions, $276,535 for water 
pollution violations, and 
$56,000 for violations of oil 
pollution laws 

The Sediment and Storm- 
water Administration (SSA), 
responsible for statewide 
programs designed to reduce 
the polluting effects of storm- 
water run-off and sedimen- 
tation of state waters, col- 
lected $239,385 in civil pen- 
alties. This represents more 
than a 100 percent increase 
from 1989, when the SSA 
collected $104,900 in penal- 
ties. 

In addition, for the first 
time ever, criminal penal- 
ties were issued as a result of 
a sediment pollution case 
prosecuted by the Environ- 
mental Crimes Unit (ECU) 
of the Attorney General's

Health problems con- 
tinue to plague the South- 
ern High Rams, who were 
edged this past week by two 
foes they had beaten on the 
road earlier in the season. 
Coach Tom Bosley’s squad 
was nipped by the Allegany 
Campers Friday evening, 53 
51, and then fell by the same 
margin Tuesday night to 
visiting Keyser, 60-58.

Although Bosley never

Job seekers who use the 
Maryland Job Service include 
professional and technical 
workers, college and high 
school students and gradu- 
ates, and veterans.

DNR Officials 
Hold Briefing On 


Reorganization 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Secretary 
Dr. Torrey C. Brown and 
Assistant Secretary for the 
newly formed Department of 
Public Lands James C. 
Dunmyer held a press con- 
ference this week in Garrett 
County for the purpose of 
explaining the reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 

The reorganization of 
DNR was implemented, ac- 
cording to Dr. Brown, in an 
effort to “better tell our 
story,”’ to foster a clearer 
public understanding of 
DNR'’s goals and to better 
balance the multiple inter- 
ests in the public parks and 
forests. 

Brown also explained the 
formation of the Department 
of Public Lands, stating, 
“The objective there was to 
put all the agencies that deal 
with land and with the people 
who use that land together 
so they could better coordi- 
nate and focus on those two 
things that are naturally 
together.” 

Brown noted that, over 
the next six-week period, the 
department will be review- 
ing public information it has 
and expects to receive. “More 
people will be involved ear- 
lier on all decisions that we 
make concerning public 
land,” he stated. 

It was also emphasized 
by Brown that the Depart- 
ment of Public Lands will 
concentrate on fulfilling the 
multiple use/interests related 
to the state parks and for- 
ests. Currently, he said, a 
total of 3.9 million visitors 
pass through the 350,000 
acres of public land in the 
state. Therefore, he noted, 
“How we use the land for 
the visitors is the most im- 
portant thing.” 

DNR Liaison Gary Yo- 
der added, “By obtaining 
more input from the public 
during the planning process 
for the state lands, we will 
be able to strike a better 
balance between all the vari- 
ous land-use interests. In that 
way, we will then be able to 
make the best possible deci- 
sion for all those concerned.” 

Yoder also stated that 
DNR has been re-evaluat- 
ing its goals for the last two 
years. ‘We realize that, in 
large part, we have failed to 
educate the public about our 
decisions and why they were 
made,” he said. 

When asked about con- 
cerns by Garrett County 
government officials that the 
five-year timber harvest plan 
for state forests was behind 
by millions of board feet, 
James Dunmyer responded, 
“The planning process does 
need improvement but it’s 
important that a grand plan 
include broad objectives and 
goals that can then be made 
more specific. It is sometimes 
necessary to be flexible with 
the grand plan in order to do 
this.” 

Dr. Brown also responded 
to that concern, stating, “In 
the early 1900's, the goal was 
to cut everything down -- all 
the trees, as quickly as pos- 
sible. The goal for the 1990's 
is very different. That goal 
is to appropriately use the 
forests for all interests rep 
resented and to have no net 
loss, or a net increase, of 
trees.” 

Yoder concluded the 
conference by noting that 
public input meetings will

be held on February 21 and 
22 at a location in Grantsville 
and at Broad Ford Elemen- 
tary School, respectively.

I read with a smile the 
comment of one of your 
readers in last week's edi- 
tion, describing me as a 
“Washington liberal 

In the 12 years I edited 
and published a newspaper, 
I was often called an “ultra- 
conservative” and sometimes 
a war hawk. One reader even 
accused me of being three 
steps to the right of Attila 
the Hun. But no one ever 
described me as a liberal. 

In truth, I was a vocifer- 
ous hawk during the Viet 
nam War. I believed in it 
There, we were fighting 
Communism at the height 
of its expansion. We had spent 
20 years trying to contain a 
world system which vowed 
our destruction and in truth 
threatened liberty every- 
where. 

Nor am I against all wars 
Unfortunately, armed con- 
flict is sometimes the only 
alternative in a dog-eat-dog 
world. But war is costly, 
tragic, and unpredictable. It 
should only be used asa last 
resort, and certainly should 
never be used in anything 
but the national interest 

And I despised the cow- 
ardly no-win policies of 
Lyndon Johnson, who sent 
boys off to die with no hope 
of victory. General Douglas 
MacArthur was correct 
when, during the Korean 
conflict, he said that limited 
war is inherently immoral. 
At least President Bush is 
not going down that path 

In those days, if three 
bearded hippies gathered at 
a street corner in San Fran- 
cisco to burn an American 
flag, a gaggle of liberal re- 
porters were present to rec- 
ord it, and it became the lead 
story on CBS that very night. 

Although much of the 
“anti-America movement, 
supported by the media and 

abnegatory intellectuals. The 
net result was a frenzy of 
self-hate by Agnew called the 
“nattering nabobs of nega- 
tivism.” Too often their 
message was rejection of not 
only the war, but of America 
itself, and all of its most 
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traditional values. In fact 
America's self image has 
never recovered from those 
dark days of Vietnam 
Today, with Israeli inter 


ests involved, the media 
supports the war. Instead of 
glorifying the protesters, as 
it did the “flower children” 
of the sixties, it vilifies any 
one who speaks against the 
war and equates opposition 
to the war with betrayal of 
the troops, despite the fact 
that many who oppose the 
war are patriotic, middle class 
Americans, who love their 
country 
I cheered former Vice 
President Agnew’'s stand 
against the “protesters” and 
wrote several speeches for 
him during those years 
But the Middle East is 
different 
I sincerely believe that 
this war is against Amer 
ica’s and the world’s inter 
ests. I believe the United 
States is being used as a 
surrogate for Israel, and I 
cannot support Israel's de 
nial of human rights to its 
own citizens, or its acts of 
genocide against the Pales- 
tinians. The killing of 21 
Palestinians and wounding 
of another 140 on the Temple 
Mount on October 8, 1990, 
and the shooting of dozens 
of Palestinians since then, 
has gone almost unnoticed 
in the press, while the occa 
sion of a few Scud missiles 
falling near Tel Aviv has 
resulted in a hysteria of press 
coveraged 
In fis recent book, 
“Goldwater,” former Ari- 
zona Senator Barry M 
Goldwater noted that the 
Israeli lobby could without 
effort produce 50 votes in 
the Senate on any issue of 
interest to the Jewish state 
needing to secure only one 
additional to carry the vote 
If Americans will take time 
to review the events leading 
up to this war, including the 
United States’ assurance to 
Saddam Hussein that we 
would not interfere in any 
war between Iraq and Ku 
wait, which was reported in 
the October 1, 1990, issue of 
“The Wall Street Journal,” 
as well as the efforts of the 
Israeli lobby to produce the 
desired vote for war in the 
United States Congress, they 
will surely seea shocking 
record of influence over the 
United States government 
by a foreign power 
My letter of January 14, 
1991, was written intended 
to be published before the 
war began. I do not wish to 
do anything to prolong this 
war or undermine those 
brave young Americans in 
Arabia 
Iam, however, saddened 
to think that young Ameri- 
cans are ordered into the 
desert to kill and perhaps 
die themselves in a war that 
is not ours to fight and in 
which, even in victory, we 
must ultimately create more 
problems than we solve.

To the Editor 

Each winter when the 
temperature drops, a predict- 
able trend begins in our 
communities. Households all 
over the State use their 
heating equipment more and 
as a result some homes ex- 
perience a fire. 

In the State of Maryland 
heating equipment remains 
one of the leading causes of 
home fires. Heating equip- 
ment is the leading cause of 
home fires in the United 
States. Its victims? More than 
800 people die from heating 
equipment related fireseach 
year in the United States 
During 1989, there were nine 
(9) heating related fire deaths 
throughout the State of 
Maryland. Many of these 
home fires strike the most 
vulnerable segment of our 
population -- the very young 
and the very old 

In most cases the heat- 

ing equipment involved is 
not at fault. What is espe- 
cially frustrating to me is 
the carelessness and igno- 
rance of the people using the 
equipment. Time and time 
again the Office of the State 
Fire Marshal finds fires start 
because. clothing, bedding or 
furniture is placed too close 
to electric heaters; space 
heaters are being over taxed 
as the only means to heat a 
home; or woodstoves are 
improperly maintained and 
used 

Chimneys, we also find, 
go uninspected or uncleaned 
from one year to the next. 
Portable kerosene heaters 
are fueled unsafely with the 
wrong fuel, or are even used 
in areas where they are ille- 
gal -- such as apartment 
buildings. Gas-fueled space 
heaters are sometimes used

In an effort to ease the 
process of filing for unem 
ployment insurance benefits, 
the Maryland Department 
of Economic and Employ 
ment Development (DEED) 
is offering more personal 
service to assist persons vis- 
iting DEED offices statewide, 
according to Charles O 
Middlebrooks, assistant sec- 
retary for employment and 
training. 

“In recent weeks, more 
people have been applying 
for unemployment insurance 
benefits and job search as- 
sistance, particularly in our 
Baltimore office,’’ Middle- 
brooks said. “We are trying 
to make these visits as com- 
fortable as possible for each 
claimant, and we want to 
make the application proc- 
ess easy and convenient.” 

At the downtown Balti- 
more office, staff has been 
transferred to assist in the 
claims processing effort. In 
addition, specialists are being 
trained to address individ- 
ual claimant needs and to 
guide individuals through the 
unemployment insurance 
system. 

When applying for bene- 
fits, claimants also are ad- 
vised to be prepared with the 
proper information to help 
make the process go 
smoothly. DEED officials 
offer the following sugges- 
tions to anyone needing 
assistance at any of Mary- 
land’s 26 offices of Unem- 
ployment Insurance. 

1. Plan to visit the Mary- 
land Unemployment Insur- 
ance office alone. 

2. Plan to arrive at the 
office between 7:30 a.m. and 
2 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day. (Offices are usually less 
busy toward the end of the 
day and toward the end of 
the week.) 

3. Arrange for the most 
convenient means of travel 
to and from the office ac- 
cording to the established 
office hours 

4. Allow a generous 
amount of time on the day of 
your visit to complete the 
application process. (Normal 
business hours for most of- 
fices are between 8 a.m. and 
4 p.m.) 

5. Bring your social secu- 
rity card or be prepared to 
give your social security 
number on the day of your 
visit. Ex-federal government 
employees should also bring 
Form 50, Form 8 and pay- 
check stubs to indicate wages 
paid during the most recent 
18-month period of employ- 
ment. Ex-servicepersons 
should bring a completed DD 
Form 214. 

6. Be prepared to present 
birth certificates, social se- 
curity cards, baptismal cer- 
tificates, court adoption 
documents and/or school 
records for each dependent 
under the age of 16 to be 
claimed.

15-20 minutes. The porridge is 
served thin for breakfast and 
made thicker for a later meal 
White seed corn is ground into 
mealie meal (mealie is the 
British term for corn). It is 
cooked the same way as the 
mothogo and is the staple diet of 
most people. This is called 
bogobe and is usually eaten 
with meat of some form or 
relish. Barbara explains that it 
is eaten by removing a handful 
with the right hand and 
kneading it into a ball then 
dipping it in the relish before 
eating. The relish consists of 
meat, domestic or wild, cooked 


green vegetables, again 
domestic or wild, cooked 
insects, and fresh uncooked 
vegetables 


Beef is by far the most popu- 
lar food and is served with 
almost every meal. Goats are 
popular with small farmers be- 
cause they are easier to keep 
and slaughter for family use, 
especially since there is no 
refrigeration. Breads are also 
an important part of the diet 
The dough for all breads is the 
same. However, there are 
several ways to prepare it. The 
most common is fried bread 
dough, boretho ja mafura, or fat 
cakes. The dough is kneaded 
into small doughnut-sized balls 
and cooked over the fire for 
approximately 15 minutes. 

“My favorite,"’ Barbara said, 
‘is matemekwane, which is 
boiled bread. The bread dough 
is formed into large balls and 
placed into boiling water. It is 
left to boil for approximately 
one hour and served and eaten 
with soup made from meat and 
various vegetables.” 

Mophane worms, commonly 
called phane, are a favorite 
food.

‘It extends the life of the 
building and helps to insulate 
In Botswana, it has become a 
form of art. Different colored 
sands are mixed with the cow 
dung and the hut is then covered 
with decorative swirls. Some 
are decorated for a_ special 
occasion such as a wedding, but 
the most popular is Indepen- 
dence Day. Important scenes 
such as a big kill from a hunt or 
just simple zebra stripes help to 
individualize, as each hut has 
its own distinctive character. It 
is a source of pride between 
neighbors to have a nicely de- 
corated home.” 

Barbara was in Botswana on 
the country’s Independence 
Day, and related some of the 
nation’s history. A former 
British Protectorate, Botswana 
became free on September 30, 
1966. The old British flag of red, 
white and blue was replaced by 
the Botswana flag of blue, black 
and white. The thick black band 
in the center represents the 
African majority of the people, 
and the thin white stripes repre- 
sent the whites. The whole thing 
together stands for the non- 
racist or interracial policy of 
Botswana. The blue _ back- 
ground stands for the sky and 
rainwater, which is the source of 
all life 

At independence, Botswana 
was one of the poorest countries 
in the world. Today, it is among 
the richest of the developing 
countries. This is mainly due to 
large mineral deposits, cattle 
production, and a growing 
tourism industry. Botswana has 

deposits of diamonds, 
and soda ash, as well as 
small quantities of asbestos, 
gold and manganese. Cattle is

It is the largest and truly one of 
the most magnificent falls in 
the world. It is 30 stories high, 
approximately 4,500 feet wide,

Upon arrival at the falls, from 
the statue of David Livingston 
the first European to see and 
report the falls to Europe in 
1855), the most famous sideview 
is visible.

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Collapse Of Trade Talks 
Leaves Many Uncertainties 


Editor's Note: Many U.S. agricultural commodity groups had 
major concerns about the Uruguay Round of the General Agree 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) multilateral trade nego 


ations held last December in Brussels, Belgium. No agreement 
was reached at the Brussels meeting, the last of a four-year round 
of talks. Negotiators, however, crafted a “continuation” of the 
talks to avoid the appearance that they had broken down irre 
trievably 

U.S. farm groups are concerned with a paper presented at the 
last minute as a ‘basis for negotiations’ by Swedish Agricultural 
Minister Mats Hellstrom which calls for a 30 percent reduction in 
farm supports over five years, using a 1990 base period. The 1999 
base year is a particular problem for many U.S. farm com 
modities because their support levels have turned out to be 
particularly low this year 

In addition, the Hellstrom paper calls for establishing mini- 
mum levels of access for agricultural imports representing at 
least five percent of domestic consumption of the products con 
cerned. This would likely require a significant expansion of U.S 
imports of dairy and other products currently subject to import 
quotas under Section 22. The National Milk Producers Feder 
ation, for one, is firmly opposed to any Uruguay Round agree 
ment that allows greater access to U.S. milk and dairy product 
markets

Current GATT rules 
and disciplines in world trade will continue in force 

Unfortunately, these rules are ineffective or non-existent in 
some areas.

Trading Blocs 

A likely reaction in the United States will be the call for 
expanded bilateral or regional trading blocs. The argument will 
be that the United States can only counter the inward-looking E( 
trading union, and its likely future enlargement in Europe, by 
negotiating similar arrangements within the Western Hemis 
phere, or even a broader Pacific Basin free trade agreement 
The first step, already in the works, is a free trade agreement 
Mexico. The prospects for this agreement probably were 
enhanced by the Brussels failure. Congress is more likely t 
authorize the negotiations not just because of the protectionist 
attitude of the EC, but also because of the strong negotiating 
Stance taken by administration negotiators 

Revisit the 1990 Farm Bill? 

Throughout the development of the 1990 farm bill, Congress 
the administration and the private sector agreed that the bill 
should be written with the expectation that the Uruguay Round 
would fail. While other countries urged the United States to ‘take 
the lead’’ in the GATT talks by reducing subsidies and the EEP

The farm bill was designed, therefore, to keep U.S. agri- 
culture competitive in world markets by restraining loan rates 
increasing planting flexibility and maintaining the export 
enhancement program. The budget package modified the farm 
bill in some respects by reducing producer payments and the 
funding of the EEP (from $500 million to $450 million per year 
also included a triggered response mechanism if the GATT 
negotiations failed 

This mechanism would work as follows: 1. if a GATT agree 
ment has not been enacted by June 30, 1992, the administration 
would be authorized to waive acreage limitations on wheat, feed 
grains, upland cotton or rice for the 1993-9 crops, would be 
authorized to increase EEP spending to $1 billion per year and

would be required to institute a marketing loan program for 
wheat and feed grains; and 2. if an agreement has not been

examined those issues. The 
Washington State Farm Bureau 
co-sponsored the meeting 

The biggest challenge facing 
farmers today is their ability to 
make full use of their land, and 
to do it in the best manner 
possible,’ said Richard Krause, 
assistant legal counsel for the 
American Farm Bureau F eder- 
ation 

He cited current and potential 
government regulatory actions 
covering wetlands, endangered 
species, open space and recrea- 
tional trails that are threaten- 
ing U.S. farm interests. 

‘Increasingly, private 
property owners are being 
asked to bear the burden and 
costs of government decisions 

decisions that are made in 
the interest of the public-at- 
large that reach beyond the 
protection of public health and 
safety,’’ Krause said. 

The government has gone 
beyond the bounds of the 
Endangered Species Act, 
Krause told the group. “What 
was originally enacted for the 
protection of plants and 
animals has become a land-use 
statute of the first order,”’ he 
said. ‘Resources are regulated 
just for the sake of the resource, 
not the original intent of the 
Act.” 

Edward Connor, chief of the 
Property Rights Section of the 
Pacific Legal Foundation, told

Maryland Secretary of Agr 
culture Wayne A. Cawley 
announced increased oppor 
tunities for Maryland farmer 
to participate in exchange pro 
grams with their counterparts 
in the Soviet Union. These are

Producers With International Traders 


The word apex means the 
summit or the highest point. At 
West Virginia University 
APEX stands for the Appa 
lachian Export Center for Hard 
woods, the new agency striving 
to link Appalachian producers 
of forest products — especially 
the region's hardwoods — with 
international traders through- 
out world markets. 

Conducting research in those 
markets and providing the 
technical assistance necessary 
to export goods also are impor- 
tant components of the center 

Dr. Ramsay Smith, APEX di- 
rector, has high hopes for the 
agency which began operation 
in July 1989. ‘Our hardwoods 


oak, maple walnut, yellow- 
poplar, black cherry and 
others, are increasingly in 


demand as a top-quality, furni- 
ture-grade product of lasting 
value,” Smith said. ‘We aim to 
make our hardwoods even more 
popular internationally and to 
assist the domestic industry 
supply the growing demand."’ 
APEX explains to producers 
how hardwoods headed for 
foreign markets should be cut, 
marked, dried, graded and 
packaged — since many Appa 
lachian producers are unaware 
of such details in order to 
Satisfy foreign customers, 
Smith noted. To meet the goal, 
the center's staff, experienced 
in international trade and 
forestry, conducts market re- 
search on foreign markets and 
provides technical assistance to 
the region's producers, pro- 
vides information on wood tech- 
nology, financing, market 
conditions and other aspects of 


international trade in forest 
products 
The center will become a 


comprehensive clearinghouse 
f information on international 
trade in forest products. The in- 
crease of value-added exports 
f Appalachian hardwood prod 
ucts is a Major concern 
Value-added components are 
those components or products 
whose value has increased be- 
cause of added manufacturing 
Steps. For example, logs are 
raw material; lumber and 
furniture are value-added. The 
center assists Appalachian pro- 
ducers by investigating what 
foreign markets want and alert- 
ing domestic producers to those 
preferences 
It then links reliable domestic 
suppliers with foreign cus- 
tomers, explained Tim Powers, 
international trade specialist at 


APEX The primary 
Appalachian hardwood species 
exported include: red oak, 


white oak, black cherry, yellow 
poplar and ash, according to 
Smith. Producers in the Appa- 
lachian sector export to over 60 
nations 

The Appalachian region 
spans from the northeast corner 
of Alabama to the southeast 
corner of Maine. Some of the 


major importers include 
Pacific Rim nations (Japan, 
Korea, Taiwan, Singapore), 


European countries (the United 
Kingdom, Germany, Italy, 


Spain, France, Belgium 
Luxembourg and Denmark), 
Canada and Australia 

Japan leads the group by 
importing over $334 million 
worth of hardwood products in 
1989. Having worked with 
Japanese import markets for 
five years, Smith is optimistic 
about future growth in that 
market. ‘Japan has ample 
money, and housing construc- 
tion there is booming with over 
1.6 million housing starts per 
year. Japan imports Appa- 
lachian furniture, windows, 
doors, cabinets, flooring, panel- 
ing and finished wood products 
The younger generation shows 
continued interest in having 
natural wood products since it 
means bringing nature into the 
home." 

Although 66 percent of Japan 
is forested, approximately two- 
thirds of its forest products are 
imported. ‘Japan imports that 
much because their wood is 
expensive to harvest, is of ques- 
tionable quality or it is im- 
mature,’ Smith added. ‘‘Land 
prices and the cost of warehous- 
ing and other factors make 
importing U.S. wood products 
attractive and economical.” 

After World War II, Japan 
changed its fire codes to limit 
building multi-family dwellings 
with wood because fires spread 
quickly from house to house, 
Smith explained. Approxi- 
mately 40 percent of the new 
houses are single-family units, 
with an increasing number built 
with hardwood flooring and 
trim 

Principal hardwood product 
exports include: lumber, furni- 
ture parts, veneer, logs, chips, 
plywood, flooring, railroad ties, 
molding and siding. According 
to statistics supplied by the U.S 
Department of Commerce, the 
value of U.S. wood exports rose 
from $1.3 billion to $1.6 billion 
during the first quarter of this 
year 

The total value of U.S. hard- 
wood exports climbed from $1 
billion in 1988 to $1.3 billion in 
1989, Smith noted. During the 
first quarter of 1990, Japan had 
imported over $746 million 
worth of wood products from 
the U.S., well ahead of Canada, 
which spent an estimated $277 
million for U.S. exported goods 
APEX tracks national figures 
on hardwood exports, but track- 
ing Appalachian wood products 
that are exported is extremely 
difficult, Smith explained 


Many states do not collect 
these statistics, they are 
tracked through the U.S 
customs districts located at a 
variety of individual ports 
Determining the origin of 
state's shipments is virtually 
impossible,"’ Smith said. He 
estimated the total value of all 
exported U.S. wood exports was 
approximately $6 billion in 1989. 

It is ironic that statistics of 
West Virginia’s wood exports 
and those of other states are no 
longer tracked by the states’ 
governmental agencies 
Neither the USDA, the West 
Virginia Division of Forestry, 


nor congressional offices were 
able to provide statistics on 
West Virginia's wood exports 
For instance, wood products 
shipped from West Virginia 
may travel through the Port of 
Pittsburgh or the Port of Balti 
more. The state where the port 
is located gets the credit for 
those wood products. This lack 
of data could become a problem 
for APEX which needs such 
data to project future hardwood 
demands, noted Smith, who is 
establishing a database similar 
to the University of Washing- 
ton’s Center for International 


Trade in Forest Products 
(CINTRAFOR) a similar 


trade development center serv- 
ing the wood industry in the 
Northwest 

In addition to lack of infor- 
mation and exporting know- 
how, other obstacles can affect 
the Appalachian export in- 
dustry. The gypsy moth in- 
vasion of regional timber 
stands could cause major 
timber losses because gypsy 
moths feed on the best hard- 
woods 

West Virginia has about 30 
percent of the hardwoods in the 
Northeast, and oaks (the gypsy 
moth’s favorite food) comprise 
about 43 percent of the timber 
volume 

Of the gypsy moths, Smith 
said, “We are very concerned 
In order to promote our prod- 
uct, we have to be able to proj- 
ect what our resources will be in 
the Additionally, 
transportation and various 
costs associated with inter- 
national trading can add to 
domestic costs, which in turn, 
affects export rates, according 
to Dr. William Luppold, project 
director with the USDA Forest 
Service. Luppold analyzes 
domestic and international 
hardwood product markets. 

West Virginia's bountiful 
timber products are, and will 
continue to be, a reliable re- 
source for the state's economy 
Smith is optimistic about the 


iuiure 


continued growth of Appa 
lachian hardwoods in inter 
markets We grow 
two-and-half times as 
much hardwood as we cut, 
which ensures a long-term, sus- 
tainable supply,” he said 
According to Ed Murriner, 
assistant forestry admini- 
strator for forestry utilization 
and marketing, state Division 
of Forestry, ‘‘There are about 
10,000 employees on the payroll 
for the whole West Virginia 
wood industry.’’ Murriner esti- 
mates the state exports about 
half of its wood products to 
domestic and foreign markets. 
‘West Virginia annually 
exports about 300 million board 
feet at $1 per board foot, 
that amounts to $300 mil- 
lion. Logs provide about 
100 million board feet — 
at 50 cents a board foot, that 
amounts to 530 million. Pulp 
wood provides 279,000 cords of 
wood at $50 per cord, that 
amounts to about $13,950,000. 
There are no pulp mills in the 
state,"’ Murriner noted. These 
are annual figures, he ex- 
plained. The USDA/Cooper- 
ative State Research Service 
recently awarded APEX a

Judge Fred A. Thayer of 
the Garrett County Circuit 
Court handed down sen- 
tences to several defendants 
recently for various crimes, 
including burglary, store- 
house breaking and enter 
ing, and violation of proba- 
tion. 

William P. Gank, 17, 
Oakland, who was indicted 
by the Grand Jury in Sep- 
tember 1990, pleaded guilty 
in a January trial to the 
charge of burglary. Thayer 
accepted the plea and ordered 
@ pre-sentence investigation 
at that time. Then on Thurs- 
day, Jan. 31, Thayer sen- 

tenced Gank to 30 months 
in the Maryland Department 
of Corrections 

The judge then suspended 
18 months of the sentence 
and ordered that the balance 
be served in the Garrett 
County Jail. Gank will re- 
ceive two years of supervised 
probation upon release, and 
shall enter the Massey Unit 
of the Finan Center. 

Gank’s charge stemmed 
from a September 1990 inci- 
dent at which time he re- 
portedly broke into the resi- 
dence of Ferdinand Bauman 
at Fricks Crossing and ran- 
sacked the home, shattering 
a glass table top and setting 
fire to wash cloths and other 
cloth items. The Garrett 
County Sheriff's Office in- 
vestigated the incident and 
made the arrest

A Barton man was ar 
rested Sunday after a shoot 
ing spree in which three 
persons were injured, accord- 
ing to reports filed by the 
Maryland State Police, 
McHenry Detachment 

Norman Alvin Jacobs, 67, 
Laurel Run Road, is cur 
rently incarcerated in the 
Garrett County Jail in lieu 
of $250,000 set by Garrett 
County District Court Judge 
Jack R. Turney at a bond 
hearing earlier this week. 

Police said Jacobs was 
arrested without incident 
following the 5:46 p.m. inci- 
dent. He was charged with 
attempted murder, two 
counts of assault with in 
tent to murder, three counts 
of reckless endangerment, 
assault and battery, and 
carrying a deadly weapon 
with intent to injure.

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No Blanket Judgment 


Because of a significant response received 
concerning last week's editorial, some positive and 
most negative, and because of some 
“enlightenment’’ provided the editor by a few 
callers, we felt compelled to offer some clarification 
and additional information about the same subject 
this week. The column was critical of the Maryland 
Classified Employees Association and its 
complaints about the length of state employees’ 
work week, salaries, and benefits. 

We stand by the basic premise of the editorial, 
which was that many nonstate employees, and 
employers, who do not have nearly the benefits that 
state employees have, are also suffering right now 
because of the economic recession. We objected to 
statements by the MCEA president that seemed to 
imply that only state employees were having to bear 
the brunt of Maryland’s economic woes. 

However, there were other points that we now 
believe we should have made, the first being that we 
in no way meant to make a blanket judgment of all 
state employees, or indicate that we believed they 
all had ‘‘cushy’’ jobs, or that there were no 
dedicated, hard-working state employees who never 
put in more than their designated 35 and one-half 
hours per week. We know that, particularly here in 
Garrett County, there are numerous state 
employees — some union, some non-union — who do 
an outstanding job, who work well beyond their 35 
and one-half hours, on weekends and evenings, 
without extra compensation. 

The home health nurses of the Garrett County 
Health Department are an excellent example. Not 
only are they going the extra mile in providing vital 
health services, but they are having to do so under 
tighter and tighter budget restrictions. Full-time 
staff is being cut back and either not replaced at all 
or being replaced with part-time people who are 
working without any benefits whatsoever. Now, 
when their morale is low and their frustration is at 
an all-time high, they are being asked by Governor 
Schaefer to do even more, but without any additional 
compensation 

We want to apologize for adding to that 
frustration with last week’s editorial, and we 
appreciate the additional information supplied to us 
by members of the home health nursing staff, as 
well as other local state employees in similar 
situations. We also thank you for your dedication 
under difficult circumstances in your quest to make 
life better for our local residents 
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care availability for young 
children, second jobs, latch

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KEEPING HOUSE PLANTS HAPPY 
by Marge Mahood 

House plants bring nature into our homes. Every ‘‘house 
plant’ has grown naturally somewhere out of doors. When we 
take these plants out of their natural surroundings, we need to 
ensure that they can survive. The following information is 
intended as a general guide. For anyone having a variety of house 
plants, it is a good idea to consult a book which will provide more 
specific information on your house plants 

The location and care of your plant is very important. Most 
plants should be placed in a spot that receives indirect or diffused 
light. Flowering plants need more light than foliage ones, but few 
will do well in direct sunlight. You should note that plants that do 
well in one location in the fall may need to be relocated in the 
spring. Keep plants out of drafts (opening and closing doors) and 
away from direct heat sources. If possible, group plants together 
and mist them often. They will benefit from the increased 
humidity, which is often lacking in our homes, especially in the 
cold months. Most plants will do well in a temperature range of 
65-75. In winter, watch that delicate plants are not placed too close 
to a window where freezing is possible 

The reason many plants do poorly or even die is the result of 
improper watering techniques. Most of us overwater. Let most 
plants dry out until soil at the top of the container feels dry. Then 
give a thorough soaking with water that is room temperature 
After watering, do not let plants stand in water for more than 
fifteen minutes. After that, drain the Saucer and do not'rewater 
until the plant dries out again. However, there are exceptions to 
this rule — a good reason to have a book on house plants handy 
Some plants need to be kept moist at all times. When buying a 
plant, check about the watering techniques and light require- 
ments for that particular plant. If possible, use soft water, either 
rain water or tap water that has been boiled and then cooled. This 
is especially necessary when spray misting plants, since the lime 
in water can clog the pores in the leaves. Wipe leaves periodically 
with a damp cloth or small feather duster to keep them clean and 
attractive 

A good quality potting soil should be used, either purchased or 
mixed yourself. In general, this should be well supplied with 
humus, and should be light, porous and well drained; a mixture of 
good garden loam, plus sand and peat moss usually is best. The 
pot or container should have good drainage, which can be 
provided by placing it on a saucer or a layer of pebbles. Never 
plant in an undrained pot, as the roots are likely to rot. Feed fre- 
quently with a good liquid fertilizer. Be sure to read the directions 
carefully as to the proper feeding schedule and amounts. Feeding 
too much and/or too frequently will burn the plant, perhaps 
killing it 

In choosing your house plants, select ones that you like, that 
you will be happy caring for and that require conditions suitable 
to your environment. An excellent general source book is The 
American Horticultural Society Dlustrated Encyclopedia of 
Gardening — House Plants. Other excellent material is available 
at the local library and bookstore. Remember that you may find 
differing opinions in several books; each author will have his/her 
ideas on successful growing methods. The more you care for 
plants and see the results in healthy, attractive specimens, the 
more you will become an expert also

Edwards Wants 
Interstate Speed 
Limit Raised 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards recently 
co-sponsored a bill that would 
raise the current state speed 
limit on certain interstate 
divided highways from 55 to 
65 miles per hour 

The bill (HB466) would 
raise the speed limit only to 
the extent authorized by the 
federal law, according to 
Edwards, who stated that 
motorists would still have to 
abide by the federal stan 
dards in certain urban ar- 
eas. The bill would not af- 
fect speed limits in business 
and residential districts 

When Edwards was ques 
tioned about the hazards of 
raising the speed limits (some 
reports have indicated that 
if the speed limit is posted at 
65 mph, motorists will tend 
to travel 85 mph), he Stated, 
“I don’t buy that.” He noted 
that it has been his experi- 
ence when travelling on 
interstates posted at 65 mph, 
that “very few people are 
passing you.” 


HB465 - Sales And Use 

Tax - Exemption 

Delegates Edwards isthe 
sole sponsor ofabill recently 
introduced that seeks to 
exempt certain nonprofit 
organizations from paying 
a sales and use tax at the 
Garrett County Fair.

The bill would only ap- 
ply to land being surveyed 
that consists of 20 acres or 
more 

“The measure would 
simply require that adjacent 
property owners be notified 
of surveys on neighboring 
land,” said Edwards, because,

Tax Fairness 
Act Of 1991 
Being Readied 


The Tax Fairness Act of 
1991 is currently receiving 
its final preparation to be 
sent to the General Assem- 
bly by the Schaefer admini- 
stration. Governor William 
Donald Schaefer has report- 
edly indicated that he wants 
the tax fairness act and the 
gas tax increase to be linked 
with each other so they each 
have a better chance of pass- 
ing. 
The Tax Fairness Act of 
1991 grew out of the tax 
restructuring recommenda- 
tions made by the Linowes 
Commission. The 123-page 
proposal would reportedly 
raise approximately $800 
million in new taxes during 
the first year of its implem- 
entation. That revenue is 
scheduled to be applied pri 
marily to education, trans- 
portation and infrastructure 
improvements. It would also 
help distribute revenue more 
evenly to the poorer juris- 
dictions in the state. 

Reports indicate that 
while the gas tax hike has 
some hope of success in the 
legislature, the LinéWwes 
Commission recommenda- 
tions are said to be so com- 
prehensive they will require 
asummer study before then 
going on to the 1992 Gen- 
eral Assembly session. 

Included in the recom- 
mendations are measures 
that would raise the state’s 
sales tax from five to five 
and one/half percent; impose 
more taxes on higher incomes 
in order tomake Maryland's 
tax structure more progres- 
sive; impose a two percent 
tax on the value of cars and 
boats, and simplify the prop- 
erty tax system.

Md. Growth And 
Chesapeake Bay 
Act Submitted 


The Maryland Growth 
and Chesapeake Bay Protec- 
tion Act has been submitted 
to the General Assembly 
(SB227/HB214) and hearings 
have been scheduled by the 
Senate Economic and Envi- 
ronmental Affairs Commit- 
tee and the House Environ- 
mental Matters Committee 
on February 26 and 28, re- 
spectively. 

The bills, submitted by 
Maryland Governor William 
Donald Schaefer's admini- 
stration, seek to establish 
growth restrictions in order 
to forestall the sprawling 
development that has been 
taking place in Maryland and 
in an effort to stop further 
pollution of the Chesapeake 
Bay. 

The act would establish 
an interim program requir- 
ing local jurisdictions to 
classify all their land into 
one of three categories 

The categories include an 
“interim growth and devel- 
opment area,”’ which is de- 
fined as any area within the 
boundaries of a municipal- 
ity existing as of July 1, 1991, 
and areas having an exist- 
ing sewer service or planned 
sewer service within five 


years; “sensitive areas,” 
which include. 100-year flood 
plains, intermittent and 


perennial streams and their 
buffers, critical habitats of 
endangered species or steep 
slopes, and the “interim rural 
and resource area,” which 
limits residential develop- 
ment to no more than one 
dwelling per 20 acres, with 
exemptions for possible 
grandfathering and intra- 
family transfers. 

Growth in the sensitive 
areas would be strictly pro- 
hibited and growth in the 
development areas would go 
on as usual in accordance 
with the existing zoning laws.

Abortion Bill 
On Its Way 
To Passage 


The Maryland Senate this 
week, in a 29-18 vote, passed 
a measure that protects the 
right of a woman to have an 
abortion without govern- 
ment interference until the 
time in pregnancy when the 
fetus might be able to sur- 
vive outside the womb. Af- 
ter that time, it would only 





be allowed to save the life or 
health of the mother or if 


the fetus is deformed 
The bill reportedly won 
Senate 


approval with no 
debate -- even though strong 
opposition from abortion 


rights representatives had 
previously been voiced over 
the inclusion in the bill of a 
parental notification clause 
-- and then received approval 
from the House Environ 

mental Matters Committee 
despite efforts by opponents 
to amend it. 

The passage of the abor- 
tion-rights bill is predicted 
to become a reality as early 
as Friday this week. This is 
in contrast to last year’s 
lengthy and controversial 
debate over the issue in the 
General Assembly. That 
debate led to an eight-day 
filibuster 

The measure would also 
require a doctor to notify a 
parent beforea minor would 
be allowed to have an abor- 
tion. Abortion-rights propo- 
nents, however, are report- 
edly not happy with that 
clause, indicating that, in 
some cases, girls seeking 
abortions would be subject 
to parental abuse.

Established For 
Maryland Waters 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., announces regulations, 
effective February 18, to gov- 
ern the use of personal wa- 
ter craft on all state waters. 
The regulations specify: 

*Personal watercraft may 
not be operated at a speed 
faster than six knots when 
within 100 feet of a vessel, 
shore, wharf, pier, piling, 
bridge structure or abut- 
ment, or people in the wa- 
ter 

*Operation at night or 
the towing of skiers is pro 
hibited 

*Wearing personal flota- 
tion devices (PFDs) is re- 
quired 

*The operator of a per 
sonal watercraft must be at 
least 14 years of age 

*Cutoff switches or self- 
circling devices must be 
operational 

*The jumping of wakes 
is considered negligent op 
eration

In finalizing the general 
permit, Corps District Engi 
neer Frank R. Finch charac 


terizes the arrangement as 
1 true milestone for the 
Baltimore District in Mary 
land. The general permit will 
enhance both programs and 
illow us to better serve the 
public and the environment.”

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VIENNA TARTS 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
*; cup cornstarch 
Pinch of salt 
1 cup butter, room temperature 
‘2 cup powdered sugar 
‘2 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Milk, if needed 
About 2 tablespoons strawberry jam 

Preheat oven to 350F (175C). Stand 10 small paper 
baking cups in 2-inch muffin cups, set aside. Sift flour, 
cornstarch and salt into a medium-size bowl, set 
aside. In a large bowl, cream butter and ‘4 cup 
powdered sugar with an electric mixer or a wooden 
spoon until smooth. Fold in dry ingredients. Stir in 
vanilla. Add milk 1 tablespoon at a time until mixture 
reaches soft piping consistency. Spoon dough into a 
pastry bag fitted with a '2-inch star tip. Pipe dough 
into paper cups, covering base and working up the 
sides in a spiral. Bake 20 to 25 minutes or until light 
golden. Cool on a wire rack. Dust cooled pastries with 
remaining ‘4 cup powdered sugar. Spoon about ‘2 
teaspoon strawberry jam in center of each cake 
Makes 10 cakes 


FEATHERWEIGHT CHOCOLATE 
CHIP COOKIES 
2 egg whites, room temperature 
24 cup superfine sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Pinch of salt 
1 (6-0z.) package (1 cup) semisweet chocolate 
pieces 

‘2 cup chopped walnuts 

Preheat oven to 350 (175C). Cover a large baking 
sheet with foil; set aside. In a medium-size bowl, beat 
egg whites until foamy. Gradually add superfine 
sugar and beat until stiff peaks form. Mix in vanilla 
and salt, then fold in chocolate pieces and walnuts 
Drop by teaspoonfuls 2 inches apart on baking sheet. 
Put in oven, then turn off heat and leave cookies at 
least 5 hours without opening door (they can be left 
over night for convenience). Cookies will be a very 
light brown in color. Store airtight until ready to 
serve. Makes about 45 cookies. 


SKINNY SCONES 

1's cups wheat flakes (with no sugar or salt added) 
*s cup self-rising flour 
44 cup raisins 
2 tablespoons packed brown sugar 
‘os cup nonfat milk 
2 tablespoons margarine, melted, cooled 

Preheat oven to 400F (205C). Coat a medium-size 
baking sheet with nonstick cooking spray, set aside 
In a medium-size bowl, combine cereal, flour, raisins 
and brown sugar. Add milk and melted margarine 
and mix thoroughly with a wooden spoon. Drop by 
heaping tablespoonfuls onto baking sheet, spacing 
about 2 inches apart. Bake 10 to 12 minutes or until 
golden brown. Serve warm. Makes about 10 scones. 


HAM & VEGGIE TEA BREAD 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 small onion, chopped 
3 celery stalks, chopped 
4 cups self-rising flour 
Salt and pepper to taste 
‘, cup solid vegetable shortening, chilled, cut in 
chunks 

“5 cup milk 
1 egg, beaten 
', cup finely chopped cooked ham 

Preheat oven to 375F (190C). Grease 9’’x5”’ loaf 
pan. Melt butter in a medium-size skillet over low 
heat. Add onion and celery, cook, stirring frequently, 
about 5 minutes or until vegetables are tender 
Remove vegetables from skillet and set aside to cool 
Sift flour, salt and pepper into a large bowl. With your 
fingers, rub shortening into dry ingredients until 
mixture is crumbly. Add milk, egg, ham and 
vegetables; mix with a wooden spoon to form a soft 
dough. Turn out onto a floured surface and knead 
lightly. Shape into a rectangle and place in greased 
loaf pan. Bake about 1 hour or until a wooden pick 
inserted in center comes out clean. Turn out of pan 
and cool on a wire rack about 10 minutes. Cut into 
slices to serve. Makes 8 to 10 servings 
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CHEESE SCONES 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
l‘2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
Pinch of salt 
i cup whole-wheat flour 
3 tablespoons cold butter or margarine, cut in small 
pieces 

%4 cup (3 oz.) finely shredded sharp Cheddar cheese 
About *s cup milk 
Butter 

Preheat oven to 425F (220C). Lightly grease a 
large baking sheet, set aside. Sift all-purpose flour, 
baking powder, dry mustard and salt into a large 
bowl. Stir in whole-wheat flour. With your fingers, rub 
in cold butter until mixture is crumbly. Stir in 42 cup 
cheese. Make a well in center of mixture, add milk 
and mix with a fork to make a dough that barely holds 
together (you may need to press dough together with 
your hands). Turn out onto a floured surface and 
knead lightly. Roll out with a floured rolling pin or pat 
dough with your hands to make a round about “4 inch 
thick. Cut in rounds with a 2-inch fluted or plain 
cookie cutter. Place 1 to 1‘2 inches apart on baking 
sheet, sprinkle with remaining ‘4 cup cheese. Bake 8 
to 10 minutes or until well risen and golden. Transfer 
to a wire rack to cool. When cold, split and serve with 
butter. Makes about 12 scones. 


WELSH BATCH SCONE 
2 cups self-rising flour 
1, teaspoon ground cinnamon 
14 teaspoon ground ginger

Preheat oven to 400F (205C). Grease a large 
baking sheet, set aside. Sift flour, cinnamon, ginger, 
cloves, mace and coriander into a large bowl. With 
your fingers, rub in shortening until mixture is 
crumbly. Add sugar, raisins and dates, mix well. 
Gradually add enough milk to form a lumpy dough, 
mixing with a fork. Turn out onto baking sheet and 
pat with your hands to make an 8-inch round about *4 
inch thick. With a sharp knife, score top in 8 wedges. 
Brush with egg yolk and sprinkle with brown sugar. 
Bake about 20 minutes or until golden brown. 
Transfer scone to wire rack and cool about 5 minutes. 
Serve warm with butter. Makes 8 servings. 


OATY APPLE LOAF 

1'2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder

Preheat oven to 350F (175C). Lightly grease a 
9"x5"’ loaf pan, set aside. Sift flour, baking powder, 
baking soda, salt, cinnamon and nutmeg into a large 
bowl. Stir in brown sugar, rolled oats and walnuts. In 
a small bowl, mix eggs, milk and melted butter. Add 
all at once to dry ingredients. Add apples and stir 
gently until all ingredients are blended. Pour into 
pan, smooth top. Bake 50 to 55 minutes or until a 
wooden pick inserted in center comes out clean. Cool 
in pan 10 minutes, then turn out onto a wire rack to 
cool completely. To serve, cut loaf in slices. Serve 
with butter.

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GLAZED TEA RING 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 (44-0z.) package active dry yeast 
1 teaspoon superfine sugar 
4s cup plus 2 tablespoons warm milk (110F, 45C) 
42 teaspoon salt 
¥ cup granulated sugar 
2 tablespoons butter, melted, cooled 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
Lemon Glaze 
2 tablespoons chopped nuts 
Butter 

In a large bowl, combine ‘2 cup flour, yeast and 
superfine sugar. Add milk and mix well. Let stand in 
a warm place about 20 minutes or until mixture is 
bubbly. Sift remaining 1'2 cups flour and salt into a 
medium-size bowl. Stir in granulated sugar. Stir 
melted butter and egg into yeast mixture. Fold in dry 
ingredients and mix to form a soft dough. Turn out 
onto a lightly floured surface and knead about 10 
minutes or until smooth and elastic. Place in a 
greased bowl, turn over to grease top. Cover and let 
rise in a warm place about 12 hours or until doubled 
surface and knead briefly to release air. Divide dough 
in thirds, roll each piece with your hands to make a 
rope about 18 inches long. Lightly press ropes 
together at one end. Place on baking sheet and braid 
loosely. Form into a ring and press ends together to 
seal. Cover and let rise in a warm place 15 minutes. 
Preheat oven to 450F (230C). Bake 25 minutes or until 
golden brown. Transfer to a wire rack to cool. When 
cooled, prepare glaze. Cover top of ring with glaze 
and sprinkle with nuts. Cut in slices and serve with 
butter. Makes about 10 servings

SHREWSBURY COOKIES 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
Grated peel of 1 lemon 
‘2 cup butter or margarine, room temperature 
‘2 cup superfine sugar 
1 egg yolk 

Preheat oven to 350F (175C). Grease a large 
baking sheet, set aside. Sift flour into a medium-size 
bowl, stir in lemon peel. Set aside. In a large bowl, 
cream butter and superfine sugar with an electric 
mixer or a wooden spoon until light and fluffy. Add 
egg yolks and beat well. With wooden spoon, 
gradually work in flour mixture to make a firm 
dough. Turn out onto a lightly floured surface. With a 
floured rolling pin, roll out to a thickness of 1/8 inch. 
Cut in rounds with a 2'2 inch-plain or fluted cookie 
cutter. Place on baking sheet and bake about 15 
minutes or until light brown. Transfer to a wire rack 
and cool completely. Makes about 24 cookies.

sounds like a Biblical denigra 
tion of marriage. Paul is not 
really concerned with either 
marriage or celibacy; what he 
is concerned with is the 
Parousia, the return of Christ

the most successful program 
of its kind in the United States. 
At greatest risk are the inter-

Garrett County Planning 
Administrator John Nelson 
says the effect is already being 
seen in the county. The state is 
withholding payment from two 
local farmers who applied last 
July and have reached the final 
stage in the long, complicated 
process of selling an easement 
Final approval! is being held up 
by the state's Board of Public 
Works, which consists of Gov 
William Donald Schaefer, State 
Comptroller Louis Goldstein 
and State Treasurer Lucille 
Maurer 

Nelson said the impact on 
next year is unknown at this 
time. ‘‘Everything is on hold till 
the 1992 budget is passed,’ he 
said. Although no easement 
applications have been sub- 
mitted since budget-balancing 
efforts began, Nelson says his 
office has seen a ‘whole flurry 
of activity — farmers scurrying 
to form preservation districts."’ 
He feels, however, that this is 
because of the Maryland 
Growth and Chesapeake Bay 
Protection Act (‘2020 Bill" 
HB-214/SB-227, which is also 
before the legislature this 
session. Nelson says farmers 
feel that law, if passed, will 
diminish their property values, 
and thus land equity, so they 
are thinking of selling their

Program administrators in 
other counties, however, report

That shortage was also 
pointed out by Del. Edwards, 
who said that he is almost sure 
some money will have to come 
out of the fund, but that other 


monies will start flowing back 
into the fund by July. ‘It will 
slow the program down but not 
squash it he said, adding 
We will have to keep on our 
toes to prevent that from 
happening 

Maryland Farm Bureau 


Lobbyist Jack Miller agreed 
that if the state can’t honor pay- 
ments to the 35-40 landowners 
already approved for the 
program, it will be serious. If 
they can pay those people, he 


said, other money will be 
coming in to pay this year’s 401 
applicants. ‘If they pay them 


the 35-40) it won't mean a total 
destruction of the program, but 
if they don’t, it will have a 
serious impact,”’ he said 

The major portion of the Ag 
Land Preservation Foun- 
dation’s budget is derived 
outside the main state budget 
from the agricultural transfer 
tax levied on the sale of farm- 
land for development. All but $5 
million of the 199] certified 
fund, for instance, derives from 
this tax, which was imposed 
originally for the sole purpose 
of funding the farmland preser- 
vation program. Foundation 
officials have confirmed that, to 
date, ag transfer tax money has 
not been used for any other pur- 
pose 

The other $5 million in 
foundation's certified fund 
comes from so-called Program 
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Open Space monies, which are 
derived from a separate rea! 
estate transfer tax. Ironically, 
the amount of POS money flow- 
ing into the farmland program 
was slated to increase next year 
under legislation passed in 1990 
Nelson says that the program 
participation rate in Garrett 
County has been very constant, 
with three to four applicants 
every year. The county govern- 
ment has been very supportive 
too, being a local matching 
county, he said. Nelson 
explained that each year the 
foundation requests a commit 
ment from the county and each 
year since 1986, Garrett County 
has said ‘‘yes."’ This means that 
of the five-percent transfer tax 
collected from farms sold for 
other than farming purposes, 
one-third of those transfer tax 
funds is retained by the county 
for a period of three years. It is 
oul of this local share thal the 
county's commitment is made 
According to Nelson, each 
year the county has committed 
at least one-half of this amount 
to the local matching program, 
reserving the other half for the 
next fiscal year if needed. ‘‘In 
this way,’ Nelson said, ‘we've 
always had sufficient funds to 
join with the state and pay all 
the local applications that are 
approved. A shortage of these 
funds will certainly impact our 
program, and I expect the 
participation rate will fall

A New Calf Implant Available 

A new implant that enhances growth of beef and dairy beef 
calves is available. The progesterone-estradiol benzoate implant 
is to be used in calves at least 45 days old and weighing up to 400 
pounds which are intended for slaughter. Trade-named CALF- 
oid, the implant is available in a 10-dose cassette, along with a 
hand held implanter that uses disposable, preloaded plastic 
needles. As a result, small-scale producers can avoid the high 
initial investment for large implanting guns or the purchase of 
large quantities of implants. Large herd producers also will be 
able to use CALF-oid, as it is available in 20-dose cartridge belts 
for use with multi-dose implanting guns. 

Results from studies at Texas A&M University showed that 
implanting increased weaning weight of calves an average 25.1 
pounds. At an auction selling price of $.13 per pound, that gain 
represents an additional $20.83 of gross income per calf. With an 
average implant cost of $1.00 and labor cost of $1.00 per calf, the 
net return per animal works out to $18.83, more than $9 return for 
each dollar invested.

Apple Growers Sue Over Alar Scare 
The Washington State Apple Growers filed a class action suit 
against the Natural Resources Defense Council (NRDC) and CBS 
‘60 Minutes"’ over the NRDC’s report on Alar, ‘Intolerable Risk 
Pesticides in Our Children's Food"’ and the television coverage of 
it. The Complaint seeks millions of dollars for losses suffered by 
plaintiffs and ‘‘each Washington Apple Grower’ who is a member 
of the plaintiffs class, not to exceed $10,000 per claim. The suit 
maintains that the defendants have ‘disparaged the plaintiffs’ 
red apples by communication or publication of false, misleading, 
and scientifically unreliable statements about red apples, with 
reckless disregard of the truth or falsity of such statements,” 
resulting in “sustained serious economic loss’’ to the growers. 
Beef Tips — Winter Feeding of the Cow Herd 

1. Cows should be gaining weight in the last trimester of 
pregnancy. 

2. If possible, feed the herd in groups based on their nutritional 
requirements. 

3. Feed the best roughage to calves, first calf heifers and 
lactating cows. 

4. Feed approximately 2 pounds of dry roughage per 100 Ibs. of 
body weight. 

5. One pound of hay equals about 2% Ibs. of corn silage or 3 Ibs 
sorghum silage in energy value as fed. 

6. When roughage is scarce or high priced, grain may be a 
cheaper energy source than hay. 


Acreage Reduction 
Program Signup 
Set By Ag Secretary 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Clayton Yeutter has announced 
that the 1991 Acreage Reduction 
Program signup will be March 4 
through April 26, and the 10th 
Conservation Reserve Program 
signup will be March 4 through 
March 15 

“Under new CRP program 
provisions, bids on eligible land 
will be accepted based on 
environmental benefits ob- 
tained per dollar of cost to 
USDA’s Commodity Credit 
Corporation,”’ Yeutter said 

Yeutter cautioned producers 
that they should not rely on bid 
amounts which have been ac- 
cepted in previous years when 
making their bids. ‘‘In past 
signups, there was a high 
expectation that a producer 
could rely on no change occur- 
ring with respect to the bid + 
amounts which would be ac- 
cepted,"’ he said. ‘‘Producers 
who wish to enroll in the CRP 
should be aware there is in- 
creased competition.” 

Land eligibility requirements 
will be expanded from past 
signups to include not only 
highly erodible land, but also 
other cropland acres that 
reduce the impairment of water 
quality or improve wellhead 
protection Wellheads are 
sources of water for municipali- 
ties,"’ Yeutter said. ‘We expect 
to accept bids for protection of 
these wellheads as well as areas 
designated by states as ‘319 
areas,’ which have been deter- 
mined to be a source of water 
quality problems." 

To increase water quality 
benefits under CRP, producers 
offering areas such as filter- 
strips, sod waterways, shelter- 
belts and contour grass strips 
will receive additional con- 
sideration during the bid 
evaluation process 

Yeutter said bids for enrolling 
wetlands will not be accepted 
during this signup.

CRP bids will be accepted 
only for contracts beginning in 
1991 and bid acceptance deter- 
minations will be made after 
nationwide review and evalua- 
tion. Selection will be based on 
the environmental benefits 
received from placing the land

Yeutter said producers will 
be permitted to enter the same 
acreage simultaneously into the 
annual commodity programs 
and the CRP, and to withdraw 
from the commodity programs, 
without penalty, if their CRP 
bid is accepted. 

USDA needs 30 days to evalu- 
ate and accept a bid but accept- 
ance is not binding on either the 
producer or USDA until the con- 
tract is signed, he said 

Fifty percent cost-share 
assistance will continue to be 
available to establish needed 
permanent vegetative cover, 
including trees, on the accepted 
acres. Annual rental payments 
for 10 years also will be paid to 
CRP participants, based upon 
their bid, except in some 
limited cases, such as hard- 
wood tree planting, where a 
longer period may apply 

Further details will be made 
available to producers in the

tor of the Maryland Office of 
Planning. 

“Maryland's natural 
resources and its economic 
vitality provide a quality of 
life that is attractive to resi- 
dents and business,” he 
added. 

As was reported earlier 
in The Republican, Gar- 
rett County's population 
grew from 21,259 in 1950 to 
28,138 in 1990, an increase 
of 32.4 percent. The popula- 
tion in 1970 was only one 
percent higher than in 1950 
(21,476). 

The four large suburban 
counties of Baltimore, Anne 
Arundel, Montgomery and 
Prince George's, contiguous 
to the central cities of Balti- 
more and Washington, D.C., 
grew by 1,859,420 between 
1950 and 1990, a 249.2 per- 
cent increase. This repre- 
sents 76.3 percent of the 
overall state increase in 
population. 

These four counties had 
their major expansion dur- 
ing the '50s and '60s when 
they accounted for 85.8 per- 
cent of total growth in Mary- 
land, compared to 58.6 per- 
cent in the '70s and ‘80s. 

Montgomery County, 
however, demonstrated its 
capacity to absorb growth 
with an increase in popula- 
tion of 177,974 during the 
1980s, more than half of the 
combined growth of the four 
suburban counties. 

The real growth story of 
the 1970s and 1980sisin the 
second tier of suburbanizing 
counties. These nine juris- 
dictions (Calvert, Carroll, 
Cecil, Charles, Frederick, 
Harford, Howard, Queen 
Anne’s and St. Mary’s coun- 
ties) accounted for 53.4 per- 
cent of the growth statewide 
from 1970 to 1990, compared 
to just 14.2 percent from 1950 
to 1970. 

Much of the recent 
growth outside of the urban- 
ized areas has occurred ina 
“leapfrog” pattern. The 
lower density development 
in these areas means loss of 
farm or forest land. Lower 
density development also 
cannot be adequately served 
with public services. 

“In the short run, this 
pattern of development 
appears to be cheaper, butin 
the long run it is tremen- 
dously wasteful as land dis- 

appears and services have to 
be upgraded to serve more 


increased 226.2 percent from 
just over one million per- 
sons to nearly 3.4 million, 
municipal population (ex- 
cluding Baltimore City) has 
increased by only 87.6 per- 
cent from 360,437 to 676,130. 

Fourteen municipalities, 
of 144 that have existed since 
1950, account for nearly 80 
percent of the increase in 
municipal population. Most 
of these municipalities are 
located in the rapidly grow- 
ing portions of the older 
suburban counties or in the 
newer suburban counties. 

Sixty-two municipalities, 
or 43 percent of all munici- 
palities in existence since 
1950, showed very little 
growth (less than 100 per- 
sons) or lost population. Most 
of these places are in the 
older urban areas of metro- 
politan counties (e.g. Lona- 
coning, Cumberland and 
Westernport in Allegany 
County and Edmonston, 
Morningside and Fairmount 
Heights in Prince George's 
County) and in non-metro- 
politan counties (e.g. Vienna 
and East New Market in 
Dorchester County, Crisfield 
in Somerset County and 
Kitzmiller in Garrett 
County). 

"In the 1990s redevel- 
opment of older urban areas 
and municipalities is crucial 
to revitalizing these commu- 
nities,” Kreitner said. 

“We need to initiate 
strategies that will direct new 
growth in such a way to better 
utilize our land and infra- 
structure while minimizing 
the impact on rural and re- 
source areas and sensitive 
areas that help protect the 
Chesapeake Bay,” he added. 

“The 1990 Census is 
confirming what we know 
about development in the 
post-World War II era. It is 
important we use this infor- 
mation to chart a new course 
for the decades ahead -- a 
course that will assure con- 
tinued economic prosperity 
while protecting the quality 
of life that makes Maryland 
such a great and attractive 
state in which to live,” Kre- 
itner said.

A letter was drafted by 
the Garrett County Planning 
Commission and sent last 
week to the Board of Gar- 
rett County Commissioners 
requesting that testimony be 
presented to the 1991 Mary- 
land General Assembly in 
opposition to companion 
House and Senate Bills en- 
titled “Maryland Growth and 
Chesapeake Bay Protection 
Act of 1991,” introduced by 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's administration. 

In the letter, the plan- 
ning commission expressed 
concern over the proposed 
act’s impact on Garrett 
County, rejecting the idea 
that a state-mandated land 
use policy ‘‘could be applied 
uniformly across the state.”’ 

Garrett County Planning 
and Zoning Director John 
Nelson explained that the 
bills presented to the Mary- 
land legislature differ from 
the original recommenda- 
tions formulated by the 
Governor's Commission on 
Growth in the Chesapeake 
Bay Region, in that the bills 
omit the commission's rec- 
ommended criteria for three 
of the four designated land- 
use areas. Those four areas 
included growth areas, de- 
veloped areas, rural resource 
areas and sensitive areas 

Nelson stated that, 
adopted as a bill, the pro- 
posal calls for the state plan- 
ning commission to set the 
criteria in al] but the sensi- 
tive area designation.

Stinson Freed 
After Interview 
With Governor 


Juanita Stinson, 58, for- 
merly of Mtn. Lake Park, 
will be released from the 
Maryland Department of 
Corrections this week after 
serving nine months of her 
original eight-year sentence 
for second degree murder. 
She was one of eight women 
who, after speaking with 
Maryland Governor William 
Donald Schaefer, had her 
sentence changed from im- 
prisonment to parole for the 
balance of her term. 

The governor was appar- 
ently moved by stories told 
by the women of ongoing 
abuse by husbands and lov- 
ers. 

“It's estimated that about 
200,000 Maryland women 
are victims of domestic vio- 
lence each year,’ Schaefer 
said. “Wethink, after athor- 
ough review of these cases, 
it’s the right thing to do. 
They've served enough 
time.” 

Stinson was sentenced in 
July 1990 for the 1987 slay- 
ing of her ex-husband, 58- 
year-old Charles Stinson. 
Mrs. Stinson shot him, dis- 
membered his body, and 
buried it in a shallow grave 
near their home along the 
Oakland-Deer Park Road. 
She kept the crime a secret 
for two years, telling authori- 
ties that her ex-husband was 
away on business. 

During Stinson’s trial, 
testimony was given by 
family members that the 
victim had violently abused 
the defendant for years, and 
that he “treated her like 
dirt.’ Dr. Neil Blumberg, a 
Timonium psychiatrist, told 
the court that Mrs. Stinson 
definitely suffered from 
"battered woman's syn- 
drome.” 

At the time of sentenc- 
ing, Washington County 
Circuit Court Judge Freder- 
ick C. Wright III said the 
abuse the defendant suffered 
at the hands of Stinson over 
the years was a “tragedy,” 
but that the court could not 
condone one person taking 
another's life. 

Schaefer released seven 
other women convicted of

2. Local governments 
may be granted authority to 
process permit applications 
and make recommendation 
to the state. However, at this 
time, the state will maintain 
final authority to issue the 
permit and enforce it 
3. Some nontidal wet 
lands of special state con 
cern that were incorrectly 
identified have been elimi 
nated from the list 
4. The permit process has 
been simplified by making it 
necessary to obtain either a 
letter of exemption or a per 
mit ‘if the activity is not listed 
in law as exempt). By elimi 
nating a fourth category, the

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of G.C 
schools, stated that almost 
all Maryland school systems 
are against SB 209, as it 
seems to be a step backward 
as far as equal funding for 
state schools 

SB 550 

The board did announce 
their support for Senate Bill 
550, which is the “New Ac- 
tion Plan for Education 
Excellence’’--a new APEX 
This bill proposes to tie both 
excellence and monetary 
need together, which will 
provide an added $900 per 
pupil (average state-wide) 
investment in education, as 
well as a performance chal- 
lenge that holds individual 
schools accountable for re- 
sults 

The new APEX plan also 
provides an “adequacy floor” 
to assure each jurisdiction 
an amount sufficient to pro- 
vide a basic quality educa- 
tion from combined state, 
federal, and local sources 
Another feature of the bill 
promises a larger portion of 
state aid weighted by local 


ability to pay 

Ryscavage said that SB 
550 would benefit Garrett 
County more than SB 209 
because it keeps the focus on 
funding equity among state 
schools. The current dispar 
ity in the state is reportedly 
a $2,580 per pupil difference 
from the wealthiest to the 
poorest district 

The superintendent will 
testify in favor of the bill on 
Friday at the legislative 
hearing. 

HB 553 

House Bill 553 concerns 
the Garrett County Board 
of Education membership 
Introduced by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards, 
the bill proposes to alter the 
membership by adding the 
chairman of the G.C. Board 
of County Commissioners, 
who will serve as an ex-offi 
non-voting member 
without pay. 

The purpose of the bill is 
to enhance communication 
between the two boards, and 
to alleviate the “negative 
public debate’”’ that has oc 
curred between them in the 
past 

The education board did 
not indicate whether they 
were for or against the bill. 
Board member Mikal 
Moomau stated that the 
intent of the bill is excellent, 
but that the board already 
has open, public meetings to 
which the commissioners are 
invited, as well as many other 
activities during the calen- 
dar year. She said that the 
board would be willing to 
discuss more such activities. 

However, Mrs. Moomau 
went to say that the 
members do not quite under- 
stand how communication

would be enhanced because 
the ex-officio member would 
have to abide by the code of 
privacy that all members are 
required to exercise in re 
gard to the executive sessions 
held 

In executive (closed) ses- 
sion, the education board 
discusses personnel prob- 
lems, such as salaries and 
other confidential matters 
Mrs. Moomau explained that 
the information exchanged 
during those sessions would 
have to remain private, and 
would not be open for dis 
cussion among the other 
commissioners. For that 
reason, the members have 
requested some clarification 
as to exactly how the pro 
posal would work. The com 
missioners apparently have 
not yet responded to the 
request. 


HB 642 
House Bill 642, also pro 
Del. Edwards, is 
designed to authorize the 
G.C. Board of Education to 
negotiate a service or repre 


posed by 


sentation fee with an em 
ployee organization that is 
the exclusive representative 
for public school employees 
in a unit. The bill was intro 
duced at the request of the 
Garrett County Teachers’ 
Association 

The bill would basically 
allow the school board to have 
the authority to negotiate a 
fee to be paid by any new 
employee who does not be- 
long to a negotiating organi- 
zation. The bill does include 
an amendment that would 
exclude, or “grandfather 
out” any certified teacher 
who does not currently be- 
long to an employee organi- 
zation 

The education board does 
not support HB642. Ryscav- 
age said that the members 
did not feel just in “coercing 
new employees in a mone- 
tary way.” 

Tax Commission 

The education board also 
studied the recommenda. 
tions of the Linowes Com- 
mission on State Taxes and 
Tax Structure. There was 
much discussion about the 
recommendations. Board 
members Carol Clark and 
Rodney Durst felt that the 
new taxes were not accept- 
able, and that the county may 
not reap the benefits prom- 
ised 

Board President Beverly 
Murphy expressed her sup- 
port for the recommenda- 
tions, mainly because of the 
apparent monetary aid for 
the county's school system 
explained in the report. If 
the are 
accepted, Garrett County is 
projected to net an additional 
$3,588,000 in state aid for 
public schools 

The proposal of a two 
percent personal state prop- 
erty tax on automobiles and 
motorboats brought criticism 
from some board members, 
as did the one half percent 
increase in the general sales 
tax. The subject was tabled 
for one week, and the mem- 
bers met once again to dis- 


recommendations 


cuss the recommendations. 
Finally, the board mem- 
bers agreed to support the 
recommendations to a de- 
gree. They requested that a 
resolution be drafted by 
Ryscavage that will explain 
their support for the sections 
that pertain to added fund- 
ing for educational needs in 
the county 


SB 455 

Senate Bill 455 is entitled 
“Crimes and Punishments 
Hate Crimes - Public Prop 
erty’’ and proposes to make 
vandalism against public 
property acrime. The prop 
erty pertains to any that is 
associated with programs to 
benefit, assist, or protect 
individuals, such as schools, 
religious buildings, parks, 
government buildings, or 
cemeteries, 

The punishment for 
vandalizing any of these 
places would include the 
application of misdemeanor 
penalties of imprisonment 
not to exceed three years, or 
a fine not to exceed $5,000. 

The education board 
members agreed to voice 
their support for this bill. 

CYF Grant 

Albert Coviello, director 
of pupil services, told the 
board members about a 
$100,000 grant that the 
Garrett County Office of 
Children, Youth, and Fami- 
lies (CYF) has received. 
Garrett County is one of six 
Maryland jurisdictions to 
receive the grant, and Cov- 
iello stated that he and those 
involved with the program 
feel very fortunate to have 
gotten the funding 

CYF will coordinate an 
inner agency within the 
Health Department that will 
make efforts to assist area 
children, youth, and fami- 
lies who have educational, 
social, or health needs. 

One function of CYF 
would be to work with dys- 
functional families. A goal 
of the agency is to keep 
families together when pos- 
sible, and to avoid sending 
children out of the district 
when the home is no longer 
suitable.

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Local Woman Hospitalized After 
Fleeing Burning Home Thursday 


Editor's note: The follow

An Oakland area woman 
was hospitalized last Thurs- 
day morning (Feb. 7) after 
sustaining injuries while 
fleeing from her burning 
home. 

Sheila Wharton was 
forced to kick out a window 
in the second floor of her 
wood-frame house, located 
along U.S. Rt. 219 about four 
miles south of Oakland, when 
a fire on the first floor kept 
her from exiting the house 
on ground level. After going 
through the window onto the 
roof, she then fell onto the 
driveway of the home. She 
was hospitalized at Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital, 
where she underwent sur- 
gery for severe lacerations 

Volunteer fire fighters 
from Oakland and Deer Park 
were called to the Wharton 
residence at about 8:30 a.m. 
Thursday. Connected to the 
house was the Whartons’ gun 
shop, R&S Enterprises. Upon 
their arrival, firemen ob- 
served masses of flames 
coming from the windows 
on the first floor of the house. 

According to Robert B. 
Thomas Jr., deputy chief 
state fire marshal, the fire 
was apparently started when 
a member of the family ac- 
cidently left food cooking on 
the stove. Doug Nesselrodt, 
a family friend, who was on 
the first floor when the fire 
was discovered, escaped 
unharmed after alerting Mrs. 
Wharton. 

Fire fighters, with the 
assistance of several mem- 
bers of the Amish commu- 


nity, brought the blaze un- 
der control within about 30 
minutes and were success- 
ful in keeping it from spread- 
ing into the gun shop. How- 
ever, Thomas estimated 
damages to be $125,000. 
Apparently Edward and 
Sheila Wharton did have 
insurance on the house.

While we fully support the war effort in the 
Persian Gulf, there are a few things going on here 
at home because of the war that irritate us 

The bombing had barely begun last month 
when various shysters decided that the war was 
an opportunity to make a quick buck. Some 
started bogus fund-raisers, sending out thou- 
sands of letters requesting ‘‘donations to sup- 
port our troops,’’ donations that, of course, would 
never reach the troops 

Then there are various types of legal exploita- 
tion underway, as the prices of yellow ribbons 
and flags have suddenly skyrocketed, the t-shirt 
business is going crazy, and now even newspa- 
pers and magazines are taking advantage of the 
situation by selling ‘‘patriotic’’ advertising. There 
is certainly nothing wrong with displaying patri- 
otism; in fact, it is a noble and worthy gesture 
that is surely appreciated by our armed services 
personnel and their families. However, we resent 
big business making big money by encouraging 
and, in some cases, pushing people to make such 
an expression 

Another war-related activity that concerns us 
is intimidation and pressure by some who sup- 
port the war effort on those who, for whatever 
reason, do not. It is an interesting reversal from 
the Vietnam war, when protesting the war effort 
was the “in” thing and those who chose to 
support it were chastised. Now, with the great 
majority of Americans in favor of the war, itis the 
protestor who is being trampled. Once again, we 
emphasize that we are totally behind President 
Bush and this campaign; however, we also recog- 
nize that those who are against the war have the 
same rights as the rest of us, and those rights 
should be respected. After all, it is precisely this 
type of freedom that is being protected any time 
we go to war 

On the plus side, we are thrilled with the 
response of Garrett County residents and other 
readers of The Republican in the form of writing 
letters of support to our armed services person- 
nel in the Gulf region. A letter arrived this past 
week from a local soldier who told us he had 
received 17 letters in one day, more than half of 
which were from local residents whom he did not 
even know personally. He noted what a great 
boost it is to hear from so many people from 
“back home.’’ Similar reports of support have 
been received from other soldiers.

Let us continue to support not only those who 
are fighting this war, but also those at home who 
need assistance.

The League of Women Voters of Garrett County met 
this week with local officials in an attempt to get a tempo- 
rary answer to the county’s recycling efforts. The league 
has supported the Garrett County Commissioners and the 
state mandate set forth concerning a recycling program by 
voluntarily donating their office on Alder Street in Oakland 
as a drop-off site 

During the meeting, league members, Oakland Civic 
Club members and representatives from the general pub- 
lic requested the results of the report from the Garrett 
County Recycling Committee, which the commissioners 
appointed at the league's request. The Civic Club reported 
collecting, in a three-month period, 85 pounds of alumi- 
num and 200 pounds of glass and tin 

Over one dozen members walked forward with re- 
cyclables they had collected, deposited them on the com- 
missioners’ desk, and asked where they were supposed to 
take them to be recycled 

League President Connie Margison reported that the 
commissioners were asked if they recycle and only Brenda 
Butscher answered affirmatively. The commissioners were 
also asked when a recycling program would be imple- 
mented and Elwood L. Groves answered, ‘The time line 
can be as condensed as we want to make it, or as long,” 
according to Margison 

The meeting was then concluded and Commissioner 
Groves was approached by the Civic Club Conservetion 
chairperson who asked that there be “no hard feelings’ To 
this Groves responded, ‘Not atall, but next time keep your 
garbage at home.” 

The commissioners also stated they would contact the 
Civic Club of Oakland within two weeks to advise them of 
the recycling starting date

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A most human governor 


BALTIMORE — "It takes peo- 
ple's minds off of the war " — Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer. 

By now, everyone has heard Gov- 
ernor Schaefer's scatological com- 
ment about the Eastern Shore. His 
remark has been condemned, defend- 
ed and derided. 

He has been called undignified, 
profane, immature and insulting. 

The governor, claiming the re- 
mark was a jest aimed at a longtime 
friend from the shore, thinks the 
uproar is “one of the silliest things 
I have ever seen in my life.” 

He said he had “absolutely noth- 
ing to apologize about." Yet five 
days later, there he was publicly 
eating crow: "I made a terrible mis- 
take. . . . I apologize.” 

Welcome to the State House cir- 
cus, a three-ring spectacle where an 
occasional side-show has become 
part of the landscape ever since Mr. 
Schaefer arrived on the scene four 
years ago. It is part of the govern- 
or's persona, his modus operandi 

Mr. Schaefer is famed for his tan- 
trums, his mood swings, his not- 
so-funny public jests, his Quixotic 
behavior and, above all, for his iron 
will to succeed 

No governor has brought such in- 
tensity to the job. His “do it now" 
sloganeering is part of a stubborn, 
driven desire to build Rome in a 
day 

Yet there is a human clement that 
is often overlooked. He wants to be 
liked. He is deeply hurt when peo- 
ple turn against him 

Even when 60 percent of the vot- 
ers endorsed him last year, the gov- 
ernor wondered what he did wrong 
to anger that 40 percent 

Donald Schaefer is used to domi- 
nating Baltimore's political arena 
In Baltimore, his "do it now" ap 
roach brought instant results. Pot- 

oles he spotted were filled, dirty 
alleys he toured were cleaned and 
bureaucrats were pushed, prodded 
and threatened until they trans 
formed the city 

This strategy doesn't work in An 
napolis. The ship of state is bigger 
and harder to steer. The governor 
must share power with the legisla- 


ture. He can't simply tour the state 
in search of potholes. 

When he was campaigning last 
year, Mr. Schaefer anticipated a sec- 
ond term filled with achievements. 
That was before the recession 

Now it appears the final Schaefer 
years will be marked by a scramble 
to hold things together. Maryland is 
deep in a fiscal hole. 

There will be more cutbacks 
Progress in education and social 
programs could be reversed. Pot- 
holes may not be filled. 

Everywhere the governor turns, 
there is bad news. 

He is the evil ogre to state work- 
ers furious over benefit cuts; consti- 
tuencies furious over cuts in social 
programs; gun owners furious over 
the drive to ban assault weapons; 
citizens furious over the $1 billion 
tax overhaul plan; citizens furious 
over the governor's failure to hack 
away at program costs. 

You can add Eastern Shore resi- 
dents to that list. They're furious as 
well, Joey or no apology 

Mr. Schaefer has tried to cushion 
these moves. He frequently has 
backed down from controversial 
stands when faced with strong criti 
cism. That doesn't remove the bit- 
terness felt by affected constituents 

No wonder the governor is frus 
trated 

His underlying refrain: Why don't 
you people love me? Why don't 
you appreciate all the good I have 
done for you? Why are you always 
criticizing me? 

Governors aren't supposed to 
show emotion, They aren't sup- 
posed to fly into a rage, use profan 
ity or apologize for mistakes. Gov 
emors are our political heroes. Our 
heroes aren't supposed to have feet 
of clay 

Donald Schaefer's actions are in 
deed abnormal for a governor. But if 
you view him simply as a very hu 
man executive under enormous 
stress and constant public pressure, 
his actions are more understandable 

Besides, they do take people's

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Tax Credit Bill 
Would Stimulate 
Local Economy 


A bill sponsored by Dis 
trict 1-A Delegate George C 
Edwards wasrecently intro 
duced that seeks to stimu- 
late local coal production and 
the economy of the county 
and the state by allowing a 
tax credit to manufacturers 
using Maryland-mined coal 
who expand their operation 
and, subsequently, purchase 
an amount of coal over and 
above the amount purchased 
in 1986. 

The tax credit, accord- 
ing to Edwards, would 
amount to $3 per ton on the 
difference used asa result of 
the manufacturer expanding 


the operation and adding new 
coal-processing equipment or 
a manufacturer starting a 
business in the state who is 
installing coal-processing 
equipment. 

Edwards reported that he 
introduced the bill at the 
request of Tom Jones, Gar- 
rett County Economic De- 
velopment director, who has 
been in recent contact with 
a company possibly locating 
in Maryland. Jones report- 
edly felt that the tax credit 
would be an inducement to 
that and other companies to 
locate in the state, encour 
age Maryland manufactur- 
ers to convert to the use of 
coal, and would also stimu- 
late local coal production. 

The bill specifies that the

Dioxin Bill Is 
Aimed At 
Westvaco Mill 


Testimony was heard last 
week on a proposed bill that 
would raise Maryland's stan- 
dards for dioxin emissions 
and require the state to adopt 
criteria for those limits that 
would ultimately force the 
Westvaco paper mill in Alle- 
gany County to spend more 
than $100 million to alter 
its wood pulp bleaching 
process. 

The legislation (HB16) is 
designed to establish a new 
water quality standard for 
dioxin, currently set at 1.3 
parts per quadrillion 
approved by the Environ 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to the federal level of 
0.013 parts per quadrillion 

Proponents of the bill 
reportedly have stated that 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment (MDE) should 
be prohibited from setting 
the most lenient standards 
for one of the most toxic 
substances to humans. State 
ments were also reportedly 
made that the 
health and safety of Mary 
land’s citizens should be 
placed above economics 

Also testifying before the 
House Environmental Mat 
ters Committee were mem 
bers of the Sierra Club and 
the National Resources De 
fense Council. One member 
of the Sierra Club report 
edly testified that dioxin is 
as toxic as plutonium and 
that the MDE has seta stan 
dard that is 100 times weaker 
than what the EPA has set

“The MDE has followed 
proper procedures in estab- 
lishing its water quality stan- 
dard for dioxin which has 
been documented to be fully 
protective of human health 
Their methodology is in 
absolute accordance with the 
procedures established by the 
EPA, and EPA has approved 
the Maryland standard for 
dioxin.” 


“Through a two and one- 
half year, $15 million capi- 
tal investment, we have 
reduced the amount of di- 
oxin by 98 percent,” he noted. 

Reports indicate, how- 
ever, that the higher stan- 
dard would lower Marylan- 
ders’ risk of developing can- 
cer to one case per 1 million 
people, down from one case 
per 100,000 

Dioxin is a by-product of 
the bleaching of wood pulp, 
and became the focus of 
concern last year when the 
EPA detected high levels of 
the chemical in fish caught 
in the upper Potomac River 
below the plant. A health 
advisory concerning the 
consumption of those fish is 
still in effect in the state 


The House committee is 
expected to vote on the bill 
Friday 


Low-cost Health 
Insurance Bill 
To Be Heard 


A bill to make health 
insurance more widely avail- 
able to Marylanders has 
recently been introduced by 
Allegany County legislator 
Casper R. Taylor Jr., who 
reportedly explained that the 
bill calls for health insurers 
to issue basic health bene- 
fits policies to individuals and 
small employers currently 
without insurance benefits. 

Taylor noted that seven 
states have now enacted 
mandatory waiver legislation 
allowing insurers to sell low- 
cost, basic coverage 

A hearing on the bill, 
which would purportedly be 
one step closer to helping 
uninsured Marylanders 
obtain basic health coverage, 
is scheduled for a hearing 
Friday 


Nontidal Wetlands 
Standards Bill 


An emergency bill regard- 
ing nontidal wetlands stan- 
dards has been introduced 
(SB 450) that would provide 
that, in the event of any 
conflict between the stan- 
dards adopted by the United 
States Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the provisions of 
the state law, or any regula- 
tions adopted under the 
authority of the state law, 
the least stringent standards 
would prevail as to any agri- 
cultural, forestry or regu 
lated activity.

Schaefer Signs 
Abortion Bill 


The controversial abor 
tion-rights bill was immedi 
ately signed into law by 


Maryland Governor William 
Donald Schaefer this week 
following its clearance in the 
Maryland House of Delegates 
by a vote of 84-52. 

The measure is intended 
to protect the right of women 
to have an abortion per- 
formed up to the time the 
fetus could survive outside 
the womb and, after that 
time, if the mother’s life or 
health were endangered or 
if the fetus were deformed 
The law would also stay in 
place even if the U.S. Su- 
preme Court were to over- 
turn its Roe vs. Wade deci- 
sion, which also guarantees 
the right to an abortion 

The measure includes a 
“parental notification 
clause” which requires that 
a doctor notify a parent be- 
fore a minor can have an 
abortion. Also included is a 
“conscience clause,”” which 
states that no health care 
worker would be forced to 
perform or participate in an 
abortion or refer a patient 
for an abortion. 

The debate continues this 
week over that particular 


clause 


Kelly Submits 
Residency Bill 


A hearing in the House 
of Delegates was heard last 
week that would require all 
future state employees to be 
residents of the state. Intro- 
duced by Delegate Kevin 
Kelly (D-Allegany), the bill 
is intended to save the state 
money by hiring only those 
residents of the state to work 
for the state 

Kelly reportedly stated 
that since approximately 
3,700 state employees are 
currently non-residents of 
the state, Maryland does not 
benefit from various income 
revenues, such as sales and 

income tax, and motor ve- 
hicle titling fees, registra- 
tion fees, state and county 
real estate taxes, state trans- 
fer taxes, county recordation 
‘taxes and gasoline taxes. 
The bill (HB 871) would 
not affect current non-resi- 
dent state workers but would 
merely be a provision to 
bolster the state budget if 
necessary, said Kelly.

Dr. Schrock is the first 
woman from Garrett County 
to be named to the Hall of 
Fame. She was chosen be- 
cause of her numerous ac- 
tivities and endeavors that 
have improved living in 
Western Maryland as well 
as the entire state 

Dr. Schrock is a success- 
ful businesswoman and 
community leader. After 
receiving her undergraduate 
degree from Waynesburg 
College in 1937, she attended 
the University of Pittsburgh 
and became the first Men- 
nonite woman to receive a 
doctoral degree, which she 
earned in the field of biol 
ogy 

In a quest to help the 
people of Upper Appalachia, 
in 1957 Dr. Schrock returned 
to Western Maryland from 
Indiana, where she had been 
teaching at Goshen College. 
She helped to organize the 
Springs, Pa., Historical So- 
ciety, Springs Folk Festival, 
and Springs Museum 

Dr. Schrock thenorgan- 
ized Penn Alps, in 1958, 
which is a restaurant and 
craft shop where local arti- 
sans demonstrate their crafts 







and sell hand-made products 
such as carvings, weaving, 
pottery, and baskets 

Dr. Schrock also 
accomplished the establish 
ment of the Highland Foun 
which 
community center, the Meals 
on Wheels program, and 
Head Start. She is the presi- 
dent of the Casselman Cor 
poration, and is the former 
editor of “The Journal of 
the Alleghenies.”’ 

Dr. Schrock has been said

«Super NOW Accounts, avai! 
able at banks, pay a market 
rate of interest, which varies 
with the rise and fall of interest 
rates. The rate will be slightly 
higher than for NOW accounts 
The minimum balance required 
also will be higher 

*Money Market Deposit Ac- 
counts. Offered by banks and 
credit unions, these accounts 
pay an interest rate slightly 
more than Super NOW ac- 
counts, but they allow only six 
transfers of funds each month 
(three of which may be by 
check ) 

Certificates of Deposit 
(CD's), also available from 
banks and credit unions, differ 
from the other accounts in that 
money must be left on deposit 
for the term of the certificate 
The interest rate may be fixed 
or variable. Short-term CD's 
(that mature in three, six or 
twelve months) qualify as 
liquid assets. Rates and mini- 
mum deposits vary from one 
financial institution to another. 

(The funds in any of the above 
accounts are insured up to a 
combined total of $100,000 per 
person per institution. ) 

‘Money Market Mutual 
Funds are professionally man- 
aged portfolios of short-term 
loans made to companies, 
banks and the government.

the proposal ‘“‘worse’’ for 
Garrett County, which cur- 
rently has no county-wide 
zoning regulations in place. 

“That's a big issue -- an 
unknown,” he said, “and we 
don’t know what to expect.” 

A provision of the bill 
found to be “most objec- 
tional” to the planning 
commission is the require- 
ment that an interim pro- 
gram by local governments 


be implemented by July 1, 
1991. The stated, 
“Considering the lack of 
these Jand use control meas 
ures, in Garrett 
County find ourselves in the 
position of not having the 
ability to effectively imple 
ment the interim program.” 
The commission estimates 
that it would take at least a 
year toimplement a county- 
wide zoning program in order 
to have the interim program 
in place. The commission 
recommended, then, that the 
effective date of the interim 
program be delayed until 
January 1, 1992, or at least 
one year from the adoption 
of the act. 

Another objection noted 
in the letter concerned the 
provision that includes land 
areas within the state which 
are situated outside the 
Chesapeake drainage basin. 
According to the commission, 
the majority of Garrett 
County does not drain into 
the bay -- in fact, only about 
37% does drain into the bay 

On that basis, the com- 
mission feels the county 
“should be exempted from 
the tenets of this proposed 
statute, or, at a minimum, 
the portion of Garrett County 
not draining into the Che- 
sapeake Basin be exempted,” 
according to the letter. 

The ‘“‘grandfathering 
provision” was the subject 
of yet another objection by 
the planning commission. 
This section provides that 
any lot in a subdivision that 
had been platted and finally 
approved and recorded prior 
to July 1, 1991, may be de- 
veloped if the infrastructure 
has been installed in at least 
one phase or will be installed 
within 24 months from that 
time. 

The letter states that in 
Garrett County the subdi- 
vider of the property and the 
developer are usually not the 
same individual so “virtu- 
ally no speculation building 
is initiated within subdivi- 
sions.”’ Therefore, the com- 
mission recommended that 
any lot platted and recorded 
among the land records of a 
given jurisdiction prior to

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MOM’S HOT CHEESE DIP 

1 large onion, chopped 

1 8 oz. can tomato sauce 

2 Ib. package Velveeta Cheese 

Hot pepper flakes to taste or 1 jalapeno pepper 
Fry chopped onion in butter until transparent. Add 
tomato sauce and hot pepper flakes or jalapeno. 
Heat to a boil. Reduce heat, add cheese by small 
chunks and stir constantly until cheese is melted. 
Serve warm. 

Note: for cheese dip with a more tomato taste, use | 
16 oz. can tomato sauce. 


ANNIE’S FOOL PROOF CHOCOLATE FUDGE 
Three 6 oz. bags (or one and one-half 12 oz. bags) 
chocolate chips 

14 oz. can sweetened condensed milk 

dash salt 

1 cup chopped nuts, if desired 

1 1/2 teaspoon vanilla 

In heavy saucepan over low heat, mix together choco- 
late chips, condensed milk, and salt. When mixture 
has melted and blended completely, add nuts and 
vanilla and blend in. Spread mixture into a waxed 
paper-lined 8- or 9-inch square pan; chill for 2 hours. 
Peel off waxed paper, cut into squares, and enjoy! 
Note: keep extra fudge stored in a light-fitting con- 
tainer. 


HUMMUS 

1/4 cup tahini 

2 cups mashed garbanzo beans, with juice 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

dash cumin 

dash salt 

Mix all ingredients together in blender, puree into a 
fine paste. Serve as a spread with toasted, buttered 
pita bread, feta cheese and black olives. 


JOHN’S INCREDIBLE FLANK STEAK TERI- 
YAKI BARBECUE 

1 or 2 medium-sized beef flank steaks 

Marinade: 

3/4 cup cooking oil 

1/4 cup soy sauce 

1/4 cup honey 

2 tablespoons cider vinegar 

2 tablespoons scallions or freeze-dried chives 

1 garlic clove, minced or mash€d (optional) 

1 1/2 teaspoon ground ginger 

Mix ingredients together. Marinate steak four hours, 
turning once. Grill. Carve into bite-size slices and 
serve on hot plate. 


SHERRY’S SCRUMPTIOUS SALMON DIP 

1 8 oz. package cream cheese, softened 

1/2 can (4 oz.) canned salmon 

sliced ripe olives 

Mix ingredients together; serve on toast points. 


GUACAMOLE 

1 medium tomato 

2 medium avocados 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 small onion, minced 

1 small garlic clove, minced 

1 4-0z. can chopped mild green chilies, drained 
fresh coriander leaves (optional) 

tortilla chips or fresh vegetables 

Peel and dice tomato. Halve each avocado length- 
wise; remove seed; peel. In bowl, mash avocado with 
lemon juice. Stir in salt, tomato, onion, garlic, and 
chilies. Spoon into medium-sized bow]. Garnish with 
coriander, if desired. Serve with tortilla chips and/or 
vegetables. 
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SUZIE’S LUSCIOUS HOT CRAB DIP 

12 slices bread, diced, no crust 

1 1/2 Ib. crabmeat 

7 hard-boiled eggs 

3 teaspoons minced onion 

3 teaspoons minced fresh parsley 

2 1/2 cups mayonnaise 

2 1/2 cups milk 

1 stick Kraft sharp cheddar cheese 

salt, pepper, Worcestershire sauce to taste 

Mix all ingredients together in a 3-quart casserole 
the day before; refrigerate. Remove 1 hour prior to 
baking. Preheat oven to 325F. Bake 45 minutes; 
serve hot with salty crackers or chips. 


MARY’S MOUTH-WATERING SHRIMP COCK- 
TAIL 

1 Ib. shelled, deveined medium shrimp 

1/3 cup chili sauce 

1/3 cup ketchup 

2 teaspoons horseradish 

1 1/2 teaspoons lemon juice 

1 8-0z. package cream cheese, softened 

Add shrimp to boiling salted water, reduce heat. 
Simmer until shrimp turn pink, about 3 minutes, 
drain. In small bowl, combine chili sauce, ketchup, 
horseradish, and lemon juice. Add shrimp and toss 
until coated; cover and refrigerate. Place cream 
cheese on platter, pour cold shrimp cocktail over. 
Surround with your favorite crackers, serve. 


COLLEEN’S DELECTABLE HOT MUSHROOM 
DIP 

4 slices bacon 

1/2 Ib. fresh sliced mushrooms 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 

1 garlic clove, minced 

1 tablespoon flour 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

pepper to taste 

1 8-0z. package cream cheese, cut into small pieces 
2 teaspoons worcestershire sauce 

1/2 cup sour cream 

Fry bacon until crisp; drain; reserve 2 tablespoons 
drippings in skillet. Crumble bacon; set aside. Add 
mushrooms, onion, and garlic to skillet. Cook over 
medium heat until tender and most of the liquid is 
absorbed, about 6-8 minutes. Mix in flour, salt, and 
pepper. Add cream cheese and worcestershire sauce. 
Reduce heat and stir until cheese is melted. Remove 
from heat; stir in sour cream and bacon. 


BITE-SIZED BARBECUED MEATBALLS 

1 1/2 Ibs. fresh lean ground beef 

2 cups fresh bread crumbs 

(about 4 bread slices) 

1/4 cup minced onion 

1 egg 

1 teaspoon oregano 

2 tablespoons salad oil 

1 medium onion, diced 

1 8-ounce can tomato sauce 

1/2 cup packed brown sugar 

1/4 cup white vinegar 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire 

4 teaspoons chili powder 

1 1/2 teaspoons salt 

1/4 teaspoon dry mustard 

Preheat oven to 3S0F. In large bowl, mix well the 
ground beef, fresh bread crumbs, minced onion, egg, 
and oregano. Shape the mixture into bite-sized balls; 
place in shallow baking pan. Bake 15 minutes 
Meanwhile, prepare the sauce: in 1-quart saucepan 
over medium heat, in hot salad oil, cook onion until 
tender, about 5 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add 
remaining ingredients; heat to boiling, stirring con- 
stantly. Reduce heat, add pre-cooked meatballs, and 
simmer for at least 1/2 hour. Serve warm in sauce. 


HANNAH’S UNAVOIDABLE SPINACH BALLS 

2 packages frozen, chopped spinach 

2 eggs, beaten 

2 large onions, grated 

3/4 cup melted butter 

1/2 cup parmesan cheese 

1 tablespoon minced garlic 

1/2 teaspoon thyme 

i/2 teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon Accent 

2 cups Pepperidge Farm stuffing 

Cook, cool, and drain spinach. Beat eggs in large 
bowl. Add all other ingredients and mix well. Mold 
into small 1-inch balls and bake at 350F for 20 
minutes. May be frozen before baking. Thaw com- 
pletely on cookie sheets, then bake. 


BARB’S “BETTER THAN SEK’S” CAKE 

1 yellow cake mix 

1 small pkg. instant vanilla pudding 

4 eggs 

1/2 cup water 

1/2 cup oil 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

8-oz. container sour cream 

1 6-0z. package german chocolate, grated 

1 6-0z. package chocolate chips 

1/2 cup walnuts 

Preheat oven to 325F. Grease and flour a tube pan. 
Mix together cake mix, pudding, eggs, water, oil, 
vanilla, and sour cream. Beat well. Add german 
chocolate, chocolate chips, and nuts. Pour into pan 
and bake 1 hour or until knife inserted in center 
comes out clean. 


PAM’S MAKE-AHEAD CRAB PUFFS 

1 package English muffins 

1 stick real butter 

1 small can crab meat (flaked) 

1 small jar Cheese Whiz 

1 tablespoon mayonnaise 

1/4 teaspoon garlic salt 

Beat softened butter and Cheese Whiz together. 
Add other ingredients and spread 1/2-inch thick onto 
split English muffins. Freeze on cookie sheet for 1/2 
hour. Cut each circle into 6 pie-shaped wedges. 
Freeze wedges in bags. Remove as many as needed 
and bake on cookie sheet at 375F for 10-15 minutes. 


NACHOS 

1 bag tortilla chips 

1 1/2 Ib. lean ground beef 

1 large onion, diced 

2 tablespoons chili powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon oregano leaves 

1 8-0z. can tomato sauce 

1/2 Ib. cheddar cheese, shredded 

1 1/2 cups shredded lettuce 

3/4 cups sliced pitted ripe olives 

1/2 lb. sour cream 

1/2 Ib. guacamole 

1/2 Ib. mild salsa 

In 2-quart saucepan over medium-high heat, cook 
ground beef and onion until meat is browned and 
onion is tender, stirring occasionally, about 10 min- 
utes. Spoon off excess fat from meat mixture. Stir in 
chili powder, salt, oregano, and tomato sauce; cook 
2 minutes. Remove saucepan from heat. Spread 
tortilla chips out on a large cookie sheet or micro- 
wave-safe platter. Spoon about one heaping tea- 
spoon meat mixture on each chip. Top each with 
some cheese. Bake in 350F oven for 15 minutes or in 
microwave on full power for about 30 seconds, until 
cheese is melted. Serve on large platter with lettuce, 
olives, sour cream, guacamole, and salsa. 
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
